(6. In my firſt Studies I had no clear Ideas 
of their immediate, natural Effects, and 
could not find in Authors thoſe plain well 
grounded Rules of Practice, which I thought 
Want ing to direct us when to uſe, and 
when to forbid them. This gave me great 
Uneaſine/s, and obliged me to ſearch out the 
Effe cts of each of thoſe forcible Ways of Eva- 
cuation; and to confider what Rules of 
Practice did follow from them And the 
Reſult of thoſe Studies, for the Good of my 
Fellow Creatures, I here make prublick.

($8. If the Rules of Practice deduced 
from the Effects of artificial Evacuations 
are rational, and right, it concerns every 
Man, when he is fick, to take Care that hg

judging ſuch Things; and it is every Man's 
Intereſt to diſcover, ſo far as he can, the 
Methods which may either haſten his Death, 
or protraft his Diſeaſe And it will be a 
great Satisfaftion to me, if what is here 
publifhed, ſhall ſubſerve ſuch Diſcoveries, and 
prove effetual to prevent thoſe melancholly 
Miſtakes for the Future, which injudicious 
PRACTITIONERS have daily made, in Time 
paſt, in their Uſe of the artificial Evacuations. 


( 9g. I would not be underſtood, as if IT

(C. ſupra) the contrary will 
appear in the following Papers : I think 
each of 'em proper, and neceſſary in cer- 
tain Caſes, and that they ſhould be uſed 
as often as ſuch Caſes occur. Nay, I ac- 
knowledge that many Perſons have reco- 
vered from Sickneſs, where they have been 
improperly «/ed ; but I think that thoſe 
Perſons ſuffer d Damage by them in Propor- 
tion to the Largeneſs of the improper Eva.. 
cuations, and that they would have reco- 
vered ſooner without them. 


( 10. I have not in theſe Sheets enter'd 
into any Confideration of the particular 
Species of Fevers comprebended in the 
general Claſſes, becauſe here is no Room 
for it; but I have another Book on theſe 
acute Diftempers, which I deſign to pub- 
lib, if this proves acceptable to the Wild, 
in which I have digeſted the various inci- 
dental Febrile Symptons into proper Claſ- 
ſes ; conſidered their immediate produfFiug 
Cauſes; and from their Nature infer'd the 
curative Indications, which relate wnto 
'em : I have likewiſe diſpoſed the ſeveral 
Species of Feyers into their proper Tribes, 
con- 
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confidered their peculiar Natures, and Qua- 
lities, and thence deduced the rational Me- 
thods for curing them All which confirm 
the Principles and Rules of medical Prac- 
tice contain'd in this Book. 


( 11. The ſeveral Txrorits, advanced 
by me, are not built on any Hypotheſes, 
but are grounded on the real State of Things 
in Bodies under Fevers ; and I Hall, in 
the other Book, illuſtrate, and confirm 
them by ſuitable Examples, and by Fass 
prove, that the Methods of Practice re- 
commended by me are effeftual for the Cure 
of Fevers. ö 


(12. I cannot conclude without ex- 
preſſing my earneſt M iſbes, that Men, em- 
ploy'd in the medical Way, would take 
more Pains in examining Things, and 
ſearching after uſeful Knowledge, and 
humbly pray for it to that Gor, who is 
the Fountain of Wiſdom, and ſeek unto, and 
depend on Him to direct and Bleſs their 
Studies, and their Practice. We might then 
reaſonably expect more frequent Succeſſes in 
the Courſe of their Praftice, and greater 

Dif 
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Diſcoveries for the Cure of Diſtempers 
than have yet been obtain'd - But if Men 
vill diſregard Gov, and negleũt their Stu- 
dies, and truſt to their own Underſtanding, 
no Wonder, if the Righteous and Supreme 
Governour of all Things, ſuffer them to 
go into falſe Ways of Reaſoning, to form 
wrong Notions of Diſeaſes, and to pre- 
ſcribe improperly thereupon.

r is not ſufficient for a Phyſi- 
i cian to know the general 
es Cauſes of Diſeaſes, or what 
are the productive Cauſes of 

Fevers of this or that general Claſs: He 
muſt of Neceſſity alſo be able to learn the 
Nature of each Fever, which this, or that 
Patient is afflicted with: And as the Know- 
ledge of Fevers as exiſting in particular Per- 
ſons, is only deducible from thoſe apparent 
Symptoms, which attend them, ſo the 
Knowledge of the Cauſes, and Significa- 
tions of the Symptoms, which human Bo- 
dies are liable to, under febrile Diſeaſes, is 
B of 
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of the utmoſt Importance: Becauſe from 
them we are to learn the Nature of our 
Paticnt's Diſtemper, what Cauſes produced 
it, what Claſs of Fevers it belongs to, and 
what are the curative Indications, and 
ought to be our Intentions, in order to ac- 
compliſh the Cure of it. 

92. Thus, indeed, from an Underſtand- 
ing of the Nature of the Effects, (ſuch the 
Symptoms are) we may rightly infer the 
Cauſes from which this or that Fever pro- 
ceeded, and on which it depends; as like- 
wiſe what are the proper Methods, and Me- 
dicines to be uſed for the Recovery of the

( 3. I have in my Book, intituled Natio- 
nal Methods of curing Fevers, conſidered 
the Cauſes of them, and diſtinguiſhed them 
into their proper general Claſſes ; and ſhewn 
the general Methods of Cure, which cor- 
reſpond with Fevers of thoſe Sorts: But as 
a more diſtint Knowledge of the particu- 
lar Species of Fevers comprehended in thoſe 
Claſſes, and of thoſe Fevers as cxiſting in 
particular Bodics,and of Remedies which have 
been effectual for the Cure of them, is neceſſa- 
ry to a rational, and ſucceſsful Practice among

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Patients under theſe acute Diſeaſes, ſo for

CHAPTER LI. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the different 
Sorts of PuLsEs moſt frequently 


met with in Perſons under Fe- 
vers, and of the curative Indica- 
tions deducible from them. 


F 6. I. Shall conſider thoſe Symptoms 
which relate tothe PULs E. By 
the Pulſe I mcan the Motion of the Blood 
againſt the Sides of the ſanguine Artcrics, 
occaſioned by the Contradtions of the lett 
Ventricle of the Heart emptying into the 
Aorta, and propelling one Quantity of 
Blood after another thro' the arterial Veſlels 
into the Veins. 
( 7. This Motion of the Blood, (F 6.) 
and the Senſation produced by it in the Fin- 
ger of the Perſon that examines it, are liable 
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to a great Variety of Alterations, which 
conſtitute Pulſations of very different Deno- 
minations ; the Principal of which I fhall 
take ſome Notice of. But before we en- 
quire into the Nature, and Meaning of mor- 
bid Pulſes, we ſhould form a Notion of 
that which 1s healthy. 

($8. The HEALTHY PULSE is equal, 
as to Time, and Force, and is moderately 
frrong, large, and flow. This ſhews that there 
is a due Quantity of red Blood, and a due 
Influx of Liquid from the Cerebellum to the 
Netves of the Heart, a due Strength in the 
Action of the Heart, and Arteries, an caſy 
Circulation of the Fluids, and that both the 
Secretions and Excretions are ſufficiently 
made. This Symptom therefore ſignifies a 
State of Health : But in Perſons of different 
Conſtitutions, and of different Ages there 
is Difference as to the Strength and Time of 
the Pulſes. 

( 9. I do not pretend to animadvert on 
all the different Kinds of Pulſes that poſſib- 
iy may happen to Perſons under Fevers, but 
ſhall content myſelf with conſidering the 
following moſt frequent, and remarkable 

Sorts 
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Sorts of them, vig. the quick and ſlow; the 
hard, and ſoft ; the ſtrong, and weak ; the 
equal, and unequal ; the intermitting, and 
the Pulſe which in Fevers is like that in 
Time of Health. 

F 10. The Quick PULSE in Fevers, that is, 
a Pulſe quicker than in Time of Health, is 
commonly firſt, occaſion'd by a too flow, 
and difficult Flowing of the Blood thro' 
ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arterics. 
For when the Blood, by the Exceſs of the 
Heat of the Weather, or by violent Exer- 
Ciſe, or by a deficient Comminution or At- 
tenuation of its components Parts, or by 
having Particles in it too bulky for an caſy 
Circulation, or by any other Cauſc, is ſo 
far inſpiſlated, as to flow too flowly thro' 
ſome of the capillary ſanguine Arterics, 
(which therefore are ſaid to be obſtructed) 
it muſt in Conſcquence flow proportionally 
quickcr thro' thoſe capillary Artcrics, which 
will more caſily admit thcBiood's paſting thro 
them : And hereupon the Quantity of Blood 
flowing thro' the Veſſels that are not ob- 
ſtructed, will, in every Minute, be greater 
than in Time of Health; conſequently 
more Blood will paſs thro' the carotid Ar- 
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teries to the Brain; conſequently more ner- 
vous Fluid will be ſecreted by the Brain, 
than in Time of Health ; and therefore 
more frequent Influxes of Liquid may be 
made from the Cerebellum to the Heart. 
By this Means the Dilatations and Contrac- 
tions of the Heart will be rendred more fre- 
quent, the Motion of the Blood will be 
| more quickned ; and the Friction of its Glo- 
l bales, and the Heat of it will be more in- 
| creaſed, and the Feyer heightned. The like 
gl Difficulty in the Circulation of the Blood 
ö may be occaſioned by a Conſtriction of ſome 
of the capillary Veſſels ; and the like Effects 
may follow it. 
| ( 11. Corollary. It appears from what has 
| been obſerved, { 10. that when we meet 
1 with a quick Pulſe, we may conclude, that 
ſome of the capillary Veſlels are obſtructed ; 
8 that is, the Blood can't ſo eaſily paſs thro them 
| as thro'the others, or as it did in time of health. 
} And therefore, 1. That the Blood or ſome 
Parts of it are become viſcid: Or, 2. That 
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0 there are Particles in the Blood 700 bulky 

to pals caſily thro' ſome of the ſmall Ca- 
| nals: But both theſe Cauſes do plainly in- 
j dicate the Neceſſity of Comminution and 


Attenuation ; 
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Attenuation; and that comminuting and 
attenuating Medicines of one Kind or other 
are the proper Remedies. Or, 3. That the 
free Courſe of the Blood is hindred by a 
Conſtriction, or a dry Intemperies of the 
Sides of ſome capillary Veſſels, and a con- 
ſequent Rigidity of their Fibres, occaſioning 
a Reſiſtance, to the Motion of the Blood, 
greater than in Time of Health : But this 
is a Caſe that does not often occur, except 
in ſome ancient Bodies, or in younger Per- 
ſons from Inanition, thro' defficient Supplies 
of Liquid ; or from vaſt Expences of Lymph 
by inſenſible Perſpiration; or by exceſſive 
Sweating ; or by long continued Diarrhæas; 
or by too large Evacuations by Urine, which 
render the Fluids remaining in the Veſlels 
more thick, than they ought to be, and 
which conſequently make the Uſe of atre- 
nuating Medicines neceflary : But when this 
happens to be the Caſe, it may be known 


by the antecedent exceſſive Evacuation; or 


by a Coolneſs and Drineſs of ſome Parts of 
the Body ; becauſe the Diameter, and Ca- 
vity of ſome of the capillary Veſſels being 
leſſened by the Rigidity of their component 
Fibres, a leſs Quantity of Blood paſles thro' 

them, 
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them, and its Motion becomes flower, and 
conſequently the Heat in thoſe Parts of the 
Body becomes leſs than in Time of Health. 
When this is the Caſe, ſuch Methods and 
Medicines muſt be uſed as may increaſe the 
Quantity of the animal Fluids, and relax 
the rigid Fibres, as well as comminute the 
Particles of the Fluids, that circulate thro' 
them. 

( 12. ASLOow PULSE in Fevers, that 
is, a Pulſe not ſo quick as in Time of Health, 
reſults either 1. From a Reſiſtance to the 
protruſive Motion of the Blood, occaſioned 
by an obſtructed Courſe of it thro' the whole 
Syſtem of the capillary ſanguine Arteries, 
as in the Beginning of many Fevers; in 
which Caſe a Phyſician is hardly ever con- 
ſulted : Or elſe 2. From a too great Slow- 
neſs of the Contractions of the Heart oc- 
calioned by the Slowneſs of the Influxcs of 
Liquid from the Cerebellum into the Nerves 


of the Heart, which is a Conſequence of a 


ſlow or deficient Secretion of Liquid in the 
Cerebellum. In which Caſe ſuitable Cor- 
dials are very proper. This Sort of Pulſe 


ſhews, that there is xo Rarefaction of the 


Blood, nor Obſtructions in the capillary 
| Veſlels 
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Veſſels; but yet is an ill Symptom, as it 
diſcovers, that the Quantity of nervous Li- 
quid is hardly ſufficient to enable the ani- 
mal Organs to act with that Vigour which is 
requiſite to the Paticnt's Recovery. 

( 13. The FULL PULSE, that is, the 
Pulſe which is fuller than in Time of Health, 
as it can be occaſioned only by a greater 
Quantity of Blood caſt into the Horta by 
every Syſtole of the left Ventricle of the 
Heart; or by the ſame Quantity ſo rarefied, 
as to take up greater Space, and to diſtend 
the Sides of the Arteries more than they 
are diſtended in Time of Health: ſo it muſt 
ſignify either 1. That the Patient has a ſan- 
guine Plethora; or, 2. That his Blood is 


under ſome Rarefattion. If the Fulneſs 


of the Pulſe proceeds from a ſanguine Ple- 
thora, it may be known by thoſe Signs I 
have noted in my Treatiſe of the Small- 
Pox, Part I. ( 90, 92. in which Caſe Phle- 
botomy may be neccflary. If it proceeds 
from the Narefaction of the Blood, then 
thoſe refrigerating Attenuants, which have 
been found by Expericnce to take off ſuch 
Rarefaction from the Blood, are the needful 
Remedies, 

( 14. The 
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9614. The EMyeTY PULSE, that is, the 


Pulſe which is not ſo full as in Time of 


Health, muſt reſult cither 1. From a Defi- 


ciency in the Quantity of the Blood; its 
being leſs than it ought to be. Or 2. From 
a Deficiency in the inteſtine Motion of it ; 
from one or both of theſe Cauſes it 1s that 
the Sides of the Arteries are not ſo much 
diſtended, as in Time of Health. This 
empty Pulſe, therefore (if I may ſo call it) 
indicates the Uſe of thoſe Things, which 
are proper to augment the Quantity of the 
Blood, and ſtrengthen the Action of the ani- 
mal Organs, and increaſc its inteſtine Mo- 
tion; among which ſuitable Aliment, and 


proper Cordials ought in a ſpecial Manner 
to be recommended. 


( 15. The HARD PULSE, that is, the 
Pulſe which is harder than in a Time of 
Health, reſults either 1. From a Denſity, or 
Thickneſs of the Blood, and from a dry Intem- 
peries of the Membranes, which compoſe the 
Arteries; which therefore being not ſo moiſt, 
and yielding, as they ought to be, do make 


a greater Reſiſtance to the Motion of the 


arterial Blood, than in Time of Health; 
and in Conſequence it is that the Action of 


the 
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the protruded Blood againſt the Sides of the 
Artery produces that Senſation of Hardneſs 
in our Finger, when we feel ſuch a Pulſe, 
and which occaſions us to denominate the 
Pulſe hard: Or 2. From a ſtronger and 


e 
Sides of Me Arterics, occaſioned by rk 
and quicker Contractions of the Heart, and 
Obſtructions in ſome of the capillary ſan- 
guine Arterics: Or elſe 3. From both theſe 
Cauſes conjunctly; and therefore, when we 
meet with a hard and quick Pulſe, we may 
conclude, that the Blood is 700 chic 
viſcid, and that the animal Fibres are com- 
paratively dry and rigid; and that thoſe 
Methods and Medicines are proper and 
needful, which may comminute the Parts 
of the animal Fluids, attenuate the Blood, 
remove the dry Intemperies of the Fibres 
of the Veſſels, and abate the Celerity of the 
Pulſe. | | 
( 16. The Sorr PULSE, that is, the 
Pulſe which is ſofter than in a Time of 
Health, muſt reſult either 1. From a Laxity 
of the Coats of the Arteries, rendering 
them more yielding, that is, more caſily 


diſtractile than in Health. Or 2. From a De- 
ficiency 
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ficiency in the Quantity of red Blood, and 
a too great a Thinneſs of it: Or 3. From a 
Deficiency in the Quantity of nervous Li- 
quid ſent from the Cerebellum to the Heart, 
occaſioned by an inſufficient Secretion of that 
Liquid by the Cerebellum. 1. If this Symp- 
tom proceeds from a Laxity of he Coats 
of the Arteries, (the Fibres which compoſe 
them being too humid, thro Want of ſuf⸗ 
ficient Evacuation of ſuperfluous Lymph) 
it may be known by the Softneſs and Tem- 

neſs, as to Heat, of the external Su- 
Mn, Heer; In which Caſe warm Attenuants, 
which tend to increaſe the Diſcharges by in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration, and by Urine, may afford 
ſufficient Relief. 2. If this Symptom is occa- 
ſioned by a Deficiency in the Quantity of red 
Blood, and a too great Thinneſs of it; and 
from a Deficiency in the Quantity of nervous 
Liquid ſent from the Cerebellum to the Heart, 
it may be known by a ÞFeebleneſs or Lowneſs 
of the Spirits, and a general Weakneſs of 
the Body; and in this Caſe ſuch Aliment 
as is eaſy of Digeſtion, and is like moſt 


ſpeedily to ſupply and repair the deficient 


Quantity of the Blood, ſuch as Mill, Sack- 
Whey, Chicken Broth, Mutton Broth, and 


the 
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the like; and ſuch Medicines as will 
ſtrengthen, or confirm the Texture of the 
Blood, and increaſe the Force of the Heart, 
and Arteries are proper, and may prove ve- 
ry ſerviceable to the Patient. 

91. The STRONG PULSE, that is, 
the Pulſe which is ſtronger than in Time of 
Health, reſults from the ſame Cauſes which 
produce a fuller Pulſe, (vid. ( 13.) or elſe 
from larger and quicker Influxes of neryous 
Liquid into the Muſcles of the Heart; and 
has much the ſame Significations, and re- 
quires much the ſame Methods of Cure, as 
the quick Pulſe, g 10. 

(18. The WREAK PULSE, that is, the 
Pulſe which, in Fevers, is weaker than in 
Time of Health, reſults from inſufficient 
Influxes of nervous Liquid from the Cere- 
bellum to the Heart, and conſequently diſ- 
covers, that the Secretion of that Liquid by 
the Cerebellum is inſufficient to anſwer the 
Wants of the animal Machine; and that 
the Quantity of red Blood is too little, which 
may be occaſioned by diſſolvent Cauſes in 
a great Meaſure deſtroying the component 
Parts of the Blood, and the Texture of thoſe 
Particles which ſhould conſtitute the ner- 

vous 
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yous Liquid. This Symptom therefore ſhews, 
that the Recovery of the Patient is very 
doubtful ; and requires the ſame Regimen, 
and Medicines as the ſoft Pulſe ; (vid. C 16. 
foregoing, and my Book on the Small-Pox, 

Tr. (271, 4d 274.) as alſo thoſe Remedies, 
which may remove the Acrimopy of the 
animal Fluids. | 

{ 19. The PuLsE, which in Fevers is equal 
as to Time, and Force, proceeds from equal 
Influxes of nervous Liquid from the Cere- 
Gellum into the Muſcles of the Heart, and 
from an equal Viſcidity or Fluidity of the 
Blood; (vid. my Treatiſe of the Small- 
Pox, (283, Cc.) and is an hopeful Symp- 
tom, and the Methods of managing the 
Patient muſt be directed by the concomi- 
tant Symptoms. 

( 20. The PULSE, which in Fevers, is 
wnequal as to Force, reſults from uncqual 
Influxes of nervous Liquid from the Cere- 
bellum to the Heart; ſometimes more, and 
ſometimes leſs of that Liquid being ſent 
to the Heart. This Symptom ſeems to be 
occaſioned by an inſufficient Secretion of 
nervous Liquid by the Cerebellum, and the 
Inſufficiency of this Secretion may be the 
Con- 
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Conſequence of a poor Blood, that is, Blood 
too little in Quantity, or whoſe redGlobulcs are 
too few in proportion to the ſerous Parts of it. 
This Symptom therefore directs us to the Uſe 
of ſuch things as fupply the Blood with nutri- 
tious Chyle, caſy to be aſſimilated into Blood, 
and of ſuch Medicines as ſtrengthen the 
Blood, and the ſecreting Organs, and as may 
promote a freer and brisker Courſe of the 
| nervous Fluid in its Canals. 
| | ( 21. The PULSE, which in Fevers is 
wnequal as to Time, ſeems to ariſe from an 
unequal Viſcidity and Fluidity of the Blood, 
; which conſequently runs ſometimes faſter, 
al and ſometimes flower thro' the capillary 
„ Arteries; faſter, while the more fluid 
Parts of the Blood are flowing, and 
flower, while the viſcid Parts of it are paſ- 
ſing thro them. This Symptom plainly in- 
dieates the Uſe of thoſe Attenuants which 
tend to diſſolve the Coheſion of the viſcid Hu- 
mours, and to render the Blood equally Fluid. 
( 22. The PULSE, which in Fevers is | 
intermitting, commonly ariſes from thoſe 
Cauſes, which render the Pulſe unequal as | 
to Time, vis. 1. An unequal Viſcidity and 
Fluidity of the Blood : Or 2. A Deficiency 
C in 
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in the Quantity of red Blood, and of the 
nervous Liquid ſecreted by the Cerebellum, 
when theſe Cauſes exiſt in a greater Degree 
than in the foregoing Caſe, 21. Or 3. 
From polypoſe Concretions of Blood in the 
larger Arterics, which occaſion Interrupti- 
ons of the protruſive Motion of the Blood. 
Or 4. From Convulſions. When an inter- 
mitting Pulſe proceeds from the firſs Cauſe 
mentioned, other Symptoms of an uncqual 
Viſcidizy will diſcover it. When it is the 
Effect of the ſecond Cauſe, other Symptoms 
of a Deficiency in the Quantity of the ſan- 
guine, and nervous Fluid Will make it evi- 
dent. When it ariſes from the 4ſt Cauſe, 
it will be known to do ſo from the mani- 
feſt Convulſion. If there is no Reaſon to 
impute it either to the firſt or ſecond Cauſe 
aſſign d, or to the laſt, we may then con- 
clude it to be the Conſequence of polypoſe 
Concretions of Blood in ſome of the lar- 
ger Arteries. 

( 23. If the intermitting Pulſe proceeds 
from the firſt Cauſe aſlign'd, G 22. then 
thoſe Medicines recommended, ( 14, 15, 
21. are proper. If it reſults from the ſe- 
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cond Cauſe, g 22. then the Things men- 
tioned, G 16, 18. will be ſuitable and need- 
ful. 

( 24. If the intermiming Pulſe is occa- 
fond by polypoſe Ce beretions of the Blood, 
then ſuitable Diſſolvents and Attenuants are 
neceſſary ; and ſuch as Cinnabar, Antimony, 


Gum Quajacum, Millepedes, che. mixed with 


nitraus Ingredients, as Sal Nit. Sal Prume J. 
Cc. will be proper, if the intermitting Pulſe 


happens before the Fever has exhauſted the 


Strength of the Patient; but if Symptoms 
of approaching Death appear, all Remedies 
will be to no Purpoſe. | 

(25. If the intermitting Pulſe reſults 
from Convulſions, the Cauſe of thoſe Con- 
vulſions muſt be found out ; and then thoſe 
Medicines, which remove that Cauſe, will 
in Conſequence rectify this Pulſe. Lid. 
my Treatiſe of the Small-Pox, ( 387, ad 
418. 

926. That PULSE, which in Fevers is 


both quick and weak from the Beginning, 


and thro the Progreſs of them, diſcovers to 
us 1. That there are Obſtructions in the ca- 
pillary Veſſels and Glandules; and conſe- 
quently bulky Particles, or viſcid Humours, 
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that want to be attenuated. This we may 
infer from the &uzckneſs of the Pulſe, vid. 
(10. 2. That the Fever reſults partly from 


diſſolvent Cauſes, and that there is an inſuffi- 


cient Secretion of netous Liquid by the Ce- 
rebellum, or an Opſtruction of its due Influx 
from the Cerebellum into the cart, which we 
rationally infer from the Veatneſ of the 
Pulſe. Vid. G 18. where the curativegIndi- 
cation is likewiſe noted. This Symptom 
ſhews the Fever to be of the complex Kind. 
C27. The PULSE, which in Fevers is 
neither quicker, nor ſtronger than in the 
Time of Health, thro' the Progreſs of them, 
ſhews that there are few, or no Obſtructions 
of the capillary Veſſels, and Glandules ; 
thar is, it ſhews that there is little, or no 
Viſcidity in the Fluids, nor Particles foo bul- 
ky to admit of an eaſy Paſſage of the Fluids 


thro” their ſeveral Canals. For the Exiſtence 


of viſcid Humours, or of Particles too bulky, 
would neceſſarily obſtruct or render the Mo- 
tion of the Fluids ſlower in ſome of the 


capillary Veſſels, and quicker in the lar- 


ger Arterics than in the Time of Health. 
Hence we may infer, that the Cauſes of thoſe 
Fevers, which are attended with this Kind 


of Pullc, are different from thoſe * 
produce

produce inflammatory Fevers. The Conſi- 
deration of this may well lead us to appre- 
hend, when we meet with Fevers attended 
with this Symptom, that they are produced 
by diſſolvent Cauſes, by ſuch Particles (whe- 
ther acrimonious, or corroſrue) as occaſion 
Diiſunion between the component Parts of 
the animal Fluids: And that it is ſo, may 
be often inferd from the Drineſs and 
Blackneſs of the Tongue, uſual in Fevers of 
this Kind; and alſo from another Conſide- 
ration, vig. That in theſe Fevers there do 
frequently happen either Hæmorrhages, or 
purpfe Spots, or ſome ſenſible colliquative 
Evacuations ; or if none of theſe, yet too 
great Diſcharges by inſenſible Perſpiration 
which may be concluded from the ſenſible 
Waſting of the Body under ſuch Fevers, 
altho no ſenſchit colliquative Evacuations 
do happen. 5 

928. Such Medicines therefore 
as promate ther Vnion and Coheſion, that 
naturally is between the component Parts 
of the animal Fluids, and which alter the 
Texture, Figuration, and Quality of acrj- 
monious and corroſive Humours, arc the pro- 


per Remedies in theſe Caſes. E. G. Rad. 
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Tormentillæ, Bolus Armenie, Terra Japo- 
nica, Myrrha, Spiritus Vitrioli, &c. 

( 29. It will perhaps be faid, if in this 
Sort of Fevers, there is no Viſcidity in the 
animal Fluids, nor Particles too bulky to ad- 
mit of an caſy Paſſage of the Fluids thro 
their ſeveral Canals, then attenuating Me- 
dicines will be improper, or at leaſt very 
needleſs. I grant, that attenuating Medi- 
cines in theſe Caſes may be ncedleſs on the 
Account, meerly of diminiſhing the Bulk 
of ſuch morbific Particles; but it will not 
follow hence, that ſuch ATTENUANTS, as 
(by altering their Texture, and Figuration) 
do deſtroy their acrid or corroſive, and diſ- 
uniting Quality, are improper, or necdleſs ; 
ſuch Remedies plainly appearing to be ne- 
ceſſary. In theſe Feyers, the Reaſon why 
the morb fc Particles are not preſently ex- 
creted, docs not ſeem to be an Incapacity 
(by Micans of their Bulk) of paſling off 
thro the excretory Ducts; but their being 
ſo mixed, and entangled with the compo- 
nent Parts of the animal Tivids, by attract. 
ing, or being attracted by them, that they 
cannot calily be diſengaged from them for 


Fxcretion, till they arc comminuted, or 


their 
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their Figuration otherwiſe altered. Theſe 
Obſervations may be ſufficient to convince 
my Reader of the Importance of preſcribing 
attenuating Medicines of one Sort or other, 
in moſt Kinds of Fevers.

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CHAP. II. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the Symp- 
toms, which affect the RERSTIRA“ 
TION of Perſons under Fevers 


and of the curative Indications 
deducible from them. 


{ 30. II. E muſt alſo take Notice of 
t the Patient's BREATHING, 
becauſe the State of it will lead us into the 
Knowledge of divers important Particulars, 
uſeful to guide a Phyſician in preſcribing 
for his Patients; as will be evident from the 
Conſideration of the following Sections. 

931. An eaſy RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
like that in perfect Health, (except in ſome 
putrid Fevers) ſhews, that all the Organs 
ſubſerving this Operation in the animal Oe- 
conomy, are in good Order; that the 
Lungs, Heart, Diaphragm, Pleura, Muſ- 
cles of the Breaſt, Ribs, and Abdomen, 


arc 
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are caſily contracted, and extended, and are 
not much affected by the Diſtemper. It 
likewiſe argues, that the Blood is in a to- 
lerable State of Fluidity, and that there is 
no conſiderable Viſcidity in it, nor Particles 
too bulky to paſs thro the capillary Arte- 
ries; and is a good Symptom, com- 
; monly encouraging a chearful Hope of the 
\ Paticnt's Recovery. But tho'.this Symptom 
is a very favourable one in ardent, and in- 
flammatory Fevers, yet in putrid Fevers, at- 
tended with a great Thirſt, a dry and 
a black Tongue, (burnt as it were) and with 
1 frequent Sighing, and a ſudden and great 
Loſs of Strength, we muſt not build much 
Hope upon it, but rather infer from it, that ye- 
ry acrimonious, or corroſive Particles, mixed 
with the animal Fluids, and diſſolving the 
natural Coheſion of their component Parts, 
were the Cauſe of them : And that the cu- 
rative Indication in ſuch Caſes directs us to 
order ſuch Medicines as may alter the Fi- 
— gure and Texture of the acrid, or corroſive 
: Particles, and hinder their doing further 
Miſchief in the animal Fluids, or on the 
Solids ; and alſo promote their paſſing thro' 


the 


Pg 
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the excretory Veſſels, with the other excre- 
mentitious Humours. Vid. g 27, 28, 29. 

( 32. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is painful, commonly ſhews that there 
is ſome internal Inflammation ; which In- 
flammation diſcovers that there is ſome V;/- 
cidity in the Blood; or Payglcs too bulky 
to paſs eaſily thro all the minute Veſſels : 
And as the Parts pain'd are the Parts in- 
flamed ; ſo we are eaſily led into the Know- 
ledge of the Seat of the Inflammation. Thus 
in pleuritic Fevers we know, by the Scat 
of the Pain, which part of the Pleura is in- 
flamed, whether that on the right, or the 
left Side, &c. or if any other Membranes, 


or any of the Muſcles ſubſerving Reſpira- 


tion, are the Seat of the Pain, we may con- 
clude them to be the Scat of the Inflamma- 
tion. This Symptom ſhews the Life of 
the Patient to be in a great deal of Dan- 
ger; and indicates the Neceſſity of uſing 
diſſolvent and attenuating Medicines. 

( 33. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is large, (that is, when the Quantity 
of Air paſſing into the Lungs in every In- 


ſpiration is larger than in Time of Health) 
proceeds from a greater Expanſion of the 


Lungs, 
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Lungs, and Dilatation of the Air Veſicles in 
them, than in Time of Health ; and in- 
fotms us, that there is a Plenty of Lymph z 
that the Blood is not viſcid, and that the 
Fibres are not rigid; but that the Veſſels 
arc caſily diſtended, and that there is a free 
Courſe of the Fluids thro' them. This 
Symptom is a good one, but rarely happens 

in Fevers. 
$ 34. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is little, (that is, when a 4% Quan- 
tity of Air paſſes into the Lungs, in every 
Inſpitation, than in the Time of Health) 
ſhews either I. That the Veſicles of the 
Lungs are not dilatable as in Time of Health. 
Which Symprom therefore muſt reſult ei- 
ther 1. From a Diſtention of the ſanguine 
Veſlels of the Lungs, by a vilcid Blood, 
that paſſes but ſlowly thro' them: Or 2. 
From a dry Intemperies of the Membranes 
of the Lungs, and of the Fibres of the 
Veſſels, which compoſe the Lungs, hin- 
dering their Expanſion : Or 3. From a viſ- 
cid Phlegm cxcreted from lymphatic Arte- 
ries, and in ſome Meafure filling the Ca- 
vity of the Air-Veſlels ; and thus hindring 
a due Contraction of the Lungs, and the 
Reception 
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Reception of the uſual Quantity of Air in- 
to them. Hence we may infer, that the 
curative Indication, in regard unto this 
Symptom, is to diſſolue, dilute, and atte- 
nuate the Fluids, and relax the Fibres of the 
Veſſels, and thus to promote the wanted 


Excretions : Or II. This Symptom ſhews, 


that there is ſome Tumour, or other Matter 
obſtructing, or in part filling the Cavity of 
the Aſpera Arteria, ſo that but little Air can 
paſs thro it into the Veſicles of the Lungs, 
which may be known by the Abſence of the 
other Symptoms, which diſcover the Blood 
to be too thick, or to have Particles too 
bulky for an eaſy Circulation. When this 
is the Caſe, thoſe Methods and Medicines, 
which are proper to remove ſuch Obſtruc- 
tion, muſt be uſed ; and theſe muſt be cho- 
ſen out of the Tribe of Diſſolvents. 

( 35. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is as /ow as in Time of Health, ſig- 
nifies much the ſame as the large Reſpiration 
noted g 33, and is a good Symptom. 

936. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is gquzck, ariſes from a more frequent 
Contraction and Extenſion of the Lungs, 
and of thoſe Muſcles which ſubſerve Reſpi- 
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ration; which Frequency of their Action is 
occaſioned partly by Obſtructions of the 
Lungs, (when the Air - Veſicles are in part 
filled with lymphatic Humours from the 
Glandules of the Aſpera Arteria, as it of- 
ten happens in Catarrhous Fevers, and all 
Fevers attended with Coughs, and the ſpit- 
ting of viſcid Matter) and partly by the ex- 
ceſſive Heat of the Blood, occaſioning 
quicker Influxes of neryous Liquid into the 
Muſcles of Reſpiration. Therefore to re- 
lieve a Patient under this Symptom, which 
is very threatning, thoſe Diſſolvents muſt be 
adviſed, which may attenuate the animal 
Fluids, render them thinner, and abate the 
febrile Heat. 

937. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is equal, and moderate as to Quick- 
"neſs, is an hopeful Symptom, ſignifying 
both that the Blood, and the Organs of Re- 
ſpiration, are in an hopeful State. 

( 38. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is wnequal, hath a Signification con- 
trary to that of the laſt mentioned Symp- 
tom, g 37. and ſhews an obſtructed Circu- 
lation, from an unequal Viſcidity of the 
Blood, and from uncqual Influxes of ner- 

vous 
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vous Liquid into the Organs of Reſpiration; 
and that the Recovery of the Sick is very 


doubtful, and that the Uſe of ſuitable Diſ- 


ſolvents and Attenuants is very neceſſary. 

919. That RESPIRATION in Fevers, 
which is difficult, and attended with thoſo 
convulſive Motions of the Aſpera Ar- 
Feria, and other Organs of Reſpiration, 
which make the Patient apprehend himſelf 
in Danger of being choaked, is a very ter- 
rible Symptom, as it diſcovers the Lungs 
to be inflamed, and obſtructed, and not ca- 
pable of due, and regular Contractions and 
Extenſions ; and that the Blood is ſo ex- 
cecding viſcid, as to be uncapable of paſ- 
ſing freely thro the capillary Veſſels. When 
this Symptom occurrs, Death is commonly 
very near; but a ſuffocative Reſpiration in 
hyſteric, hypochonareac, and aſthmatic Peo- 
ple, from a /pa/modic Cauſe, is not ſo threat- 
ning. Refrigerating Diflolvents are gene- 
rally the proper Remedies in theſe Caſes. 


CHAP. 
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CH A P. III. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the Symp- 
toms, which affect the TonGut 


of Perſons under Fevers; and of 
the curative Indications deducible 


from them. 


$40. III. M Am in the next Place to conſider 

the moſt uſual Symptoms of the 
Tongue. Here I muſt obſerve, that a 
moiſt and clean Tongue ſhews, that there is 
a due Thinneſs in the Blood, a Plenty of 
Lymph, and ſufficient Supplies of it to the 
Veſſels of the Tongue: Conſequently, that 
the Fever doth not proceed from a Viſcidity 
of the Fluids, and that the febrile Heat is 
moderate, and that the Fever muſt ariſe 
either 1. From diſſolvent Cauſes, or 2. From 
a Diminution of the Diſcharges by in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration, and a Return of ex- 
crementitious Humours into the Blood, 
which ſhould have paſled off thro' the per- 
ſpiratory Ducts ; and indicates, that the Uſe 


of 
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of ſuch Medicines as may recover the in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration to its healthful Stand- 
ard without inſpiſſating the Fluids, is very 
(41. A ToNGvUE that looks white in 
Fevers, ſhews that the Extremetics of the 
capillary Veſſels in the exterior Super ficies 
of it, are in a great Meaſure empty of their 
proper Fluids; and conſequently that there 
are not ſufficient Supplies ſent to them; 
which ſcems to be occaſioned, either by a 
Viſcidity of the Blood, and Lymph render- 
ing the animal Fluids uncapable of paſling 
to the Ends of the capillary Veſſels in its 
exterior Super ficies; or from extreme Heat 
of the febrile Blood, evaporating the thin- 
ner Parts of the animal Fluids thro' the per- 
ſpiratory Vents, and rendering the Remain- 
der ſtill more thick, and more uncapable 
of being communicated to the Endings of 
the capillary Veſſels in the Superficzes of the 
Tongue : From which State of Things we 
may conclude, that the curative Indication 
obliges us to uſe ſuitable Artenuants for the 
Recovery of ſuch Patients. 
(42. The TonGUs, which in Fevers 


looks as if it was covered with a whzite 


Down, 


| 
” 


| 
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Down, or Furr, reſults from the ſame 
Cauſe which produced the laſt mentioned 
Symptom, 5 41. when it cxifts in a greater 
Degree. That white Furr, or Down being 
only a Multitude of fine emiſſary Tubuli for 
conveying, in Time of Health, their proper 
Liquid into the Mouth, which are now 
more empty than before, from the Cauſes 
alrcady aſſigned. The Signification and cu- 
rative Indication are the fame as in ( 41. 
(43. The ToNGUE, which is dry in 
Fevers, evidently becomes ſo for Want of 
due Supplies of Fluid thro the Veſſels of 
it, and diſcovers to us a great Viſcidity in 
the animal Fluids, if not an Exceſs alſo of 
the febrile Heat; and therefore is an ill 
Symptom; and ſhews, that the curative 
Indication leads us to adviſe attenuating, 
and refrigerating Medicines for the Cure 
of ſuch Patients. : 
(44. The TONGUE, which is dry and 
black in Fevers, diſcovers to us, that there 
is an acrid Quality in the Fluids, and alſo 
a Viſcidity in them, which hinders their 
flowing to the Ends of the capillary Veſſels 
in the exterior Superſicies: And hence it is 
that the Fleſh of Perſons, under ſuch Fe- 
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vers, feels very dry. In thoſe extreme Parts 


of the Veſlels, which appear black, there 


has been a Stagnation of their contained 
Fluids, and a Mortification of the Veſſels 
ſo far as they appear black; and that they 
become dry proceeds partly from the Heat 
of the ſubterjacent Parts, and partly from 
the Air that paſſes over them in Reſpiration, 


cauſing the humid Particles to evaporate. 


This is often a very threatning Symptom, 
and indicates, that ſuch Medicines as tend 
to attenuate and render the Fluids thinner, 


and to alter the acrid Quality, that may 


be in the Blood, are needful for recovering 
a Paticnt that is under it. 

( 45. The TonGvuer, which in Fevers 
appears not only black, and dry, but alſo 
chapt, like the Earth in the Midſt of an hot 
Summer, diſcovers to us an acrid, or cor- 
roſrue Quality in the Fluids, attended with 


Viſcidity, and extreme Heat, and ſignifies 


that the Life of the Patient is in great Dan- 
ger; and that Attenuants, which not only 
promote the Comminution of the Particles 
of the animal Fluids, but alſo the deſtroy- 
ing any acrid, or e ve Quality in them 


are 
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are very neceſſary. This Symptom often 
occurs in complex Fevers. 

( 46. That Tox uk, which, in the Pro- 
greſs of a Fever, appears moiſt, and to have 
Aphthe, that is, ſmall white Ulcers, ſhews 
that there is a ſufficient Quantity of Lymph, 
and no greater Viſcidity in the Fluids, but 
that there is ſo great an Acrimony, or Cor- 
roſiveneſs in them, as puts the Life of the 
Patient into extreme Danger; and indicates, 
that ſuch Attenuants as will alter the Figure 
and Texture of acrid, and corroſive Particles 
are exceeding needful. There is Reaſon to 
think, that in Fevers attended with this 
Symptom, Ulcerations, like thoſe which ap- 
pear in the Mouth, would be found on the 
Membranes of the Oeſophagus, Stomach, 


and Inteſtines, and other Parts of the inter- 


nal Swperficies, if the Bodies of Perſons dy- : 
ing of ſuch Fevers were opencd after Death. 
( 47. That ToncvE, which in Fevers hath 
the Aphthe with but very little Moiſture, 
ſhews that there is a Viſcidity, as well as A- 
crimony in the animal Fluids, and that the 
Recovery of the Patient is very little to be 
expected; and that Medicines a/rering and 

attenuating, are exceedingly wanted. 
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CHAPTER IV. 
Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the Symp- 
toms of PaiN in Perſons under 


Fevers, and of the curative Indi- 
cations deducible from them. 


948. IV. YT may be of conſiderable Uſe 


to us, if wc have right Ideas 


of thoſe different PAIN s our Patients un- 
der different Fevers complain of as to their 


Cauſe, Significations, and thoſe Methods of 
Cure we ſhould deduce from them. 
( 49. PAIN in the general is produced 


by whatever ſtretches a Nerve beyond a cer- 


tain Degrec ; that is, a Degree beyond its 
natural, and caſy Tenſion: And that we 
may form juſt Notions of Pains from inter- 
nal Cauſes, we muſt remember, that the 
outmoſt Coat of the Arteries is thin and 
nervous ; and that every Muſcle and Mcm- 


brane hath numberleſs Ramifications of 


Nerves, and that every contractile and di- 
ſtractile 


VC 
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ſtractile Part of the Solids that hath Nerves 
in its Contexture, is capable of ſuffering 
Pain, as the Nerves of it are liable by many 
incidental Cauſes to be ſtretched far beyond 

their natural and caſy Tenſions. 
F 50. The common internal Cauſes of 
PAIN may be reduced to theſe Heads, viz. 
1. Thoſe Things, which diſtend the ſan- 
guine Arteries ſo far as to ſtretch their ner- 
vous Fibres much beyond their natural Ten- 
ſions. This ſeems to be the Cauſe of Pains 
in the Perioſteum of the Vertebræ of the 
Back under the Small-Pox, and of Parns 
in the Perioſteum of the Bones of the Arms, 
Thighs, and Legs, in the Beginning of many 
Fevers; and in the Perioſteum near the Joints 
in Rheumatic Fevers. The Paſſage of the Flu- 
ids, from its Viſcidity, or from Particles 700 
bulky, is exceeding difficult thro' the minute 
Veſſels, which compoſe that Membrane; 
and the Fluids, in paſling along, do ſo much 
diſtend their containing Veſſels, as to ſtretch 
the Nerves beyond their natural and eaſy 
Tenſion 3 whence the Senſe of Pain en- 
ſucs; and this is the Caſe likewiſe, when 
the ſanguine Arteries are ſo obſtructed as to 
force Blood into ſome lymphatic Veſſels, 
and to form there an inflammatory Tumour. 
9 3 2. Thoſe 
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2. Thoſe Things, which corrode the 
Nerves ; for the corroding Particles in their 
Action ſtretch ſome Part of the nervous Fi- 
bre vaſtly beyond its natural eaſy Tenſion, 
before they divide it, and ſo do occaſion 
Pain. This happens in fome Ulcers at- 
tended with a very acrid or corroffve Hu- 
mour; and alſo in other Caſes. From this 
Cauſe likewiſe do ſeem to ariſe divers Pams, 
that we call gnawing and biting. 

3. Thoſe Influxes of nervous Liquid 
into any Muſcle, which ſo violently con- 
tract it, as to ſtretch any Nerve beyond 
its caſy Tenſion, do cauſe Pain. This is 
the Caſe in all thoſe violent Contractions, 
(which we call Cramps) attended with ex- 
treme Pazn ; and indeed ſometimes the an- 
tagoniſt Muſcles, by this Means, may be ſo 
far relaxcd, and extended, as to ſuffer Pans. 
Theſe, by way of Diſtinction from the for- 
mer Sots, may be called ſpaſinodic, or ner- 
vous Pains. 

F 51. Other Cauſes of Pains might be 
mentioned, but theſe animadverted on, are 
the moſt frequent, and what Phyſicians have 
to conſider of in Patients under febrile Diſ- 
caſes, It muſt be remembred, that the more 


violently 
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violently any Nerve is ſtretched beyond its 
natural and eaſy Tenſions, the more violent 
is the Pain. 

( 52. I come now to conſider the A iffe- 
rent Pains, and what they fignify, and in. 
dicate, which may help us better to appre- 
hend what we ought to do for the Cure of 
thoſe Patients that complain of them. 

(53. Pains lancing, cutting, and grind- 
ing; that is, Pains (like thoſe which we 
ſhould feel, if any Part was lanced, and cut, 
or grinded) do moſt uſually happen in the 
Perioſteum; and if they are extreme, and do 
frequently return with but ſhort Intervals 
of Eaſe, as ſometimes in the febrile State 
of the Small-Pox, they ſignify that the ca- 
pillary Veſſels of the Perioſteum are exceed- 
ingly diſtended, the Nerves moſt violently 
ſtretched; and that there is great Viſcidity, 
or great Acrimony, or both, in the Fluids; 
and that the Quantity of the febrific Matter 
is very great; that the Texture of the Blood 


is broken, and that Hæmorrhages or Extra- 


vaſations of Blood are to be expected; and 
thus they indicate the Propriety of abſorbent 
and acid Medicines; e. g. Bolus Armeniæ, 
Terra Japon. Rad. Tormen. Sp. Vitrioli, Sal 
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Nitri, cc. Theſe Obſervations are confirm'd 
by many Facts, which occur to the Notice 
of cvery Phyſician, that has much to do 
with variolous Patients. 

C 54. Pains acute, as they proceed 
from a violent ſtretching of the Nerves be- 
yond their natural and caſy Tenſions, ſo 
they diſcover to us, that there is cither 1. A 
great Viſcidity in the animal Fluids; or 2. 
an Abundance of Particles too bulky to paſs 
thro' the Veſſels without greatly diſtending 
them; or 3. That there is a corroding Qua- 
lity in the Fluids; becauſe theſe Sorts of Pains 
cannot ariſe from any other internal Cauſes. 


The two firſt Cauſes plainly direct us to the 


Uſe of ſuitable Comminuents, and Attenu- 
ants; and the laſt obliges us to preſcribe 
ſuch Remedies as will alter the Texture of 
the corroding Particles ; which only can be 
done by breaking off their corroding Points, 
(which Sort of Remedics therefore muſt in 
Reaſon be reckoned among Comminuents) 
or elſe by adding ſuch Particles to the corro- 
ding Points as blunts them, and hinders 
their Effects. 


( «5. Pains heavy, (that is, Pains, 


which are not ſharp, but moderate and at- 
tended 
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tended with a Senſe of Weight, or Heavi- 
neſs in the Part, which is the Seat of them) 
ſeem to ariſe, either 1. From a ſlow and ob- 
ſtructed Circulation of the Fluids thro the 
Veſſels, (affected with this Symptom) di- 
ſtending their Sides beyond their natural 
Standard, tho not to that Degree, which 
produces acute Pains : In which Caſe, the 
Cauſes and curative Indications, are the 
fame with thoſe mentioned in the laſt fore- 
going Symptom, only here they exiſt in a 
lower Degree; or 2. From the Preſſure of 
ſome adjacent Tumour ; and then the Cure 
conſiſts in removing that Tumour; or 3. 
From a Relaxation of the Coats of the 
Veſſels affected, which reſults from too great 
_ Humidity, or Deficiency in the Excretion of 
lymphatic Humours ; and when this is the 
Caſe, thoſe Arrenuants, which promote the 
Excretion of ſuch ſuperfluous Humours by in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration, or by Urine, arc indica- 
ted; the beſt of which in many caſes are thoſe, 
which augment the inſenſible Perſpiration. 
( 56. Pains biting and gnawing, (that 
is, Pains which produce ſuch an nneaſy Sen- 
ſation, as the Patient apprchends he ſhould 
have, if the Part affected was bit, or gnawed 


by 
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by the Tecth of any Animal) ſcem to be 
cauſed by corroding Particles in the Fluids, 
acting on the Nerves affected, in their flow 
Paſſage thro' obſtructed Veſſels. For if the 
Cauſe of the Pain was only a Viſcidity of 
the Fluids, or Particles meerly 700 bulky, 
(and not corrodeng) violently ſtretching the 
Nerves, the Pains then would be very acute, 
but have nothing fit to be deſcribed by the 
Words Biting, or Gnawing; and if the 
Veſſels of the Parts affected were not ob- 
ſtructed, the Pains would be excecding 
tranſient, if producible by corroding Par- 
ticles gliding along with the circulating Flu- 
ids; and therefore as there is Reaſon to think, 
that in Perſons under this Symptom, there 
are not only acrid Particles, but Obſtructions 
of the capillary Veſſels, from a Viſcidity of 
the animal Fluids, or their having Particles 
too bulky for an caſy Circulation, there 
is Reaſon alſo to conclude, that the Uſe of 
attenuating Mcdicines are needful to be 
mixed with ſuitable Abſorbents, or Altera- 
tives. 

C57. PArxs ffiching, (that is, Pains 
which attend violent Contractions of the 
Parts affected, making a Senſation, as if 
they were violently drawn together with 
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a Thread) ſeem to be produced by too 
great a Quantity of nervous Liquid ſent 
into the Nerves pained, and remaining in 
them; and violently contracting the Muſ- 
cle in which thoſe Nerves are ſeated ; and 


ſome times perhaps ſo far occaſioning an 


Extenſion of the antagoniſt Muſcle, as like. 
wiſe to excite Pain in it. The Cure of this 
Symptom conſiſts in the Uſe of ſuch inter- 
nal, and external Remedies as may diſcuſs 
the overplus Quantity of nervous Liquid 
from the Nerves affected; which is done 
externally, (if the Pains are in any external 
Parts) by rubbing the Part affected with Ol. 
Succini, Sp. Vini, and ſuch like; and inter- 
nally by Sp. C. C. per ſe, vel Sp. Sal. Vol. 
Oleoſ. Sp. Lavendul. and ſuch like in Sack- 
Whey, or any other proper Vehicle. But 
this is an ill Symptom, when it happens in Fe- 
vers; and then it has much the ſame Cauſes, 
Significations, and requires the ſame Methods 
of cure as convulſive Symptoms: which ſee in 
my Treatiſe of the Small Pox, C382, ad 418. 

(58. PAINS pricking, (that is, Pains 
which produce Senſations like thoſe we 
ſhould have, if prickt with Pins, or Ncedlcs) 
ſcem to be cauſed by ſaline or acrid pun- 
gent 
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gent Particles ſtriking againſt the Extreme- 
ties of the nervous Tubuli in the Cutis, as 
they are paſſing out of the perſpiratory 
Ducts for Excretion. When this Symptom 
happens in the external Super ſicies of the 
Body, under Fevers, it diſcovers to us, that 
the Blood abounds with ſaline or acrid 
Particles, and that there is a Comminution 
of them in ſome Meaſure, tho' not ſuffici- 
cnt to render the Excretion of them (from 
the Extremeties of the perſpiratory Ducts 
thro the Pores of the Epidermis) inſenſible. 


And hence we may juſtly infer, that the 


curative Indication obliges us to give ſuch 


Things as may attenuate the Fluids, and al- 
ter the Texture of thoſe Particles, which 


produced the Senſation above-mentioned. 

( 59. Pains ſtinging, (that is, Pains 
which are like thoſe we feel when 

with Nettles) ſeem to reſult from the five 
Cauſe which produces the laſt foregoing 
Symptom, when that Cauſe exiſts in a 


ſomewhat lower Degrec, and has proporti- 


* 


onally the ſame Signification, and curative 


Indication. 
( 60. PAlxs moving, (that is, Pains 
which ſhift from one Place to anothcr, be- 


ing 
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ing ſometimes in the Arms, at other times 
in the Back, or in the Legs, &c.) ſeem to 
be occaſioned by an unequal Viſcidity of 
the Fluids, or by ſome Particles much Zoo 
bulky for an eaſy Circulation; and which, 
when they, or the viſcid Humours, happen 
(in the Courſe of their Circulation) to be 
thruſt into ſome capillary Veſſels, do ſo di- 
ſtend the Sides of them, as to ſtretch the 
adjacent Nerves, far beyond their natural 
Tenſions, and ſo cxcite this Sort of Pain; 
ſometimes here, ſometimes there, as they 
happen to be thruſt into Veſſels too ſmall 
to admit their caſy paſſing thro' them : Bur 
this Symptom diſcovers to us, that ſuch 
Particles do not very much abound in the 
animal Fluids, if the Pains be not frequent, 
and do not affect many Parts of the Body 
at the ſame time; yet they indicate the Uſe 

of ſuitable Comminuants, and Attenuants. 
( 61. Pains fixed, (that is, Pains which 
remain many Hours, or Days in the ſame 
Parts of the Body) proceed from a conti— 
nued Obſtruction of the Veſſels in the Parr 
affected; by Mcans of which, they remain 
too much diſtended; that is, it continucs 
difficult for the Fluids to paſs thro them, 
by 
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by Reaſon either 1. Of a continued Vici. 
dity of the Fluids; or 2. Of a continued 
Exiſtence of too bulky Particles in them; 
which Cauſes do indicate, that the Uſe of 
ſuitable Diſſolvents to deſtroy the Union of 
the viſcid Humours, or to comminute the 
the Particles that are too bulky, is neceſſary. 
Or 3. By Reaſon of too great a Thickneſs 
of the Coats of the Veſſels leſſening the 
Diameter of their Cavity, which may be 
occaſioned by too great Humidity ; the Rea- 
ſon of which may be, that the Lymphedut?s, 
which help to compoſe the Membranes of 
the Veſſels affected, are too full of Fluid. In 
this Caſe, thoſe Medicines which may aug- 
ment the Diſcharges by inſenſible Perſpira- 
tion, and leſſen the Quantity of the Lymph, 
and render the fibrous Tubuli of the Coats 
of the Veſſels leſs humid, or in other Words, 
more tenſe, are proper and needful. 

( 62. Pains pulſative, or throbbing, 
(that is, Pains attended with a Sort of beat- 
ing Motion) ariſe partly from a greater Ob- 
ſtruction in the capillary ſanguine Arteries, 
and in the lymphatic Artcries of the Part 
affeted, than was in the foregoing Symp- 
tom; and partly from every Appulſe of 
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Blood to thoſe Parts of the Veſſels which 
are obſtructed; occaſioned by the Con- 
trations of the left Ventricle of the Heart; 
and partly from a putrefactive Motion in 
ſtagnant Humours: For theſe Pains ſeldom 
happen, but when there is ſome inflamma- 
tory Tumour, as a Phlegmon, Bubo, Cc. 
and then it is a Symptom diſcovering to us, 
that the Tumour is ſuppurating, and that 
attenuating Medicines are very proper. 

( 63. Irchixes, being uneaſy Senſati- 
ons, ariſing from the ſame Cauſes, which 
produced thoſe Pains noted g 58, 59. (tho 
in this Caſe thoſe. Cauſes are in a much 
lower DES I reckon in the Claſs of 
Pains, and muſt obſerve, that their Signifi- 
cation, and curative Indication may be de- 
duced without any Difficulty from what has 
been obſerved in thoſe Sections. 

( 64. PAINS perzodical, (that is, Pains 
which go away, and return at a certain 
Period of Time, as evcry Aftcrnoon, or 
every Morning, or every other Day) is a 
Symptom of an intermitting Fever; the 
Paroxyims of which affect the Patient at the 
J imes in which he complains of theſe Pains, 
tho therc are not the ſcuſible febrile Sy p- 
toms 
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toms of Heat, and Thirſf. This I have 
obſerved in ſome Perſons under my Care, 
who have recovered from this Symptom by 
thoſe Medicines, which take off intermit- 
ting Fevers. This Symptom doth not at- 
tend all Intermittents, but only thoſe which 
have ſuch a Viſcidity, or ſuch bulky Par- 
ticles, as render the Circulation of the 
Blood difficult to a certain Degree, in one 
or other Part of the Body; and occaſion 
ſuch a Diſtenſion of the Arterics, as ſtretch 
the Nerves to a painful Senſation. In this 
Sort of Fevers, as the Paroxyſms wear off, 
ſo the Pains do abate; becauſe the febrile 
Matter being comminuted, in a great 
Meaſure critically paſs off, cither by Urine, 
or Sweat, or inſenſible Perſpiration; and 
when the Relicks of the febrile Matter has 
again aſſimilated Particles of the animal 
Fluids ſufficient to conſtitute a febrile Pa- 
roxy ſm of the like Kind, the Pains return 
as the Fever doth again come on. And 
theſe Pains, as well as moſt of thoſe before- 
mentioned, do require the Uſe of diſſolving 


and attcnuating Remedies. 


F 65. It 
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(65. It muſt be obſerved, that the ſe- 
veral Sorts of Pain animadverted on, do 
admit of a great Variety of different De- 
grees ; and are more, or leſs, as the Cau- 
ſes productive of them are ſtronger, or 
weaker. 1 
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Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the different 
Symptoms of the Uxine of Per- 
ſons under Fevers; and of the 
curative Indications deducible 


from them. 
966. V. 3 E different Appearances, 

which happen in the URINESGö 
of Perſons under Fevers, make the next 
Claſs of Symptoms to be conſidered; and 
in Order to form right Notions of them, 
and to deduce the true curative Indications, 
which ſhould guide our Conduct, it will be 
proper to take ſome Notice of thoſe Parti- 
culars, which may in ſome Meaſure lead us 
into the Knowledge of the conſtituent Parts 
of Urine. 

967. I ſhall therefore obſerve a few 
Things, big. 1. That the Blood by the new 
Chyle is continually ſupplicd with ſaline, 
pinguedinous, oleagenous, and earthy Par- 
ticles ; and with many other Sorts of Par- 

ticlcs, 
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ticles, whoſe Quality we know not. 2. That 
conſiderable Quantitics of a watcry Fluid 
(which is a great Part of the new Chyle) 
are daily convey'd into the Blood. 3.That 
Particles of the Solids; that is, of the ſan- 
guine, and lymphatic Veſſels, c. are daily 
rubbed or waſhed off by, and mixed with 
the Current of thoſe Fluids, which are con- 
tinually paſſing thro' them. 4. That many 
natural Particles of the animal Fluids are 
daily decaying ; that is, declining from that 
Figuration, and Coheſion, which arc ne- 
ceſſary for the Uſes of Life, and thus be- 
come ſuperfluous. 

6s. From theſe Particulars, ( 67. it ap- 
pears, that the Urines of Perſons may con- 
fiſt of ſaline, pinguedinous, oleagenous, ter- 
rene, and many other Sorts of ſuperſluous, 
and excrementitious Particles mixed with a 
watery Fluid, ſeparated from the Blood by 
the excretory Tubuli of the Kidnies; which 
different Sorts of Particles give thoſe diffe- 
rent Colours, and other Appcarances, which 
arc obſerved in the Urines of People. 

( 69. The URINE of Perſons in Health, 
that live temperately, is clear, and of an 


amber, or citrine Colour, or of the Colour 
E 2 of 
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of Canary. Ii ine; ſometimes having a Cloud 
hanging in it, and extending almoſt from 
the Top to the Bottom of it; and in our 
Climate amounting, in the Space of twenty- 
four Hours, at leaſt, to half the Quantity of 
the Aliment taken into the Stomach in the 
ſame Space of Time. I aſſign at leaſt half the 
Quantity of what is taken into the Stomach, 
as the common Proportion of this Evacua- 
tion in Time of Health; becauſe Dr. Keil, 
by ſtatical Experiments found it to be ſo in 
our Country ; whoſe Computation there- 
fore ſhould be allowed as the trucſt Deſcrip- 
tion of the Quantitics of the animal Excre- 
tions from the Bodies of our Countrymen : 
And that the Account, I have given of the 
Colour, and Quality of the Urine of Perſons 
in Health, is true, will be manifeſt to thoſe 
that ſhall frequently obſerve the Urines, 
which are made in Time of Health. 

( 70. From what has been noted, we may 
eaſily underſtand how VARIATITIONS from 
the healthy Standard may happen in the 
Urincs of People, particularly, 

1. That if any Cauſe hinders the excre- 
ting of ſalzne, terrene, and other ſuperflu- 


ous and excrementitious Particles thro' the 
Kidnics, 
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Kidnies, the Ur;ne muſt be thin, and co- 
lourleſs, and void both of Smell and Taſte, 
and fair like common Water. 

2. That if ſaline, terrene, and other ſi- 
perfiuous and excrementitious Particles arc 
exccrned by the Kidnies in a greater Quan- 
tity, than in Time of Health, the URINE 
muſt be proportionally more coloured. 

3. That if, by any violent Attrition, the 
red Globules of the Blood ſhould be bro- 
ken, and come off with the Urine, they 
muſt give a Colour to it according to the 
Size of the Parts of the comminuted Glo- 
bules, and in Proportion to that Quantity 
of them, which is excreted with the U- 
rine. 

971. Corollary 1. Therefore as the red 
Globules, when but a little broken, looſe 
but little of their natural Colour; ſo if 
thro' a Laxity of the excretory Tubuli of the 
Kidnies, the comminuted Globules pals thro 
them; or if, by Means of a corroding Qua- 
lity of the Blood, the Coats of the capil- 
lary ſanguine Veſſels are eaten thro, and 
the Globules fall into the Pel vis of the Kid- 
nies, and thro' the Ureters into the Bladder, 
they may make what we call a Bloody U- 
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rine; which in Appearance looks more or 
leſs black, according as the Quantity of the 


excteted Globules is more or leſs. 


Corollary 2. As the Globules of Blood, 
if they are more broken, become /eſs dark, 
and more red; ſo when ſuch come off from 
the Kidnies with the Urine, they render it 
high colour'd, in Proportion to the Quan- 
tity of this Sort of Particles mixed with 
it, 

Corollary 3. If the red Globules are yet 
more broken, they may become of an O- 
range Colour, and accordingly vary the Co- 
lour of the Urine; and a much greater Va- 
ricty of Colours, than theſe I have menti- 
oned, may be produced in Urines, accord- 
ing to the greater Variety of Degrees of 
Comminution, which the red Globules are 
capable of; and the greater Variety of the 
Quantities of ſuch comminuted Globules, 
which may happen to be excreted with the 
Urine, 
$72. 4. That if Particles of Bile hap- 
pen to be mixed with the Blood, in a greater 
Quantity than in Time of Health, and cx- 
creted with the Urine, they make it to appear 
as if it was tinctured with Jafjron, more or 


leſs, 
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leſs, according as the Quantity of this Sort 
of Particles excreted with the Urine is more, 
or leſs. This I call a bilious Urine, which 
commonly reſults from Obſtructions of the 
Liver, preventing the Secretion of the Bile 
from the Blood ; and conſequently the natu- 
ral Courſe of it into the Duodenum. 

( 73. I ſhall now proceed to conſider the 
principal Sorts of FEBRILE URINEs as to 
their Cauſes, Significations, and thoſe cu- 
rative Indications to which they lead our 
Thoughts. 

6 74. That Urine in Fevers, which ex- 
cecds its natural Proportion, or is more in 
Quantity (in Proportion to the Liquids ta- 
ken in) than in Time of Health, ſhews ei- 
ther that there is a Laxity of the excretory 
Tubul; of the Kidnies, or a Diminution of 
the Diſcharges by inſenſible Perſpiration, or 
that there is not a due Mixture of the ſc- 
rous with the globular Parts of the Blood. 
The curative Indication thereforc requires 
the Uſc of thoſe Medicines, which ſtreng- 
then the Solids, and attenuate the Blood; 
and thus promote a due Mixture of the 
conſtituent Parts of the animal Fluids, and 
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prevent that Thickneſs of them, and thoſe 
Obſtructions and that Acrimony, which 
naturally follow the Exceſs of this Evacua- 
tion. 

( 75. That Urine, which in Fevers is 


leſs in Quantity, (in Proportion to the Quan- 
tity of Liquids drank) than in Time of 


Health, ſhews either 1. That the renal ex- 


cretory Tubuli are obſtructed by viſcid Hu- 
mours; or 2. That they are under a ſpaſ- 
modic Contraction; or 3. That the Dil- 
charge by inſenſible Perſpiration is pro- 
portionally increaſed beyond its natural 
Standard ; or 4. That the Patient has had 
Evacuations by Sweating, or Spitting; for 


this Symptom commonly reſults from one, 


or other of theſe Cauſes. If it reſults from 
the firſs Cauſe aſſign d, it foreſhews, that 


there will be too great an Increaſe of the 


Quantity of Fluids in the Body, for Want 
of this Evacuation, and that the Effects 
naturally conſequent to ſuch an Increaſe 
of the Fluids are to be feared. In this 
Caſe the Uſe of Diuretics, mixed with 
ſuch Diſſolvents as may deſtroy the Vi 
cidity of the Humours, is indicated. If it 
be occalioned by the ſecond Cauſe, it may 
often be known to be ſo, by ſome viſible 
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Symptoms of other nervous Diſorders af- 
flicting the Patient; and in this Caſe ner- 
vous Medicines mixed with Diuretics, are 
the proper Remedies. If this Symptom is 
the Effect of the third Cauſe, ſuitable ſimple 
Diuretics may be ſufficient to remove it: 
And if it be the Conſequence of the 1ſt 
Cauſe aſſign d, the Uſe of diuretic Attenu- 
ants will be very proper. 

( 76. PaLE URine is that which is leſs 
coloured than in the Time of Health ; and 
the Paleneſs of Urine admits of a great Va- 
riety of Degrees, till it comes to look like 
pure Water. Here let me obſerve, that the 
Urine in Fevers, which is thin and pale, 
looking like fair Water, and is without Co- 
lour, Taſte, or Smell, ſignifies that the ſa- 
line, terrene, febrific, and other ſuperfluous 
and excrementitious Particles, which ſhould 
come away thro' the Kidnies, do remain in 
the Blood. The Cauſe of which ſeems to 
be either 1. Such a ſpaſmodic Conſtriction 
of the excretory renal Tubuli as leſſens the 
Diameter of their Cavities to that Degree, 
that only the aqueous Particles of the Blood 
can paſs thro' them. When this is the Caſe, 
there are other Symptoms, which diſcover 
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a Diſtemperature of the Nerves; and then 
we may reaſonably apprehend, that there 
may be at the ſame Time a Conſtriction of 
other excretory Veſſels. In this Caſe thoſe 
Remedies muſt be adviſed, which may re- 
move the Diſorders of the Nerves, and the 
Conſtriction of the excretory Tubuli. Or 2. 
The Cauſe of this Symptom may be a too 
great Thickneſs of the Blood, and ſuch an 
unuſual Blending, and Cohering of the ſa- 
line, oleagenous, terrene, and other Par- 
ticles witk the red Globules, or with one 
another, that they cannot enter the excre- 
tory Ducts of the Kidnies, tho they are ca- 
pable of paſſing thro the Extremities of the 
capillary ſanguine Arteries into the capillary 
ſanguine Veins, whoſe Orifices are larger 
than thoſe of the excretory Tubuli of the 
Kidnies. When this is the Caſe, it may be 
known by other concomitant Symptoms 
diſcovering ſuch a State of the Blood; and 
then the curative Indication obliges us to 
preſcribe thoſe Diſſolvents, and Attenuants, 
which may render the Blood duly thin, and 
promote the wanted Excretion. Or 3. The 
pale Urine may be occaſioned partly by a 
Conſtriction of the excretory renal Tubuli, 


and 
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and partly by the Spiſſitude of the Blood: 
For the Thickneſs of the Blood may diſtend 
the capillary ſanguine Arteries; and their 
Diſtention may produce a Compreſſion, or 
Conſtriction of the adjacent excretory Veſ- 
ſels, as well as a ſpaſmodic Cauſe. 

6 77. Corollary. Therefore, when in Per- 
ſons under Fevers, we meet with a pale U- 
rine, we may conclude 1. That there is a 
ſpaſmodic Conſtriction of the Veſſels ; if 
other Symptoms, that the Nerves are diſ- 
caſed, do appear; and there are no Symp- 
toms that the Blood is viſcid, or too thick. 
This ſeems to be the Caſe, when this U- 
rine happens in Perſons under putrid Fe- 
vers, and whoſe Blood abounds with acrid, 
ſtimulating Particles. 2. That there is too 
great a Thickneſs or Viſcidity of the Blood, 
if there are no other Symptoms that the 
Nerves are conſtricted. This ſeems often 
to be the Caſe, when a pale Urine occurs 
in Fevers reſulting from inſpiſſating Cauſes, 
as do all ardent, and inflammatory Fevers. 

( 78. Let me further obſerve, that as vi- 
olent Pains of the Head, Inflammations of 
the Brain, Deliria, Phrenzies, &. do com- 
monly follow ſuch an Urine in Fevers reſult- 
ing from inſpiſſating Cauſes (unleſs prevent- 


ed 
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ed by proper Remedies) ſo we are induced 
to think that the forementioned Particles, 


F68. (not excreted from, but remaining in 


the Blood) may render the Circulation of it 
flow, and difficult thro the capillary Veſ- 
ſels of the Brain, diſtend their Sides, and 
ſometimes force Blood into the lymphatic 
Veſſels; and in this Manner produce the ter- 
rible Symptoms mentioned. It muſt here 
be noted, that if this pale and thin Urine 
happens in the Beginning of Fevers, it 
ſhews a great deal of Danger; and if it con- 
tinues, it ſhews the Danger to be greater; 
but it is ſtill a more threatning Sign, if about 
the Height of the Diſeaſe, the Urine from a 
reddiſh or high Colour, gradually changes to 
be thin and pale; and refrigerating Diſſolvents 
appear abſolutely neceſſary on ſuch Occaſions. 

( 79. That Urine in Fevers, which is 
clear and high coloured like brown Beer, 
and drops no Sediments, tho it ſtands in a 


cold Place a ſufficient Time for dropping 


one, ſhall in the next Place be conſidered ; 
and for the right Underſtanding this Symp- 
tom, it muſt be obſerved, that in Fevers 
attended with a ſtrong, and quick Pulſe, and 
great Heat, the following Effects may be 
produced, vg. 

1. A 
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t. A great Attrition of the Parts both of 
the Fluids and Solids ; for the ſtronger Ac- 
tion of the Heart impells the Blood with 
greater Force into the Arteries, and the Parts 
of the Blood ſtrike with greater Force a- 
gainſt the Sides of thoſe ſanguine Veſlels ; 
and in like Manner the ſtronger, and quicker 
Contractions of the ſanguine Arteries im- 
pell the Parts of the Blood, as they glide 
along their Sides, with greater Force to- 
wards their Axis. 

2. A Breaking, Dividing, and Subdiyi- 
viding many of the component globular 
Parts of the Blood till they become acrid, 
in Conſequence of the great Attrition. (Vid. 
Rational Methods of curing Fevers, ( 338, 
339) Dr. Boerhaave's Experiments upon 
Quickſilver prove, that meer Friction, if 
ſufficiently continued, can make globular 
Particles to become acrid. Here I beg Leave 
to mention his two firſt Corollaries from 
his firſt Experiment, viz. Argentum vivum, 

inſcpidilſimum ex ſe, ſolo quaſſatu fit ſapo- 
ris metallici ænei. 2. De mitiſſimo fit acre, 
penetrabile. Vid. Philoſoph. TranſaZtions, 
Ne 430. p. 150. 
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3. By Means of that Attrition, which at- 
tends the augmented Motion of the Blood, 
many Particles of the Veſſels may be rub- 
bed off, and come away with the Urine, as 
well as many broken Parts of the red Glo- 
bules, and as well as ſaline, terrene, and 
other Particles. | 

4. A more intimate Mixture, Union, and 
Coheſion of the ſaline, oleagenous, terrene, 
and other Particles with the aqueous Parts of 
the Blood, may be an Effect of the aug- 
mented Motion of it. 

5. The Inſpiſſation of the greater Part of 
the animal Fluids may be increaſed by 
Means of the Exceſs of the febrile Heat, 
' while at the ſame Time other Parts of them 
are breaking and dividing by Means of the 
greater Attrition. (Vid. Rational Methods 
of Curing Fevers, 350, 351. 

( 80. From g 79. Ne 1,2, 3. we may ea- 
ſily underſtand, that the Conſiſtence and 
Colour of the Urine, ( 79. under our pre- 
ſent Conſideration, reſult from the Abun- 
dance of ſaline, terrene, and other Particles 
mixed with the Water cxcreted by the Kid- 
nics. 
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( 81. From g 79. Ne 4. we may readily 
apprehend, that the Reaſon why this Sort 
of Urine drops no Sediment, is becauſe 

thoſe Particles are too cloſely united, and 
cohere too ſtrongly with the aqueous Parts 

” of the Urine; and therefore cannot run to- 

. 
gether, and form Corpuſcles of a greater 
Gravity than that of the Water of the U- 
rine.. 

\ 82. This Sort of Urine, { 79. there 
fore diſcovers to us 1. That there is a vaſtly 
greater Quantity of ſaline, terrene, febri- 
fic, and other ſuperfluous, and excremen- 
titious Particles mixed with the Blood, than 

is conſiſtent with Health, and an eaſy Cir- 
culation of them thro the capillary Veſſels. 

2. That there is ſo firm an Union of the ſa- 

line, terrene, and febrific Particles, with the 

red Globules, or with one another, as that 

, there cannot be an Eyacuation of them, ſuf- 
ficient to ſecure the Recovery of the Pati- 
cnt, till that Union and Coheſion be de- 
ſiroy'd, the Blood reduced to its natural 
Thinneſs, and thoſe morbific, and excre- 
mentitious Particles become minute enough 
to paſs off thro' the excretory Ducts. When 
all this is accompliſhed, it will be diſco- 
vered 
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vered by the falling of a large, light, 
whitiſh, or reddiſh White, and equal Sed;- 
ment to the Bottom of the Utine; and as 
the animal Fluids become more thin and 
more free from the febrific, and excremen- 
titious Particles upon the ſufficient Com- 
minution, and Excretion of them, ſo the 
Urine becomes leſs and leſs charged with 
them ; the high Colour of it gradually a- 
bates, and its natural Colour, with Health, 
gradually returns. 

F 83. From what has been obſerved, g 79. 
It is evident, that when this Sort of Urine, 
( 79. occurs, we may conclude, that an 
happy Period of the Diſtemper is not yet 
to be expected; but that the Recovery of 
the Patient remains doubtful ; and that the 
Uſe of ſuch diſſolving Medicines as may ef- 
fectually reduce the Blood to its natural Thin- 
neſs, and comminute the excrementitious, 
and febrific Particles, and render their Paſ- 
ſage eaſy thro' the excretory Ducts, is very 
ncedful. 

984. That Urine in Fevers, which is 
highly Flame-coloured, and thin, without 
Sediment, ſeems to proceed from the ſame 
Cauſes, which produced the laſt-mentioned 

_ Vrine, 
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Urine, G 79. only with this Difference, viz. 
That the Cauſes in this Caſe are more ſtrong 
and violent; and conſequently, that the Sig- 
nification of this Symptom is much more 
threatning ; and the Uſe of proper Diſſol- 
vents and Atenuants more neceſſary. 
(85. That Urins in Fevers, which is 
clear, when firſt made, and when cold be- 
comes muddy, ſo that one cannot ſee thro? 
it, and remains in this State, dropping no 
Sediment, ſeems to be the Effect of an im- 
perfect, or deficient Comminut ion and Atte- 
nuation of the Humours. For as in this 
Urine the ſolid Particles recede in ſome 
Meaſure from their cloſe Union with the 
aqueous Particles, and form numberleſs Nu- 
biculæ; (which give that muddy Appearance, 
rendering the Urine opaque) ſo it diſcovers 
to us, that there has been a Comminution, 
in ſome Meaſure, of the ſaline, terrene, fe- 
brific, and other excrementitious Particles, 
that were mixed with the animal Fluids; 
which is the Reaſon of their forming ſuch 
a Multitude of Nubicule ; and that the 
ſolid Particles excreted with this Urine do 
not ſink to the Bottom of it, and make a 
Sediment there, ſeems to be, becauſe the 
F Com- 
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- Comminution of them was not greater; 
for if thoſe Particles had been ſufficiently 
comminuted, and their Coheſion with the 
animal Fluids ſufficiently deſtroy'd, they 
would run together, and form Corpuſcles 

heavy enough to ſink unto the Bottom. 
(86. This Sort of Urine, ( 85. glows 
us ſome Ground to hope for the Patient's 
Recovery, if his other Symptoms are fa- 
vourable. And let me obſerve, that when 
there is ſufficient Strength in the Patient, 
an Urine, that will drop a good Scdiment, 
will in a little Time follow this Symptom : 
But if the vital Strength is very much ſpent, 
if there is a great Weakneſs in the animal 
Operations, and other Symptoms are threat- 
ning, we have great Reaſon to fear the 
Event of the Diſtemper. From what has 
been noted, we may eaſily perceive, that 
proper Diſſolvents and Attenuants are need- 
ful to promote the Recovery of the Patient. 
( 87. That URINE, which in Fevers 
comes off thick, and muddy, like Horſe- 
Pit, and remains ſo without dropping any 
Sediment, I ſhall in the next place conſider ; 
and as to this Symptom, I would obſerve, 
1. That the great Quantity of ſolid Particles 
excreted 
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excreted by the Kidnies, and which give it 
that muddy Appearance, diſcovers to us, 
that there has been a very great Attrition 
both of the Fluids, and their Veſlels. 2. 
That the Reaſon, why no Sediment drops 
in this Urine, is becauſe that the U- 
nion that was between the ſolid Particles 
excreted, and the aqueous Parts of the U- 
rine is not ſufficiently deſtroyed ; and partly 
becauſe thoſe ſolid Particles, altho' to our 
Eye they ſeem exceeding many, and near 
to cach other, yet in Reality are not near 
enough to exert their attractive Force; and 
conſequently cannot form Corpuſcles heavy 
enough to ſink to the Bottom of the Urine, 
I apprehend, that in Urines which drop a ' 
good Sediment, there is a much greater 
Quantity of ſolid Particles, and inconceive- 
ably more minute; which may be the Rea- 
ſon both why they do not render the Urine 
muddy and opaque ; and why, being nearer 
together than in muddy Urines, they exert 
their natural attractive Force, and unite, 
and cohere, and form Corpuſcles of a Gra- 
vity ſufficient to ſink them to the Bottom, 
and make the Appearance of a copious Se- 
diment. 

F 2 ss. From 
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( 88. From what has been noted, g 87. 
we may eaſily underſtand, that this Sort of 
Urine ſhews, that the Quantity of morbid 
Humours in the Patient is very great ; and 


yet, been carried on ſufficiently to ſecure 
his Recovery; and therefore that the Iſſue 
of the Diſtemper remains uncertain ; and 
that Remedies to reduce the animal Fluids 
to their natural Thinneſs, and promote the 
further Comminution of morbid Particles, 
and abate the Impetus of the Blood, are 
very needful: But tho this Symptom ſhews 
the Paticnt to be in a great deal of Dan- 


ger, yet it doth not forbid all Hope of his 


Recovery; becauſe it argues, that ſome Pro- 
greſs is made in that Attenuation of the 
morbid Humours, which is neceſlary to re- 
gain loſt Health. 

_F 89. That URINE in Fevers, which 
hath Nubeculæ, or Clouds, after it hath 
ſtood a ſufficient Time, for the ſubſiding of 
Particles ſpecifically heavier than the Water 


of it, obtains this Appearance by the ſolid 


Particles diffuſed in it, attracting each other 
uniting, cohering, and forming Corpuſcles 
ſomewhat heavier than the lighter Parts of 

| Water; 


that the Attenuation of them has not, as 
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Water; and which, according to their leſſer 
or greater Gravity, appear nearer the Sur- 
face of the Urine, or about the Middle, or 
towards the Bottom of it; and which Clouds 
are greater or leſſer, as the Number of thoſe 
Corpulcles is greater, or leſſer. 

o. This Symptom ſhews, that an hap- 
py Progreſs is making in the Attenuation 
of the morbid Humours. Theſe Clouds are 
often ſcen in the Urine of the Patient be- 
fore it drops that good Sediment, which 
tells us his Recovery is at hand; and it has 
frequently been obſerved, that the nearer 
the Cloud approaches to the Bottom, ſo 
much the ſooner we may expect that Sedi- 
ment, which ſignifies that the Fever is hap- 
pily coming to an End. But if the Appear- 
ance of this Symptom becomes interrupted, 
ſo that there is ſometimes a Nubecula in 
the Urine, and ſometimes none, we may 
infer, that there have happen'd Impediments 
to the Thinning of the Fluids, and Attenu- 
ation of the morbid Humours; and that 
there is Reaſon to apprehend that the Diſ- 
caſe may be prolonged ; and from this Cir- 
cumſtance we may deduce the Importance 
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of Diligence in the Uſe of ſuitable Diſſol 
vente and Attenuants. 

( 91. That High colour d Urine in inter- 
mitting Fevers, which drops a large reddiſh 
white Sediment, and uſually is made about 
the Concluſion of the febrile Paroxiſm, is 
in Part a critical Evacuation of the excre- 
mentitious, ſuperfluous, and febrific Par- 
ticles: I fay in Part an Evacuation of them, 
becauſe uſually in regular intermitting Fe- 
vers, there happens about the ſame Time 
critical Diſcharges by Sweat ; or if not by 
Sweat, yet by inſenſible Perſpiration. And 
here I would obſerve a few Things, 1. Thar 
the high Colour of the Urine proceeds from 
the Quantity of the febrific, ſalme, terrene, 
and other ſupcrfluous and excrementitious 
Particles comminuted, and then excreted 
with the Water of the Urine. 2. That the 
Largeneſs of the Sediment reſults from the 
great Quantity of ſolid Particles excreted by 
the Kidnies; which do attract each other, 
unite, cohere, and form Corpuſcles of a 
greater Gravity than that of the Water of 
the Urine. The Conſideration of which 
may convince us of the Importance of pre- 


ſcribing proper Diſſolvents, and Attenuants 
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for the recovering our Patients from ſuch 
Fevers. 3. That the reddiſh white Colour 
of this Sediment ariſes from the Quality of 
the ſubſiding Particles; Part of which were 
component Globules of the Blood broken 
and comminuted by the Attrition of the 
Fluids during the febrile Paroxiſm, Part 
of which may be Particles broken off from 
the Sides of the Veſſels by the Impulſes of 
the febrile Blood. This Symptom ſhews, 
that there has been an happy Attenuation 
of the animal Fluids, and Comminution of 
Particles, that ought to be excreted. 

( 92. That UR INE in Fevers, which 
comes away clear and moderately high co- 
loured, and ſoon drops a large, equal, white 
and light Sediment, commonly ſignifies that 
the Blood is coming to its natural Thinneſs, 
and other Qualities, by a Diſſolution of the 
morbid Coheſions of its Parts, and a Com- 
minution of Particles 700 bulky for an caſy 
Circulation, and Excretion 3 and conſe- 
quently ſhews, that the Recovery of the 
Patient is very near. This Obſervation is 
confirm'd by numberleſs Facts daily occur- 


ring; ſuch an Urine commonly preceding 


the happy Period of Fevers. 
F 4 $93. It 
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93. It may help us to underſtand divers 
Phenomena of other Urines, if we conſider 
what Cauſes concurr to the Production of 
this, (92. And here a cloſe Enquiry may 
lead us to apprehend the following Parti- 
culars. 1. That the Sediment in this Urine 
proceeds from the Excretion of ſuch ſolid 
Particles with the Water of it, as arc, 
either in themſelves, or by running to- 
gcther, cohering, and forming larger Par- 
ticles, ſpecifically heavier than that Fluid. 
2. That the Reaſon why thoſe ſolid Particles 
were not ſooner excreted, ſeems to be, be- 
cauſe they were not ſooner comminuted 
ſufficiently to paſs thro' the excretory Tu- 
buli of the Kidnies; for if they were ſooner 
made «minute enough for this Evacuation, 
and there was no Conſtriction of the Veſſels, 
no Reaſon then could be aſſign d, why this 
good Sort of Urine did not ſooner appear. 
3. That the white Colour of the Sediment 
proceeds from the Minuteneſs of thoſe ſo- 
lid Particles, which compoſe it. For Roſin, 
green Glaſs, and many other Bodies beaten 
into a fine Powder look white; the Reaſon 
of which I take to be this, viz. That the 
more minute, and inchorent the Particles of 
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ſome Bodies are, the more they reflect the 
Rays of Light; and hence it ſeems reaſon- 
able to think, that the whiter the Sediment 
of the Urine is, the greater has been the 
Comminution of the Particles excreted. 
4. That the Largeneſs of the Sediment is 
occaſioned by the Largeneſs of the Quantiry 
of the ſolid Particles ſufficiently comminu- 
ted, and excreted. 5. That the Equality of 
the Surface of the Sediment reſults from a 
pretty near Equality of the Gravity of the 
ſubſiding Particles. And 6. That the Light- 
neſs of it ariſes from the Parts of it having 
a leſſer Degree of Gravity, than the Parts 
of a Sediment, which lie cloſer together. 
(94. That URINE in Fevers, which is 
frothy, or has Bubbles riſing, ſwimming, 
and abiding long in its Surface, diſcovers to 
us, that there is an intimate Mixture of ole- 
agenous, or pinguedinous Particles with the 
ſaline Particles of the animal Fluids, and a 
ſtrong Coheſion of them with the aqueous 
Parts of the Urine, and ſerous Parts of the 
3 Blood; becauſe this Symptom is the Effect 
of ſuch a Mixture and Coheſion; from 
which reſults in the Urine a very ſapona- 


ccous Quality. 


995. The 
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6 95. The Bubbles, or Froth in this Kind 
of Urine, g 94. ſeem to be produced in the 
following Manner, viz. That the Motion, 
which happens in making Water, or by 
ſhaking the Urinal, expells Particles of 
Air, from ſome of the Interſtices of the 
Urine, which Particles of Air being diſ- 
lodged, and rarefied, cannot, upon the Ac- 
count of their Levity, but aſcend to the Sur- 
face of the Urine ; and as there is too ſtrong 
a Coheſion between the aqueous Parts of the 
Urine, and the ſolid Particles mixed with it, 
ſo the aſcending Particles of Air do thruſt be- 
fore them, or lift up a proportional Number 
of the Globules of Urine, which for a while 
incloſe them, and form thoſe Appearances 
we call Bubbles, or Froth. This Symptom 
ſhews, that the Patient is in a great deal of 
Danger from his Diſeaſe, as it diſcovers a 
cloſe Union between thoſe Particles of the 
animal Fluids, which ſhould in a Manner 
be incoherent; and therefore it argues a 
Difficulty in diſſolving the morbid Cohe- 
ſions, and attenuating the Blood; and indi- 
cates the Neceſſity of giving ſuitable dz/ſof- 
ving, and attenuating Medicines. 


996. That 
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F 96. That URINx, which in Fevers is 
coloured, but infipid, ſignifies, that the 
Strength of the Patient is worn out, and 
his Death very near; becauſe it is for Want 
of Strength in the animal Organs, to com- 
minute Particles 700 bulky, and to attenuate 
the animal Fluids, and morbid Humouts, that 
thoſe urinous Salts, and other Particles, which 
would give a Scent to the Urine, are not 
excreted with it. 

( 97. That URiNE in Fevers, which is 
full coloured, mach in Quantity, looks far, 
or oily, and is attended with Dejection of 
Spirits, and the Loſs of Fleſh, and of 
Strength, may be called Colliquative. It 
proceeds from diſſolvent Cauſes, and a break- 
ing of the Texture of the animal Fluids, a 
too great Comminution of their compo- 
nent Particles, and a too looſe Coheſion of 
the Parts of the Solids; many of which are 
ſeparated from the reſt by the febrific diſ- 
ſolvent Particles, and mixed with the 
Blood, and run off with the Urine. This 
Symptom evidently ſhews the Patient to be 
in a great deal of Danger ; and indicates, 
that the Uſe of thoſe Medicines, which may 
alter the Figuration of the acrid Particles, 
and 
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and fit them to paſs thro' the excretory 
Ducts; and which may alſo ſtrengthen the 
Solids by increaſing the Coheſion of their 
Parts, and repair the Waſte of them, is ne- 
ceſlary. 

( 98. That Urine in Fevers, which is 
bloody, and drops a grumous Sediment, like 
cold Blood, ſeparated from its Serum, pro- 
cceds either, 1. From a violent Ebullition, 
or Rarefaftion of the Blood, burſting the 
Extremetics of the capillary ſanguine Veſ- 
ſels in the Kidnies: Or, 2. Which is abun- 
dantly more frequent, from an acrid Qua- 
lity of the Blood corroding the Coats of 
thoſe Veſſels. This is a very threatning 
Symptom; and when it proceeds from the 
firſt Cauſe, thoſe refrigerating Medicines, 
which may remove the febrile Motion, and 
Heat of the. Blood ſhould be preſcribed ; 
ſuch as Sal Nitri, Sal Prunellæ, Spiritus 
Vitrioli, c. But when it reſults from 
acrid Particles diſſolving the Fluids, and 
corroding the Veſſels, then thoſe Ingredi- 
ents, which may deſtroy the acrid Quality, 
alter the Figure of the diſſolvent Particles, 
and give a firmer Coheſion to the compo- 
nent Parts both of the Fluids, and Solids; 


ſuch 
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ſuch as Bolus Armeniæ, Terra Japonica, 
Flores Sulphuris, Myrrha, Radix Tormen- 
tillæ, Coccinella, &c. may properly be 
mixed with nitrous Salts, to make ſuitable 
Remedies for recovering the Patient. 

( 99. That Ux INE in Fevers, which is 
of a /ad or dark red Colour, and remains 
clear without dropping any Sediment, ſhall 
in the next Placc be examined. And as to 
this Sort of Urine, two Things muſt be en- 
quired after, vig. 1. What may be the Cauſe 
of its Conſiſtence, and Colour. 2. What 
may be the Reaſon, that it drops no Sedi- 
ment. 

1. As to the firſt Enquiry, a little Con- 
ſideration will lead us to think, that the 
Conſiſtence, and Colour of this Urine do 
proceed from great Quantities of the com- 
ponent Parts of the Blood broken, and 
greatly comminuted; and, it may be, of Par- 
ticles rubbed off from the Sides of the ſan- 
guine Arterics, and excreted by the Kid- 
nics with the Water of the Urine. But 
here ariſes another Queſtion, vig. Whence 
is it that there is ſo large an Excretion of 
ſuch Particles by the Kidnics? In Anſwer to 
this Query, I muſt obſerve, that it is occa- 


ſioned 
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ſioned either, 1. By a violent Attrition of 
the Fluids, and Solids, conſequent to ſtron- 
ger, and quicker Contractions of the Heart, 
and Arterics: When this is the Caſe, it 
may be known by the great Strength and 
Quickneſs of the Pulſe, and exceſſive Heat 
of the Body ; and indicates the Neceſſity 
of preſcribing g refrigerating Diſſolvents, 
which may prevent the further Inſpiſſation 
of the Blood by the Exceſs of Heat, and may 
reduce it to its natural Thinneſs. Or, 2. It 

may be produced by diſſolvent Cauſes; and 
we may judge it to be ſo, when we find 
the Pulſe of the Patient making this Kind 
of Water, like that of a Perſon in Health, 
and that the Heat of his Body is not in- 
creaſed beyond its healthful Standard. The 
curative Indications are the ſame as in Fe- 
vers from diflolvent Cauſes ; becauſe this 
Symptom ſhews the Patient's Fever to be of 
that Tribe. 

2. The ſecond Enquiry is, What may be 
the Reaſon why this Urine drops no Sedi- 
ment, or Cloud? and the Reaſon hereof 
ſeems very plainly to be this, viz. That 
there is ſo ſtrong an Union, and Coheſion 
of the ſaline, terrene, febrific, and other 

Particles 
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Particles excreted by the Kidnies, with the 
aqueous Parts of the Urine, that they can- 
not run together, and form Corpuſcles 
heavy enough to ſink to the Bottom of it: 
And this gives us Reaſon to apprehend, that 
there is likewiſe ſuch a firm, and cloſe U- 
nion between the animal Fluids, and the 
morbid Humours, that are not excreted, as 
is inconſiſtont with the Recovery of Health; 
unleſs it be diſſolved by ſuitable Remedies. 
This Symptom therefore ſhews the Patient 
to be in a great deal of Danger; and indi- 
cates the Neceſſity of preſcribing ſuch Diſ- 
ſolvents, and Attenuants, as may deſtroy 
that Union. The Medicines for this Pur- 
poſe, in my Opinion, ſhould be compound- 
ed of ſuitable warm Ingredients mixed with 
a due Proportion of refrigerating Salts. 
' (100. That URINE, which in Fevers 
comes away of a black Colour, and after- 
wards drops a black Sediment, ſecms to re- 
ſult from d://ofvent Cauſes, that is, acrid, 
or corroſive Humours, which break the Tex- 
ture of the Blood, relax the Veſſels, and 
make many Particles of them to ſeparate 
and mix with the animal Fluids, and after- 
wards to come off with the Urine, thro' 
the 
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the relaxed excretory Tubuli of the Kidnies. 
This Symptom ſhews us, that the Force of 
the febrific Cauſe is very great, and that 
neither the Fluids, nor Solids are able to 
withſtand its Operation, and allows us but 


little Ground to expect tne Recovery of the 


Patient. Thoſe Things which tend to al- 
ter a corroſive diſſolvent Quality, to ſtraiten 
the Veſſels, and to preſcrve both the Fluids 
and Solids from Putrefaction, very mani- 
feſtly are the proper Remedies in ſo de- 
plorable a Caſe; ſuch as are mentioned 
949. Ne 2. IE 

( 101. That URINE in Fevers, which 


ſtinteth like the Scent of a dead Carcaſs 3 


and which therefore may be called a cada- 
verous Urine, reſults from diſſolvent Cauſes 
producing Putrefaction of the Fluids, or 
Solids, or both ; ſimilar to that, which al- 
ways follows Death; which if it be not 
ſtopped, and removed, will ſoon deſtroy 
the vital Strength, render the animal Or- 
gans unable to act; and ſo put a ſpeedy Pe- 
riod to the Life of the Sick. This Symp- 
tom, even in the loweſt Degree of it, ſhews 
the Paticnt to be in the extreameſt Danger, 
and that his Recovery is Matter of the 


greateſt 
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greateſt Difficulty; but the ſtronger the ca- 


daverous Scent of the Urine is, the nearer, 
and more certain is the Approach of Death. 
The curative Indication here, is the ſame 
with that of the laſt Symptom, oo. 
(102. That Urine, which, in ſome 
Fevers, appears the ſame as in Time of 
Health, ſhews that there is an Excretion by 
the Kidnies of natural excrementitious Par- 
ticles, viz. ſaline, terrene, &c. but no be- 
neficial Evacuation of the febrific Particles, 
which would make a Variation from the 
healthy Colour, in the Appearance of the 
Urine, if they came off with it. This 
Symptom diſcovers to us, that the morbid 
Humours remain intimately, and firmly 
blended with the Blood ; and conſequently 
ſhews, that we have abundantly more Rea- 
ſon to fear the Patient's Death, than to ex- 
pet his Recovery; and that the Uſe of 
ſuitable Alteratives and Attenuants is ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary. This Sort of Urine is 
often made by Perſons under ſome Kinds of 


putrid Fevers. 


( 103. Thus I have conſidered the moſt 
remarkable Phenomena of FEBRILE U- 


RINES, as to their Cauſes, and Significa- 
tions, 
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tions, and thoſe curative Indications we 
ſhould deduce from them; and what has 
been obſerved is a further Confirmation of 
thoſe Principles of medical Practice, which 
I have recommended in my Book intituled, 
Rational Methods of Curing Fevers.

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CH AP. VI. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes, 
and Significations of the different 
Symptoms of the Excretion by 
STool, and of the curative In- 
dications deducible from them. 


$104. VI. HE next Claſs of Symp- 
toms, I ſhall treat of, 
comprehends thoſe which relate to the In- 
TESTINAL EXCRETION: But in order 
to form juſt Ideas of the ſeveral Variations, 
which frequently happen in its Quantity and 
Quality, it is highly requiſite we ſhould have 
a right Notion of it in Time of Heakh. 

F 105. Some Things therefore relating to 
this Excretion in Time of Health, muſt be 
remarked ; particularly, 1. That the natural 
Proportion of the Quantity of this Evacua- 
tion, is about the eighteenth Part of the 

Whole that is excreted from the Body, or 
as 1 to 18. or 4 to 72. For, according to 
Dr. Keil, the mean Quantity excreted by 

G 2 Stool 
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Stool is four Ounces : The Total of Meats, 
and Drinks, ſuppoſed to be taken in one 
Day is four Pounds and an half, which at 
ſixteen Ounces to the Pound, do make 
ſeventy-two Ounces; and in the moſt per- 
fect Health of adult Perſons, the Quantity 
excreted is equal to the Quantity taken in. 
2. That the Colour of this Excrement, even 
in Time of Health, is different in different 
Bodies, according to their different Conſti- 
rutions, and Agcs; and likewiſe different 
in the ſame Bodies, according to the diffe- 
rent Sorts of Food they take ; for they that 
cat plentifully of Spinnage, or green Sa- 
voys, Cc. ſhall have their Stools of a green- 


iſh Colour, the next Day, or the next but 


one. Drinking daily of Chocolate ſhall 


make the Stools of a much deeper Brown, 
than otherwiſe they would be; as Chaly- 


beats do make theſe Excrements act; but 
the uſual natural healthy Colour is Brown, 
ſometimes lighter, ſometimes deeper; and 
the Conſiſtence of the Stool ſhould be fo 
ſolid as to be figured by the Rectum; and, 
as to its Scent, not very fetid. 3. That a 
certain Degree of Moiſture, in theſe Excre- 

| ments, 


1 
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ments, is neceſſary to their paſling eaſily 
thro' the Rectum. 

F 106. Having thus mentioned the Quan- 
tity, and moſt obvious Qualities of this 
Excretion in Time of Health, I ſhall con- 
ſider how Variations from its healthful 
Standard may happen, and what they indi- 
cate. Let me then obſerve the following 
Particulars, vi. 

Ne 1. That if a greater Quantity of the 
liquid Part of what is reccived into the Sto- 
mach be carried thro' the Lacteals, and 
Vaſa inhalantia into the Blood, than in 
Time of Health, the Fæces alvinæ muſt be- 
come drier, and harder, than in Time of 
Health, and be ſeldomer cyacuated. 

No 2. That if the inſenſible Perſpiration, 
or Excretion thro” the external Syperficzes of 
the Body, be greater, in Proportion to the 
Liquids taken in, than in Time of Health, 
the Excretion by the inteſtinal Glandulcs 
may be proportionally lels ; becauſe the in- 
creaſed Flux of Fluid to the external Super- 


ficies makes a Sort of Revulſion from the 


capillary Veſſels ſituated in the internal Su- 
perficies of the Inteſtines ; and ſo diminiſhes 
the Quantity of Humours, that uſually paſ- 

G 3 ſed 
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ſed thro' the inteſtinal Glandules for Excre- 
tion by the Anus. 

Ne z. That if the Excretion by inſenſible 
Perſpiration, does by any Cauſe become 
leſs than it ought to be, and neither the 
Quantity of Urine, nor Weight of the Bo- 
dy be increaſed, there muſt be a greater 
Diſcharge of excrementitious Humours thro” 
the inteſtinal Glandules into the inteſtinal 
Tube, than in Time of Health ; and the 
Stools conſequently muſt become thinner, 
and larger, in Proportion to the greater 
Quantity of Humours evacuated this Way. 
Ne 4. That if any very acrid Quality in 
the Chyle ſeparate that natural Mucus 
from the znterior Superficies of the In- 
teſtines, which ſhould defend it; or if a 
thin acrid Humour from the numberleſs ex- 
cretory DuQts, ſhould waſh off that Mucus, 
it muſt paſs along with the Excrements, 
and render the Stools Mucous. 

Ne $5. That if any violent Ebullition, or 
Rarefaction of the Blood ſhould burſt the 
capillary ſanguine Veſſels, ſituated in the 
Membranes of the Inteſtines ; or any corro- 
ſve Particles in the Blood ſhould eat thro' 
thoſe Veſſels, and thereby Blood ſhould be 


diſcharged 
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diſcharged thro the Cavity of the Inteſtines, 


the Stools muſt become bloody, in Ptopor- 


tion to the Quantity of Blood extravaſated, 


and this Way evacuated. Vid. my Treatiſe 
of the Small-Pox. Part 2. ( 654, 655. 
Ne 6. That if the Lacteal Veſſels ate, 
by any viſcid Humours, ot by a Conſtriction 
of their Nerves, or by any other Cauſe be- 
come ſo obſtructed, that the Chyle cannot 
paſs thro them, the Chyle muſt glide down 
the Inteſtines, and be evacuted per Anum, 
and render the Stools chylous. 

N* 7. That if there ſhould be a Putre- 


faction either of the Fluid, or Solid Parts of 


the Body, and the putrified Humours ſhould 
be diſcharged into the Cavity of the In- 
teſtines, and come away per Anum, they 
muſt make the Stools putrid, and give them 

a cadaverous Scent. 

No 8. That if there be a Laxity of the 
inteſtinal Fibres, and the Diameter of the 
ſecretory, and excretory Tubuli, ſitated in 
the Membranes of the Inteſtines ſhould be 
enlarged, a greater Quantity of lymphatic 
Humours muſt paſs into the Cavity of the 
Inteſtines, and occaſion watery Stools in 


Proportion to the Quantity of the ly mpha⸗ 
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tic Fluid excreted this Way ; and thus make 


a Iymphatic Looſeneſs : And various other 


Sorts of Looſeneſſes may happen, accord- 
ing to the various other Sorts of Matter, 
which may be evacuated from the Inteſtines; 
by Means of different Qualities in the Chyle, 
bilous, and pancreatic Fluids, and the dif- 
ferent Effects of their Mixture with the 
Chyle. 

9 107. From what has been obſerved, (106. 
we may eaſily apprehend the Reaſonableneſs 
of the following Concluſions. E.G. 

Corollary 1. That when in Fevers the Ex- 
crements are rctained long in the Body, (the 
Patient not going to Stool for ſeveral Days) 
we may infer, that they are dry and hard; 
and conſequently, that the liquid Part of 
what has been taken into the Stomach, has 
paſſed thro the LaFeals, and Vaſa inhalan- 
tia into the Blood, (vid. ( 106. No 1.) which 
may be occaſioned either 1. By the febrile 
Heat, and quicker Motion of the Blood 
thro the ſanguine Veſlels ; or 2. By an aug- 
mented Diſcharge of excrementitious Hu- 
mours thro the external Superficies of the 
Body; or by the Kidnies. Vid. g 106. No 
1, 2, This Symptom therefore directs us 

| to 
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to adviſe the plentiful Uſe of proper Dilu- 
ents, and to preſcribe thoſe Medicines, 
which may attenuate the animal Fluids, and 
moderate their febrile Heat, and render 
their Motion thro' the Veſſels, more free, 
caſy and ſedate. In eruptive, and other 


Fevers, in which the febrific Particles do 


chiefly paſs off thro' the perſpiratory Ducts, or 
urinary Paſſages, this Symptom many times is 
attended with no Inconvenience, as I have 
often obſerved : But if the Head is any way 
ill affected, it will be neceſſary by proper 
Glyſters to bring away the hardned Excre- 
ments; and allo to give ſuch things by the 

Mouth, as may lubricate the Inteſtines. 
Corol. 2. When the STooLs are frequent, 
thin,and watery, we may infer 1.That the per- 
ſpiratory Ducts are obſtructed ; (vid. G 106. 
No 3.) that is, the Humours, which ſhould 
paſs thro' them are not capable of doing ſo, 
by Reaſon that the Particles of them are 
either foo bulky, or elſe do viſcidly cohere 
together ; on which Accounts the Uſe of 
diſſolving and attenuating Medicines be- 
comes neceſlary. 2. That there is a Laxity 
of the inteſtinal Fibres ; (vid. G 106. No 8.) 
and that ſuch Medicines ſhould be adviſed, 
---. 0 
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as may reduce the inteſtinal Fibres to their 
natural State, leſſening their too great Hu- 
midity by augmenting the inſenſible Per- 
ſpiration. | 

Corol. 3. When in Feters the StooLs arc 
Imucous, we may conclude, that there is a very 
acrid Quality either in the Chyle, or in 
thoſe Fluids ſecreted from the Blood, and 
conveyed into the Inteſtines; (F 106. No 4.) 
and that therefore it is of great Importance 
to preſcribe thoſe Remedies which may de- 
ftroy ſuch an acrid Quality. 

Corol. 4. When, in Fevers, the St60Ls are 
bloody,we muſt apprehend, that there is cither 
a violent Ebullition, or Rarefaction of the 
Blood; (vid. G 106. Ne 5.) or a corroding 
Quality in it. The former Cauſe may be 
known by the great Heat of the Patient's 
Fleſh, and by the Fullneſs, and Quickneſs 
of his Pulſe; and indicates the Uſe of nitrous, 
and acid Attenuants to abate the febrile 
Heat and Ebullition. The latter Cauſe may 
be conclnded to exiſt, when the Heat of the 
Body is temperate, and the Pulſe is quick, 
and weak; and in this Caſe ſuitable Alte- 
ratives are extremely needful. Vid. my

Corol. 5. When, in Feyers, rhe SToOLs are 
chylous, we may infer, that the LaFeal 
Veſſels are obſtruffed; (vid. g 106. Ne 6.) 
and that deobſtruent Medicines are the pro- 
per and needful Remedies. Vid. my Trea- 


tiſe of the Small-Pox. Part 2. f 633,

Corol. 6. When, in Fevers, the STooLs are 


putrid, and have a cadaverous Scent, we 


may conclude, that there is a Putrefaction in 
the animal Fluids, or Solids, or both; (vid. 
(106. Ney) and that Death is at the Door; and 
that if any Medicines can be of Service to 
the Patient in this deſperate Caſe, they 
muſt be ſuch as may alter the Quality of 
the putrefying Particles, and ſo ſtop the 
Progreſs of the Putrefaction, and reduce 
the Fluids, and Solids to their natural State. 
Corol. 7. When, in Fevers, the STooLs are 
frequent, and looſe, but neither Watery, 
nor Chylous, nor Mucous, nor Bloody ; and 
the Quantity of Urine is not increaſed, we 
may conclude, that there is an Abundance 
of morbid Humours in the Body, and that 
there is but little Eyacuation of them by 

the 
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the other Ways of Excretion; and that 
ſuch attenuating | Medicines as may render 
them fit to paſs off by other excretory Paſ- 
ſages are abſolutely neceſſary. Vid. my 
Treatiſe of the Small-Pox. Part 2. $635, 
658. 


8. When, in Fevers, the Srools are 
1 looſe, oleagenous, very fetid, and 
attended with Loſs of Fleſb, and Strength, 
828 may be called colliguative; 


ſhews that the Fever reſults from diſſol- 
= Cauſes, and that the Life of the Pati- 
cnt is in great Danger ; and indicates the 
Neceſſity of preſcribing ſuch Medicines, as 
tend to alter the Texture of the colliqua- 


ting Particles, and confirm the natural Tex- 


ture of the animal Fluids, and to ſtrengthen 
the Solids. Vid my Treatiſe of the Small. 
Pox. Part 2. ( 636. 

gros. From what has been obſerved, 
it is manifeſt, that it very much con- 
cerns every Patient under a Fever, attended 
with any Kind of Looſeneſs to have his Phy- 
ſician inſpect his Stools ; and that no Phy- 
ſician in ſuch Caſes can preſcribe with due 
Prorpriety without doing ſo.

C HAP. VII. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the moſt 
remarkable Symptoms of the Ix- 
SENSIBLE PERSPIRATION in 
Perſons under Fevers, and of 
the curative Indications deducible 

from them. 


( 109. VII. E muſt not only animad- 
vert on the Symptoms, 
which may attend the ſenſible daily Evacu- 
ations, but alfo endeavour to find out the 
Quantity excreted by inſenſible Perſpira- 
tion, if we would be thoroughly acquainted 
with the State of the Patient, and judici- 
ouſly preſcribe for him. 

( 110. It may ſeem to ſome an impoſſible 
Thing to attain the Knowledge of this 
Point, without weighing all that a Perſon 
takes into his Stomach, and all that comes 
from him by the ſenſible Evacuations, and 
weighing the Perſon daily ; which laſt Thing 
cannot be practiſed with a Perſon under an 

acute 
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acute Diſtemper. We cannot deal with our 
Patients, as $ani7orius dealt with himſelf; 
and therefore, that we muſt not expect to 
know to an Ounce how much our Patient 
perſpires : But yet, without that Method, 
we may come to know, whether the 

tity excreted by inſenſible Perſpiration is too 
much, or too little ; whether it exceeds, or 
is deficient in any conſiderable Degree; the 
Knowledge of which, as an happy Light, 
will diſcover to the prudent Phyſician the 
Way he ſhould take for curing his Patient. 

F 111. Let it then be obferved, 

I. That if a Perſon looſes Fleſh, while 
the ſenſible Evacuations are lefs, or no more 
than they ought to be, and while he takes 
ſufficient Aliment to repair the natural daily 
Waſte of the Body, we may then conclude, 
that the Quantity excreted by inſenſible Per- 
ſpiration is 700 great. 

2. That if the Body becomes fuller, 
ſwell d, or bloated, while the ſenſible Eva- 
cuations are in duc Quantity, and no more 
is taken into the Stomach than is needful 
to repair the daily Wafte of the Body, we 
may then infer, that the Quantity excreted. 
by inſenſible Perſpiration is tao little. In 
the 


inſenfible Penſpiration. gg 


the former Caſe, (111. Ne 1, the thought- 
ful Phyſician is led to adyiſe thoſe Methods, 


and preſcribe thoſe Medicines, which may 
abate the Diſcharge by inſenſible Perſpira- 
tion: He will propoſe rendering the Air of 
the Chamber, where the Sick lodges, more 
cool; and that the Patient be taken out of 
his Bed, and fit in a Chair; and will pre- 
ſcribe that Diet, and thoſe Remedies, which 
may ſtrengthen, and thicken the animal 
Fluids: and in the latter Caſe, he will or- 
der thoſe attenuating Medicines, which may 
augment the Excretion by inſenſible Perſpi- 
ration. 

(112. It is of great Concern to a ſick 
Perſon for his Phyſician to enquire into and 
conſider the State of this Excretion, as well 
as what is the State of thoſe which are ſen- 

ſible ; and the Neglect hereof has occaſioned 
ſad Miſtakes, and the giving Medicines, 
which inſtead of removing the Diſtemper, 
have render'd the Caſe much worſe. I re- 
member the Caſe of a Patient of mine, 
| that had the Advice of ſeveral Practitioners; 
I and I may ſay, at leaſt very unprofitably 
thro' ſuch a Miſtake. It mae Colbat des. 
— young Woman aged about mo 
Ix 
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fix Years, who lived about feven Miles from 
Teovil in Sommerſetſbire. She complained 
of a violent Pain on one Side of her Head, 
frequent and violent Stitches in her Sides, 
and of great Pain in her Back, and Throb- 
bings there, as ſhe phraſed it: She flept 
very little, was hot, and thirſty, and had no 
Appetite to any Food: She complained of 
great Shortneſs of Breath, and that her 
Feet and Legs did ſwell very much; and 
that ſhe made great Quantities of Water, 
tho' ſhe drank but little. She had her 
Menſes very irregularly as to Time, Aittle in 
Quantity, and of a pale Colour. I appre- 
hended that one Cauſe of her Complaints 
was an infufficient Excretion by inſenſible 
Perſpiration ; and that owing to a viſcid 

ality of the animal Fluids, and therefore

H CHAP. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 


Containing an Account of the Cauſes 
and Significations of the inciden- 
tal FEBRILE ExcrtTIONs by Vo- 
miting, Sweating, Spitting, cu- 
taneous Eruptions, and Hemor- 
rhages ; and of the curative Indi- 
cations deducible from them. 


9114. VIII. HE next Claſs of Symp- 

toms, to be conſidered, 
contains the incidental FEBRILE EXCRE- 
TIONS by Vomiting, Sweating, Spitting, 
cutaneons Eruptions, and Hemorrhages. 
Theſe are the moſt uſual incidental Evacua- 
tions; and we ſhould endeavour to under- 
ſtand from what Cauſes they proceed, what 
they ſignify, and what are the curative In- 
dications in Reference to them. 

(115. 1. As to VoMITINGS. This 
Symptom moſt frequently occurs in the Be- 
ginning both of Continual, and of [nter- 
mitting Fevers 3 and when it doth fo, it 
ſcems 
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ſcems to be occaſioned, cither 1. By ſtimu- 
lating febrific Particles, taken into the Sto- 
mach with the Aliment, which often may 
be the Caſe in infectious Seaſons, when the 
Air is filled with ſuch Particles. Or 2. 
Which is more frequently the Caſe, from 
Stimulating Particles emptied into the Sto- 
mach from the ſecreting Glandules ſituated 
in its Membranes ; which ſtimulating Par- 
ticles in different Sorts of Fevers, may have 
a different Figuration : For the Particles of 
different Kinds of emetic Mcdicincs have a 
different Texture, or Modification, tho' they 
produce the ſame Effect of Vomiting, when 
taken into the Stomach in a ſufficient Quan- 
tity. 

F116. When this Symptom happens in 
the Beginning of Fevers, there arc two 
Ways for the Relief of the Patient. 1, To 
promote the Diſcharge of the ſtimulating 
Particles upwards, by giving a gentle Eme— 
tic, as the Radix Ipecacuannæ, or by the Pa- 
ticnt's drinking plentifully of a ſtrong In- 
fuſion of Green Tca, or of Carduus Be- 
nedlictus, or of warm Water. And this is 
moſt adviſable, when there is Reaſon to ap- 
prehend the Stomach to be foul, and*rhat 

| K no 
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no ill Effect is like to follow the violent 
Concuſſions of the Body, which common- 
ly attend Vomiting. By this Means we pre- 
vent the febrific ſtimulating Particles, ſe- 
creted into the Stomach, from paſling into 
the Inteſtines, and back again into the Blood, 
which might increaſe the Fever. 2. An- 
other Way of Relief is, to alter the Tex- 
ture, or Figure of the febrific ſtimulating 
Particles; which may be effectually done 
by ſuitable Attenuants, as I have many 
Times found; and this Method is moſt 
proper in very tender Bodies, that cannot 
bear the violent Shocks of Vomiting. And 
let me add, that thoſe Medicines which do 
alter the Figure of the ſtimulating Particles, 
and take off the Vomitings, and Sickneſs 
at the Stomach; do likewiſe ſecure the Pa- 
tient from Harm, by thoſe Particles paſſing 


onwards to, and thro' the Lacteals into the 


Blood. : 

( 117. As for VoMITING, when it hap- 
pens in the Progreſs of the Fever, (and the 
ſame may be ſaid as to Nauſea's, ſick Fits, 
&c.) the moſt proper and gentle Method is 
to endeavour altering the Quality of the ſti- 
mulating Humour; the accompliſhing of 

which, 
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which, not only renders the Patient eaſy as 
to his Stomach, but renders him ſafe from 
any ill Effects of the Matters paſſing into 
the Inteſtines, G 116. 

(118. 2. The natural SWEATING, which 
happens to Perſons under Fevers, comes 
next to be conſidered. I call that natural 
Sweating, which is only the Conſequence 
of the State of the Fluids, and Solids, and 
of the Action of the animal Organs in the 


Patient, and not the Effect of any Medi- 


cines given to him, or Methods taken with 
him, to force a Sweating. This Symptom 
may reſult from very different Cauſes, and 


conſequently muſt have different Significa- 


tions, and ſhew us different curative Indi- 
cations, according to its different Qualiry. 


(119. If the SWEAT is moderate in Quan- 


tity, warm and univerſal from all Parts of 
the external Superficies of the Body, and 
attended with a regular equal Pulſe, an 
Abatement of the fcbrile Heat, and with 
Relicf ro the Spirits of the Paticnt, it pro- 
ceeds from an happy Attenuation of the 
animal Fluids, and a Comminution of the 
morbid Particles; and ſhews, that the natu- 
ral Operations of the animal Organs are cx- 
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pelling them out of the Body, and ſo put- 


ting a Period to the Fever; and indicates 


the Propriety of continuing the Uſe of thoſe 
temperate Medicines, and Methods, which 
have contributed to the bringing the Diſtem- 
per ſo near its Concluſion. 

(120. If the SWEAT is profuſe, or ex- 
ceſſive in Quantity, it proceeds from a too 
great Thinneſs of the Fluids, owing com- 
monly to diſſolvent Particles mixed with 


\ them; and from a Laxity of the excretory 


Glandules, and Veſſeles. This Symptom 
therefore ſhews, that the Caſe of the Patient 
is attended with Danger ; and indicates the 


| Neceſlity of preſcribing ſuch Medicines as 


may alter the Quality of the Fluids, and re- 
duce the Diameter of the excretory Tubuli 
to their natural Standard. Vid. my Trea- 
tiſe of the Sinall Pox. Part 1. F 300, ad 

309. 
(121.1fthe SwEAT is very much in Quan- 
tity, feels greaſy, and clammy, and is at- 
tended with a great //aſting of the Fleſh, 
and a feeble Pulſe, and Loſs of Spirits, and 
Strength, it may be called Colliquative 
and diſcovers to us, that the Fever 1s pro- 
duced by dilivivent Caufes, and that there 
is 


- 
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is a Laxity of the perſpiratory Ducts, and 
and in ſome Meaſure a Solution of the U- 
nion of the component Parts of the Fluids, 
and Solids, and an Excretion of nutritious, 
as well as of ſuperfluous Fluids. This 
Symptom ſhews, that the Patient is in a great 
deal of Danger; and indicates the Impor- 


tance, and Neceſſity of preſcribing ſuch Me- 


dicines as may reduce the excretory Tubuli 
to their natural Tone; and increaſe that 
Coheſion, which ought to be between the 


component Parts, both of the animal Fluids, 
and Solids. 


(122. If the Swear be wniverſal, and 
clammy, and attended with a Co/dneſs of the 
Fleſh, it diſcovers to us, that the Secretion 
of the nervous Liquid is very much dimi- 
niſhed, and that the Force, or vital Strength 
of the animal Organs is ſo much abated, 
that the Heart cannot ſufficicntly propel the 
Blood thro' the capillary Arteries; that the 
Viſcidity of the Blood, and Lymph in- 
creaſes; and that there is a general Laxity 
of the perſpiratory Veſlels ; becauſe this Kind 
of Sweat reſults from theſe Cauſes. This 
Symptom therefore ſhews the Paticnt to be 
in grcat Danger ; which Danger is more or 

H 4 leſs, 
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leſs, as the Clammineſs of the Matter ſweat- 
cd, and the Coldneſs of the Fleſh is more, 
or leſs. The curative Indication very evi- 
dently leads us to adviſe thoſe warm Me- 
dicines, which may ſtrengthen the Blood; 
increaſe the Secretion of nervous Liquid ; 
raiſe the Pulſe, and recover the Veſſels to 
their natural Tone. Vid. my Treatiſe of the 
Small-Pox. Part 1. ( 310, 311. 

( 123. If the SWEAT breaks out only 
about the Head, and Neck, and the other 
Parts of the Body remain very dry, and the 
Pulſe at the ſame time is quick and weak, 
and the Fleſh cold, it ſhews that the Vilci- 
dity of the animal Fluids is greatly increaſed, 
the capillary Veſſels more obſtructed, and 
that the Death of the Patient is not far off; 
eſpecially if this Symptom be attended with 
a dry Tongue, a quick, or difficult Reſpira- 
tion. The curative Indications are much 
the ſame with thoſe that ought to be in- 
terd fram the laſt mentioned Symptom, 
9122. | 

( 124. 3. That SpITTING, which hap- 
pens to Perions under Fevers, more than in 
the Time ot Health, deſerves Notice. It is 
not often this Symptom occurs, except in 
Variolous 
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variolous Fevers; and when we find our 
Patient under it, we may conclude, that 
the natural Operations do happily attenuate 
the Blood, and Lymph; and that the excre- 
tory Veſſels of the ſalival Glands are open; 
becauſe this Evacuation could not happen, 
if the Lymph was very viſcid, or thoſe Veſ- 
ſels rigid, or were obſtructed, or were un- 
der a Conſtriction. This is a good Symp-- 
tom, if it be not exceſſive, and encourages 
us to hope for the Recovery of the ſick Per- 
ſon ; and directs us to preſcribe thoſe things, 
which may ſtill promote the Attenuation of 
the animal Fluids. But if the Evacuation 
this Way be exceſlive, and the Strength of 
the Patient ſenſibly declines, and the Pulſe 
is weak, and the Heat of the Fleſh mode- 
rate, it gives us Rcaſon to apprehend, that 
the Fever reſults from diſſolvent Cauſes, and 
directs us to preſcribe for the Patient ac- 
cordingly. 

(125. 4. CUTANEOUS ERUPTIONS are 
of various Kinds, and from their different 
Appearances, the Fevers, which produce 
them, have different Denominations; as the 
Small. Pox, Meaſles, eryſipelatous, ſcarlet, 


milliary, 
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miliary, and petechial Fevers, and many 
others. 

(126. It may help us to underſtand the 
different Sorts of cutaneous Eruptions, if 
we conſider the following Particulars, vis. 

1. That all Excrctions to the external Su- 
perficies of the Body muſt be made either from 
the ſanguine, or lymphatic,or ner vous Fluid, 
from one or other, or any two, or from all 
three of theſe Fluids together; and from 
theſe in ſome Proportion of one to the 
other. 

2. That therefore the Matter, which makes 
the cataneous Eruptions, muſt, before its 
Excretion, have exiſted in one or other; 
or partly in one, and partly in another; or 
partly in ſome two; or partly in all three 
of thoſe Fluids. 

3. That if the Matter excreted conſiſts 
partly of Particles of red Blaod, and partly 
of Particles of Lymph in a certain Propor- 
tion, it muſt produce znflammatory Puſtiles, 
as in the SMALL-Pox :' As rcd Blood pro- 
truded into Iymphatic Veſlels ; and not 
timely diſcuſſed, will produce Phlcgmons, 
(which are inflammatory Tumours) and 
there corrupt, putrefy, and turn into that 


Con- 


— 
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Conſiſtence we call Pus; or, in other Words, 


a Maturation. 

4. That if the ſangurne Particles excre- 
ted to the external Syperficies are few, and 
mixed with a thin Lymph, the more ſub- 
tile Parts of that excreted Lymph will eva- 
porate thro' the Pores of the Epidermis, and 
the remaining Part of the excreted Matter 
will gradually grow dry, and no Suppura- 
tion enſue; as is the Cale in the MEASLES. 

5. That if fewer Particles of red Blood 


are excreted, and mixed with a larger Pro- 


portion of a hin Lymph, abounding with 
Salts, they may make very hot, corroding, 
and painful Puſtules, as in an ERYSIPELAS. 

6. That if Particles of red Blood, from 
the capillary ſanguine ſubcutaneous Arte- 
ries, be propelld thro the ſhort lymphatic 
Arterics only to the Endings of the excre- 
tory Ducts under the Epidermis, with a 
much leſs Proportion of Lymph, they make 
only a red Appearance in the Skin, without 
clevating the Epidermis, or producing Puſ- 
tules of any Kind; as in the SCARLET- 
FEVER. 

7. That if few Particles of red Blood, 
with Particles of Lymph, are excreted in 
ſuch 
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ſuch a Quantity, as will a little elevate the 
Epidermis; and if the Lymph is ſo thin, 
that it can tranſpire thro the Pores of the 
Epidermis, they may make exceeding ſmall 
Puſtules ; as in the MILLIARXY FEveR. 

8. That if Globules of Blood are broken, 
and propell'd from the capillary, ſanguine 
ſubcutaneous Arteries, thro' the ſhort lym- 
phatic ſubcutaneous Arteries to their End- 
ings, and there ſtick, they make thoſe pur- 
ple, or livid Spots, we call the — 
PETECHI AH: And, 

9. That if the Blood propell'd into thoſe 


 Iymphatic Arteries, do ſtagnate in them; 


and the Blood do likewiſe ſtagnate in the 
ſubcutaneous ſanguine Arteries, which con- 
vey d Fluid to thoſe lymphatic Arteries, then 
thoſe Veſſels mortify, and grow cold in 
Conſequence of that Stagnation, and thoſe 
PETECHIAÆ become proportionally deep. 

10. It muſt be remembred, that, with 
theſe Excretions, there is a Mixture of thoſe 
febrific Particles, which are peculiar to the 
Species of the Fever produced by them. 

( 127. It is a Point of extreme Difhculty 
to give a certain Reaſon, why the Erup- 
tions in the Small-Pox has thoſe Appear- 


ances, 
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ances, which are obſerved in them; and 
why thoſe of the other eruptive Fevers have 
their peculiar, and different Appearances ; 
but very likely the true Reaſon may be this, 
Viz. That the febrific Particles of each 
different Hecies of theſe Fevers, are in their 
Texture, and Figuration, ſpecifically different 
from each other; each Sort being ſui gene- 
71s, and having Properties peculiar to them- 
ſelves ; and which, upon their Mixture with 
the animal Fluids, do uniformly produce in 
them their ſeveral Effects, in a greater, or 
leſſer Degree, according to the greater, or 
leſſer Quantity of ſuch Particles mixed with 
thoſe Fluids. 

( 128. Thus in the SMALL-Pox, the va- 
riolous Particles, according their own 
Nature, do ſo operate on the Blood, and 
Lymph, as that they carry with them thro' 
the excretory Ducts, and lodge between the 
Cutis, and Epidermis, ſuch Quantities of 
the Particles of Blood, and of Lymph, as 
elevate the Epidermis, and ſuch Proporti- 
ons of Blood with the Lymph, as render the 
PUSTULES inflammatory, and ſuppurative. 
The gencral curative Indications in this 
Diſtemper oblige us to comminute the vari- 
olous 
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olous Particles, and render them fit to paſs 
eaſily thro” the excretory Ducts, and, by pro- 
per Medicines, to remove thoſe incidental 
Symptoms, which would hinder their being 
excreted. 

( 129. Thus likewiſe in the MEASLEs, the 
morbillous Particles, being ſus generis, do 
ſo act upon the animal Fluids, that a leſs 
Proportion of the Particles of Blood are 
diſcharged, with a thinner Lymph, between 
the Cutis, and Epidermis, than in the laſt- 
mentioned Caſe, G 128. on which Account 
the Puſtules do not ſuppurate, but grow dry, 
as the excreted Lymph evaporates from them. 
(Vid. F126. No 5.) The curative Indica- 
tions here are much the ſame as in the 
Small-Pox. 

( 130. Thus alſo in Enys1PEL ATOUS 
FEveRs, the febrific Parts, according to 
their peculiar Quality, do ſo act upon the 
animal Fluids, as to make the Matter ex- 
creted (to the external Srperficies of the 
Body) to conſiſt of fewer Particles of red 
Blood, and a greater Proportion of a falinc 


Lymph. The ſame curative Indications, 


{ 128. are ſtill to be regarded, but with the 
Addition 
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Addition of ſuch Medicines as may alter the 
ſaline Quality of the Lymph. 

( 131. In ScarLET FEveRs, the febrific 
Particles do ſo act upon the Blood, as to 
raiſe that Efferveſcence, which forces ſome, 
Particles of it thro the lymphatic Arteries 
to the Endings of them under the Epider- 
mig; and therefore this Symptom requires 
ſuch Refrigerants, and Attenuants as will a- 
bate that Eferveſcence, and render the mor- 

_— 
bid Particles minute enough to pals out of 
the Body thro' the excretory Veſſels, and thruſt 
off thoſe red Particles, which adhere to the 

7 | Endings of the excretory Duas under the 

Epidermis, and give the ſcarlet Colour. 

\F 132. In MiLLiary Fevess the febr;- 
fic Particles do ſo act on the Blood, and 
Lymph, as to carry with them (to the Su- 
perficies of the Body) only ſuch {mall Pro- 
portions of them, as do but a little elevate 
the Epidermis, and form very tmal! Puſtules. 
The curative Indications arc: the tame in this 
Diſtemper, as in the S$;z2//-Pox, N 128. and 
Meaſlos, Q 129. 

N ( 133. In PETECHTAL FEVERS, the febri- 

, fic Particles do ſo act on the Fluide, and 
| Solide, as to occation Particles ol red Blood

to pervade thro the Iymphatic ſubcutaneous 
Arteries to their Endings, and ſometimes to 
ſtagnate in them, and ſometimes alſo in 
thoſe capillary ſanguine Arteries, which 
ſupply them. The febrific Particles in this 
Sort of Feyers ſeem to have a very acrid, 
or corroſive Quality; and the curative Indi- 
cation leads us to preſcribe ſuch Medicines 
as may deſtroy any acrid, or corroſive Qua- 
lity in the animal Fluids. 

(134. I do not pretend to deſcribe the 
different Modification, or Texture of the 
different Sorts of febrific Particles; nor to 
enquire where they had their Formation ; 
whether in, or out of the Body. The Know- 
ledge of theſe Things is not neceſſary to the 
Cure of the Sick : But it is a Matter of 
great Importance for us to obſerve their Ef- 
fects in humane Bodies; and to find out 
Remedies, that, with the Bleſſing of God, 


will free our Patients from their Fevers; 


and ſince we know, that the Fluid in the 
ſanguine Veſſels is red, and that the Liquid 
in the lymphatic Veſſels has the Appearance 
of a watery Fluid, we have Reaſon to con- 
clude, when Matter excreted from them has 
a reddiſh Appearance, tnat Particles of the 

red 
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red Fluid, or Blood, have been excreted with 
Particles of Lymph ; and that the Propor- 
tion of the Particles of red Blood in the 
Matter excreted is more or leſs, as the Co- 
lour of it is more, or leſs red: And ſo 
when we ſec a Redneſs under the Epider- 
mis without any Elevation of it, we may 
infer, that Particles of rcd Blood have becn 
propell'd to the Extremities of the ſubcu- 
tancous excretory Ducts, and adhere to 
them. 

( 135. 5. As to HEMORRHAGES, which 
are another Kind of incidental febrile Eva- 
cuations, their Cauſes, and Srgnifications, 
and the curative Indications to be deduced 
from them, may be caſily underſtood from 
what has been obſerved concerning them, 
in my Treatiſe of the Small-Pox. Part 1. 
9243, ad 246, Part2.{ 629, 630, 650, 
655, 656. 

9136. I ſhall in the next place conſider

(137. * laſt Claſs of febrile Symp- 


toms includes, 1. CoLp- 
NESS. 2. SHAKING. 3. HEAT. 4. THirsT. 
5. DELIRIUM. 6. WATCHFULNESS. 
7. SLEEP EXCESSIVE. 8. RESTLESSNESS, 
9. WEAKNEss. And 10. CONVULSIONS. 


Concerning which, it is of great Impor- 


tance for us to know their Cauſes, Significa- 
tions, and thoſe curative Indications, which 
ought to be inferred from them. I ſhall 
take ſome Notice of each of them in the 
Order I have mentioned them. 

( 138. 1. That CorLpNntss, which hap- 


rens unto Perions in the Beginning of Fe- 
vers, 
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vers, is occaſioned by an Ob/?rut7ion of the 
Motion of the Blood thro' the capillary 
ſanguine Artcrics, and by a diminiſhed In- 
flux of nervous Liquid from the Cereve/- 
lum to the Heart. Hence it is, that the 
Dilatations, and Contractions of the Heart 
are leſs than in Time of Health ; and that 
the Pulſe is much weaker, and ſſoer, than 
it ought to be. The Influx of nervous Li- 
quid to the Heart may be leſſened by a 
Compreſſion of the Nerves ; which Com- 
preſſion is made by the Dilatation of the 
ſanguine Arteries, occaſioned by a too great 
Thickneſs of the Blood, or its having Par- 
ticles in it too bulky for an eaſy Circula- 
tion. | 

F 139. The curative Indication therefore 
obliges us to preſcribe ſuch D;//olvents and 
Attenuants as may render the Blood in- 
ner, and more caly to flow thro' the capil- 
lary Veſſels; and as will not increaſe that 
febrile Heat, which naturally follows a fe- 
brile Coldneſs. Dr. Boerhaave to this Pur- 
poſe very judiciouſly recommends nitrated 
Water, mixcd with a little Wine, and ſweet- 
ned with Honcy, (Aphor. & 625.) Diluting 
Liquids at this Time ſhould be drank hor. 


LI Gentle 
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Gentle Friction, or fomenting the Parts with 
a nitrous Liquor made pretty warm, may 
.alſo be of Service: But it ſcarcely ever 

happens that a Phyſician is called to a Pati- 

ent in the very Beginning of his Sickneſs, 
or While he is under this Symptom. 

140. 2. That SHAKING, or SHIVERING, 
which happens to Perſons in the Beginning 
of Feycrs, and during the Coldnefs, reſults 
from the frequent, or quick Interruptions 
of the Influx of nervous Liquid into the 
Muſcles, occaſioned by irregular Compreſ- 
ſions of the Nerves, by Means of the ob- 


ſtructed, and dilated ſanguine Arteries. The 


curative Indication here is the ſame as in 

the foregoing Symptom, ( 138, 139. 
(141. 3. That Heat, which happens 
to Perſons under Fevers, and is greater than 
in Time of Health, is produced by a greater 
Friction of the red Globulcs of the Blood; 
and that greater Friction of them is occa- 
ſioned by quicker, and ſtronger Contracti- 
ons of the Heart, propelling the Blood with 
greater Force thro' the pulmonary Artery, 
the Aorta, and all the Branches that go from 
it: So that both the protruſive, and inteſtine 
Motion of the Blood is increaſed. How 
the 
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the Contractions of the Heart become. 
quicker than in Time of Health, may be 
underſtood from what has been ſaid con- 
concerning a quick Pulſe, 10. And how 
it happens that they grow ſtronger may be 
apprehended, from what has been obſerved 
concerning the full Pulſe, F 13. and the 
ſtrong Pulſe, ( 17. 

9142. It is very manifeſt, that quicker, 
and larger Influxes of Liquid from the Ce- 
|  rebellum into the Nerves of the Heart will 
produce quicker, and ſtronger Contractions 
' of the Heart, and thereby augment the 

Motions, and Heat of the Blood, and pro- 
mote all the morbid Effects that naturally 
follow ſuch an Augmentation. And it is 
| likewiſe evident, that the Increaſe of the 
Motion of the Blood occaſions a greater 
Flowing of it to the Brain; and conſequent- 
| ly the Secreting a larger Quantity of nervous 
| Liquid, and ſo may occaſion quicker, and 
| larger Influxcs of Liquid from the Cerebel- 
| lum into the Nerves of the Heart. But it 
is difficult to determine what is the primum 
4 Mobile in this circular Courſe of Things. 

1 9143. This Symptom (5G 141.) ſignifies 
that the animal Fluids are too thick, that is, 
I 3 they 
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they are viſcous and glutinous ; or have Par- 
ticles in them too bulky for an caſy Circu- 
lation thro' the Veſſels: Becauſe Exceſs of 
Heat inſpiſſates the Fluids, or makes ſome 
Parts of them to unite, and cohere, and 
form Particles too buiky for an eaſy Circu- 
lation. Here let me obſerve, that the more 
intenſe we find the febrile Heat to be, we 
may conclude, that the more thick, or viſ- 
cid, the animal Fluids arc, or will be; or elſe, 
that there is a greater Quantity of morbid 
Particlcs too bulky to paſs off thro' the ex- 
cretory Paflages. In theſe Caſcs the cura- 
tive Indication obliges us to preſcribe thoſe 
refrigerating Diſſolvents, which may abate 
the Motion, and Heat of the Blood, and 
render the Fluids thinner. The Importance 
of purſuing this Intention muſt appear with 
Conviction unto thoſe, who conſider how 
the Exceſs of fcbrile Heat thickens the ani- 
mal Fluids, both by making many Parts of 
them to unite, and cohcrez and alſo by 
evaporating the thinner Parts of them. 

( 144. It deſerves Notice, that in Fevers, 
where the Motions of the Blood are not 
much increaſed, the febrile Heat is not much 


greater 
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greater than in Time of Health; and thus 
it is in many putrid Fevers. 

(145. 4. That TnIRST, which hap- 
pens to Perſons under Fevers, ſeems to be 
occaſioned in the following Manner, vig. 
That the febrile Heat, evaporating the thin- 
ner Parts of the Lymph, leaves the ſaline 
Particles in a Manner dry, and undiluted ; 
whence it happens, that they adhere to the 
Sides of their Veſſels, ſtimulate the Nerves, 
and excite that uneaſy Senſation we call 
Thirſt. The curative Indication in this Caſe 
leads us to preſcribe ſuch Medicines, and 
to adviſe our Patient to drink largely of 
ſuch attenuating, and d:luting Liquors, as 
are ſuitable to his Diſtemper, all Circum- 
ſtances conſidered, and as may diſſolve the 
ſaline Particles; and to direct ſuch Garga- 
riſms as may anſwer the ſame Intentions. 

( 146. 5. That DteriRIUM, which does 
ſometimes attend Fevers, as to its Cauſes, 
 Signification, and proper Method of Cure, 
may be underſtood by what I have obſerved 
in my Treatiſe of the Small-Pox. Part 1. 
(153, ad 161. 

(147. 6. WATCHFULNEssS, or a Diſin- 
clination to Sleep, is another Symptom 

I 4 ſometimes 
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ſometimes affliting Perſons under Fevers; 
the Cauſes of which, and the curative In- 
dications, and the Method of Cure are ſuf- 
ficiently hinted in my Treatiſe of the Small- 
Pox. Part 1. ( 141, ad 144. 

( 148. 7. SLEEP exceſſive is another 
febrile Symptom, which I have conſidered 
in the ſame Treatiſe. Part 1. ( 145, ad 
152. and therefore ſhall take no further No- 
tice of it here. 

( 149. 8. RESTLEsSSNEss, or a frequent 
toſſing about, or changing the Poſture of 
the Body, drawing up and then extending 
the Limbs, and ſhifting from Place to Place, 
is a Symptom ſhewing, that the Patient is 
not like to recover. For in Fact, when ſuch 
Perſons, in the Progreſs of Fevers, fall into 
this Way, they ſeldom do recover. This 


Symptom diſcovers to us, that there is an 


Abundance of febrific Particles; and that 
they are not only unfit to paſs off thro the 
the excretory Ducts, but remain intimately 
mixed with the animal Fluids, and in a 
Manner univerſally affect the Nerves, and 


adhering to the Extremities of them, do

produce thoſe uneaſy Senſations, which 
Excite the Patient to reſtleſs Motions, 


as 


a”

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as a Means of getting free from his gene- 
ral Uneaſineſs. And this State of the Caſe 
may convince us of the Propriety, and Ne- 
ceſſity of adviſing thoſe Medicines, and out- 
ward Applications, which may attenuate 
the Fluids, and comminute the morbid Par- 
ticles ſmall enough to paſs off thro' the ex- 
cretory Ducts. 

(150. 9. That WEArness, which fol- 


lows the Progreſs of acute Fevers, is another 


Symptom to be taken Notice of ; and com- 
monly it reſults from deficient Influxes of 
nervous Liquid into the Muſcles. It may 
indeed be occaſioned either by a Compreſ- 
ſion of the Nerves from a Dilatation of 
their circumadjacent Veſſels, or from an 
Obſtruction of the Nerves : But when this 
Symptom happens after the Patient has 
been long labouring under his Diſtemper, 
the moſt frequent Cauſe of it is a Deficiency 
in the Quantity of nervous Liquid ſecreted 
by the Brain; and inſufficient Supplies of it 
ro the Muſcles. The curative Indication 
here is the ſame with that, which directs 
our Conduct in Reference to thoſe Con- 
vulſiuns, which reſults from the like Defi- 
ciency. Vid. my Treatiſe of the Small-Pox, 
Part 1. { 407. 


(151. 
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(151. 10. ConNvULSIONS are another 
febrile Symptom; but as I have largely con- 
ſidered this in my Treatiſe of the Small. 
Pox. Part 1. ( 387, ad 418. I muſt refer 
my Reader thither. |

Containing a Deſcription of Fevers, 
and a Diſtribution of them into 
proper general Claſſes, with an 
Account of CaTarrnous DiskAsEs, 
as to their Cauſes, curative Indi- 
cations, and rational Methods of 


curing them. 


9132. II. HE next Part of my De- 


ſign, in theſe Papers, is 
to conſider the Nature, or Quality of the 
different Species of FEvERs, which do 
moſt frequently happen, and which are com- 
prchended in the general Claſſes. 

(153. I do not propoſe a Treatiſe of 
thoſe Fevers, I may take Notice of ; that 
being an Undertaking too large for one 
Book, and not neceſſary to my preſent Pur- 
poſe; and therefore I ſhall content myſelf 
with only mentioning ſome Remarks, which 
naturally ariſe from conſidering the State 
of Things in human Bodies, undcr theſe 
acute

acute Diſtempers, and ſome of the Obſer- 
vations, which have occur'd to me in the 
Courſe of my Practice; and which confirm 
thoſe Principles, which have been deduced 
from the Structure, and Oeconomy of hu- 
man Bodies; and from the Cauſes of Fe- 
vers, aud the State of the Fluids, and So- 
lids,” under the different general Claſſes of 
them, conſidered in my Book of Rational 
Methods of Curing Fevers; and from the 
Cauſes and Significations of the febrile 
Symptoms, which have been declared in the 
foregoing Sections of this Book. 
9154. A Fever, Tvpers; from t, ignis, 
Fire, is an acute Diſtemper, in which ſome 
Symptoms reſemble the Effects of Fire. 
This Deſcription not only includes thoſe 
Fevers, which are known by the increaſed 
Velocity of the Pulſe, and great Heat of 
the Body, but alſo thoſe in which the Pulſe 
is not diſcernably quicker, or ſtronger than 
in Time of Health; and in which the 
external Heat is rather leſs, but which 
acute Diſtempers may be called Fevers ; 
becauſe they have ſome other Symptoms 
reſembling the Effects of Fire; parti- 
cularly the *Drzneſs, and Blackneſs of the 
Tongue; 
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Tongue; which Symptoms ſhew a Cau- 
ſtic, or burning Quality to be in ſome Par- 
ticles, that are mixed with the animal Flu- 
ids; for the Extremities of thoſe capillary 
Veſſels, which make the Superficies of the 
Tongue, are, as it were burnt. Similar 
Effects, tho not to the ſame Degree, may 
happen in the lymphatic excretory Glan- 
dules in other Parts of the Body: corroding 
and cauſtic Particles in the animal Fluids, 
A comminuting, and deſtroying the Texture 
of their component Parts, may occaſion an 
augmented Evacuation of Lymph, and render 
the Glands and Veſſels in ſome Parts of the 
Body proportionally dricr than in Time of 
Health; and ſometimes eat thro' the Sides of 
the Veſſels, and produce Hemorrhages. 

( 155. FeveRs, according to my Notion 
of them, may be diſtributed into four Se⸗ 
neral Claſſes, vi ⁊. 

1. Thoſe FEVERS, which are produced by a 
too great Thickneſs of the animal Fluids ; the 
Cauſes of which gre thoſe Things, which in- 
ſpiſſate the Blood, and Lymph, e. g Exceſs of 

Heat ; violent Exerciſe ; want of Strength in 
the Action of the Heart, and Arterics, folfici. 
entiy 
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ently to comminute the ſeyeral Parts of the 
Blood; whence it becomes too thick, Cc. 
2. Thoſe FE ERS, which are occaſioned by 
the animal Fluids having Particles in them 
tbo bulky for ati caſy Circulation, and Excre- 
tion. This Scems to be the Caſe in the 
Beginning of moſt eruptive Fevers; I ſay in 
the Beginning of them, becauſe, in their 
Progreſs, the Exceſs of the febrile Heat be- 
comes a conjunct Cauſe of inſpiſſating the 
animal Fluids. But in the Beginning of 
eruptive Fevers, the ſpecific Particles, con- 
ſtituting this, or that Sort of puſtulary Fe- 
vers, by attracting, or being attracted by 
ſome Parts of the Blood, do form Particles 
too bulky for an caſy Circulation, and Ex- 
cretion ; and thus bring on the Fever. 

3. Thoſe FE vERS, which reſult from l. 
vent Cauſes,that are not acrimonious; ſuch as 
arc the Particles of Watcr diffuſed in a warm 
Air. (Vid. Rational Methods of curing Fe- 
vers, ( 263, ad 270. and g 294.) 

4. Thoſe FEVERs, whoſe diſſolvent Cauſes 
are acrid, or corroſive Particles. Vid. Rational 
Methods of curing Fevers, ( 270, 276, 297. 

( 156. Here I would obſerve, 1. That as 
Particlcs in the Blood too bulky for an caſy 

Circulation 
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Circulation do render it thicker in Propor- 
tion to the Number of ſuch Particles; and 
as the curative Indications in Fevers of the 
two firſt general Claſſes, (G 155.) are much 
the ſame; and as the Medicines, which are 
proper, and effectual for curing Fevers of 
the firſt general Claſs, are equally proper 
and effectual in curing Fevers of the ſe- 
cond; ſo we may reduce thoſe two into one 
Claſs, and call them FEVERS from inſpiſ- 
ſating Cauſes. 2. That as the Blood of Per- 
ſons under the third, and fourth general 
Claſſes, (G 155.) have acrid Particles; and 
as their curative Indications are the ſame; 
7 and as they arc cured by the ſame Sorts of 
Remedics. (Vid. Rational Methods of cu- 
ring Fe vers, g 330, ad 345. and 5355, ad 
359.) So we may comprehend theſe two 
| Claſſes under one general Tribe, and call 
them Fevers from diſſoluent Cauſes; and 
; as there are Fevers which reſult partly from 
a too great Thickneſs of the Blood, and 
partly from acrid diſſolvent Particles; ſo we 
may makc a third general Claſs, and call 
them complex Fevers. 
( 157. I propoſe therefore to conſider 
theſe 
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theſe acute Diſtempers in the following Me- 
thod and Order, viz. 

I. FeveRs from inſpiſſating Cauſes. 

II. Fevers from diſſolvent, and attenu- 
ating Cauſes. | 

III. FevEeRs complex; reſulting partly 
from inſpiſſating, and partly from diſſolvent 
Cauſes. 

C158. I. The firſt Claſs to be conſidered, 
includes all Fevers produced by inſpiſſating 
Cauſes. This Claſs muſt be divided into 
thoſe common Species, which it contains. 
But before I enter upon that Diſtribution, I 
would take a little Notice of Ca TrARRHñOUS 
Disk Asks, as to their Cauſes, and rational 
Methods of curing them ; becauſe a right 
Knowledge of theſe may give ſome Light 
into the Theory of many Fevers. 

( 159. Icall that a CararRnovs Dist ASE, 
in which any of the glandular Secretions, 
or Excretions are augmented beyond that 
Quantity, which is uſual in Time of Health. 
Such is the Caſe, when upon taking Cold, 
(as we expreſs the moſt frequent Occaſion 


of theſe Diſorders) there follows a Defluxion 


of lymphatic Humours upon the Aſpera 
Arteria, and a Cough conſequent there- 


upon 3 
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upon; and ſo, when there is a Diſcharge 
of the like Humours from the Glandule 
lachrymales, and Glands of the Noſe; and 
likewiſe when the Excretion from the in- 
teſtinal Glands is augmented to the Produc- 
tion of a Diarrhæa; and alſo when the 
Quantity of Urine is increaſed beyond its 
uſual Meaſure. 

( 160. CaTAaRRHOUS DISEASES moſt com- 
monly are Effects of ſome Diminution of 
; the Excretion by inſenſible Perſpiration. For 
when the perſpiratory Ducts are in ſuch a 
Meaſure obſtructed, as that the perſpirable 
Matter (which could not paſs off in its uſual 
Way) is ſufficient, in Quantity, ſenſibly to 
augment ſome other Excretion, it often 
| happens that ſome other Excretion is ſen- 
ſibly augmented ; and if this is not the Caſe, 
2 Fever of one Kind or other will be the 
f Conſequence of ſuch a Diminution : And 
| it is eaſy to apprehend how an Abatement 
of the Diſcharges by inſenſible Perſpiration, 
ſhould occaſion an Increaſe of other Evacu- 
ations. | 

(161. Here I deſire it may be remem- 
bred, that the moſt uſual Cauſes of a Dimi- 
nution of Excretion thro the perſpiratory 

K Ducts, 
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Dus, are either a * or a moiſt Air; the 
former by cloſing the Pores of the Epider- 
mis, and conſtringing the capillary ſubcu- 


taneous ſanguine, and lymphatic Arteries, 
abates the Force of the Circulation in thoſe. 


Veſſels, and leſſens their Diameter, and con- 
ſequently diminiſhes the uſual Diſcharges 


thro them. The latter Cauſe, vig. The 


aqueous Particles in a moiſt Air (either by 
paſſing thro the Pores of the Epidermis in- 
to the Cavities of the perſpiratory Ducts, or 
into the Vaſa inhalantia adjacent, and oc- 
caſioning a Compreſſion of them) do leſſen 
the Excretion by inſenſible Perſpiration. 
Thus it happens in Bodies, where the 
Strength of the Blood, and Force of the 
Action of the Heart, and ſanguine Arteries, 
is not ſufficient to reſiſt and overcome the 
Impreſſion of the Cauſes aſſigned: And 
the 1 why ſome Perſons catch Cold, 
(as we phraſe it) and fall under Catarrhous 
Diſeaſes from a cold, or moiſt Air, when 
others do not, I take to be this, vig. That 
the Blood is poor, and the Action of the 
Heart, and Arteries not ſufficiently ſtrong, 
in thoſe that catch Cold, but are in a more 
duc State in thoſe who remain in Health, 

: Let 
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Let me add, chat Catarrhous Diſeaſes may 
poſſibly happen, when there is neither ſuf- 
ficient Coldneſs, or Moiſture in the Air to 
produce them. For in Bodies where the 
Action of the Heart, and Arteries is not 
ſtrong enough ſufficiently to comminute the 
Parts of the Blood, the Humours which 
ſhould paſs off thro the perſpiratory DuQs» 
may become too thick for that Way of Ex- 
cretion; and therefore may be evacuated 
by thoſe Glandules, whoſe Veſſels are more 
eaſily dilated, than thoſe ſituated in the ex- 
terior Superficies of the Body. This may 
be the Caſe in ſome Bodies afflicted with 
Catarrhs, and Coughs. 


( 162. We may very juſtly infer the fol- 


lowing Corollaries from what has been ob- 
ſerved, (F 161.) vis. 

Corol. 1. That the rational Method for 
curing Catarrhous Diſeaſes, is to give ſuch 
Medicines as attenuate the animal Fluids, 
and increaſe the Force of the Action of the 
Heart, and ſanguine Arteries. Thus ſhould 
we endeavour 'to recover the Excretion by 
inſenſible Perſpiration to its juſt Mcaſure. 
This will be like laying the Ax to the Root 
of a Tree that ſhould be taken away; and 
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as the accompliſhing this Intention is remo- 
ving the Cauſe of theſe Diſeaſes, ſo it is 


the effectual Cure of them. 


Corol. 2. That the proper Way to pre- 
ſerve Perſons from falling under ſuch Diſ- 
orders, (who are very apt to take Cold on 
any ſlight Occaſion) is by proper Mcdicines 
to maintain the Blood in its natural Thin- 
neſs, and the Action of the Heart, and Ar- 
teries in its due Force. This is the moſt 
likely Courſe to enable the animal Organs 
to reſiſt, and overcome the Impreſſions of 
Air that is cither too cold, or too moiſt ; 
and to keep up the Excretion by inſenſible 
Perſpiration to its healthful Quantity. 

( 163. Correſpondent to this Theory has 
been my Manner of Practice with Patients 
complaining of Coughs, Defiuttions of 
Rheum, Cc. or of being ſubjet to them; 
and with a Succeſs fully anſwering my 
Wiſhes. I do not bleed unleſs there be a 
ſanguine Plethora, or ſome very urgent 
Symptom rendering it neceſſary to prevent 
a greater Miſchief ; and make bur little 
Uſe of common pectoral Remedies, unleſs 
as palliative Helps; but adviſe that Regimen, 
and preſcribe thoſe Medicines which arc 
likely 
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likely to attenuate the Fluids, and thereby 
promote inſenſible Perſpiration. This Courſe, 
in my Apprehenſion, has the greateſt Pro- 
bability of preventing Conſumpt ions, and 
other Diſtempers, which do ſo frequently 
follow Catarrhous Diſorders, that are yp 
leted, or not rightly managed. 

( 164. As the extraordinary glandular 
Diſcharges, which are made in Catarrhous 
Diſeaſes, are a Sort of vicarious Evacuations, 
commonly happening upon a Diminution 
of the Excretion by inſenſible Perſpiration; 
ſo they lead us to conſider this Claſs of Diſ- 
eaſes, as Vicarious; becauſe if theſe did 
not occur on a conſiderable Abatement of 
inſenſible Perſpiration, Fevers of one Sort, 
or another, and much more dangerous to 
the Patients, would certainly befall them. 
The principal Thing, therefore, to be en- 
deavoured, is to recover the Excretion by 
inſenſible Perſpiration to its healthful Stand- 
ard, and this being accompliſhed, Catarrh- 
ous Diſcaſes in Conſequence thereof do com- 
monly ceaſe. | 

'( 165. When 1 conſider the Cauſes of 
Catarrhous Diſeaſes, and that the rational 
Methods of curing them is to remove the 

K 3 Cauſe 
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Cauſe which produced them, my Thoughts 
are lead to ſuch Medicines as attenuate the 
Fluids, and increaſe the Force of the Ac- 
tion of the Heart, and Arteries ; 3 ſuch as 
Balſamum Capivi, Sal Martis, Flores Sul- 
_phuris, Antimonium diaphoreticum, Mille- 
pedes, Crocus, Caſtoreum Ruſſiæ, Terra 74 
ponica, Bolus Armenige, Lignum Guaja- 
cum, Liguum Saſſafras, Balſamum Peru- 
vianum, Tolutanum, Mel, Syrupus Bacca- 
rum Sambucini, Cremor Tartari, Sal Pru- 
nellæ, Gas Sulphuris, Radix Serpents: 
rig, Lapis Contrayerue, Syrupus Balſa- 
micus, and ſuch like; out of which I com; 
| pound attenuating Medicines of a temperate 
Quality, or refrigerating more or leſs; or 
Alexipharmic and warming, more or leſs; 
as beſt ſuits the Conſtitution, and Circum- 
ſtances of my Patients : But my Manner of 
Practice, for curing theſe Diſeaſes, I ſhall ex- 
emplify, when I come to give an hiſtorical 
Account of ſome of the Caſes, which have 
been under my Direction, and Manage- 
ment.

( 167. I ſhall take Notice of theſe in the 
Order they are mentioned, and therefore 
begin with the 

I. INTERMITTING FEVERS, Which may 
be diſtributed into the following Sorts, vi⁊.

2. Tertians. 

3. Quotzdians. 

4. Anomalous. 
9168. r. QUARTANS, Theſe I ſhall 
conſider in the firſt Place, as being moſt re- 
mote from continual Feyers. 
$169. A QuarTAR, is that "ER which 
comes twice in every four Days, reckoning 
a Feyer Day for the firſt of any four, and 
has an Intermiſſion of two Days between 
the febrile Paroxyſms. Sometimes there 
happen three Fits of the Fever within the 
Space of four Days, and but one Day's In- 
termiſſion; and then it is called a double 
Quart an. 
( 170. Here I muſt obſerve, that the ge- 
neral Cauſe of all Intermitting Fevers ſeems 
to be viſcid Humours in the Blood, which, 
while they continue circulating with it, do 
aſſimilate. divers Particles of it into their 
own Quality ; and when the Aſlimilation 
comes to a certain Degree, it produces a fe- 
brile Fit, 

( 171, I have mentioned, in my Treatiſe of 
the Small-Pox, Part 1. 5 499. as a Reaſon, why 
the febrile Paroxyſm, in ſome Intermittents, 


return 
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return once in twenty- four Hours; in others 
once in two Days; and again, in others but 
once in three Days; that there is a greater 
Quantity of viſcid Humours in the Blood 
of Perſons under Q#ot:dians, than in the 

Blood of Perſons afflicted with Tertians ; 
and a greater Quantity of them in the Blood 
of Perſons troubled with Tertians, than in 
the Blood of thoſe that have Quartans; and 
that the Aſſimilation of the Parts of the 
Blood into a viſcid Quality is quicker in 
Perſons that have Quotidiant, than in Per- 
ſons that have Tertians ; and quicker in 
thoſe that have Tertian, than in thoſe 
that have Quartan Agues. This Rea- 
ſon ſtill appears unto me to be true; but 
on further Conſideration it does not ſeem 
to be the only one : For if it was, why are 
Quartans cured with more Eaſe than Ter- 
tians ? This Queſtion occurring to my 
Thoughts, led me to conſider the Matter a 
little further; and to apprehend, that there 
are various Sorts of viſcid Humours, whoſe 
Particles cohere with different Degrees of 
Tenacity : And that as in one Sort of them 
the Coheſion of the viſcid Particles may be 
much ſtronger than in others ; ſo the Par- 
ticles of ſuch a viſcid Humour may be ſlower 
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in their Operation, and longer in aſſimila- 
ting ſo many Parts of the Blood into their 
own Kind, as are neceſſary to produce the 
Fit of a Fever. And we may eaſily under- 
ſtand, that the more firmly the Particles of 
a viicid Humour cohere together, the more 
difficult it muſt be by Medicines, to diſſolve 
their Union; and ſufficiently to attenuate 
the Blood that has them. 

( 172. The Conſideration of what has 
been obſerved, F 171. may lead us to ap- 
prehend the Reaſon, why in Quartan Agues 
there are ſuch long Intermiſſions; and why 
the Cure of them is ſo difficult; but give 
us Reaſon to imagine, that a double Quar- 
tan may more caſily be cured than a ſingle. 

0 173. That INTERMITTING FEVERS, in 
general, do ariſe from viſcid Humours, may 
be inferd from the known Qualitics of 
thoſe Medicines by which they are cured, 
vis. Attenuating in one Way, or other. 
Such a Quality have all the volatile, alca- 
lous Spirits, and all the Salts of Vegetables ; 
as likewiſe the following Things, viz. Ra- 
dix Bardanæ majoris, Radix Gentianæ, 
Radix Tormentille, Radix Pentaphylli, 
Cortex Peruvianus, Cortex Elentherii, Flo- 
res 


i 
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res Sulphuris, Sal Martis, and many other 
Drugs, which have been found effectual for 
the Cure of Intermitting Fevers, when given, 
during the Intermiſſions, in proper Doſes, 
and ſufficiently diluted with aqueous Liquors 
tho' their Mode of A the animal 
Fluids be different. 

9174. It deſerves Notice, chat in + Perſons 
afflicted with Intermitting Feyers, the Action 
of the Heart, and Arteries, in the Intermiſ- 
fions, is commonly leſs ſtrong than it ought 


to be; which may be infer d from their 


Pulſe being then weaker than in the Time 
of perfect Health. 8 

( 175. From what has been ſaid, G 170, 
ad 174, it appears, that the curative Indi- 
cations oblige Phyſicians to preſcribe for 
Patients under Quartan Intermittents, thoſe 
Medicines, which may diſſolve, and attc- 
nuate the viſcid Humours, that are mixed 
with the Blood; and ſtrengthen the Action 
of the Heart, and Arteries; and that the 
fitteſt Opportunities for endeavouring theſe 
Things, are the Times of Intermiſſion. But 
Bleeding muſt not be admitted, for Reaſons 
I have already aſſigned. Vid. Rational Me- 
thods of curing Fevers, ( 317, 318, 326, 
356, 447, 550, Ne 1. $428. 

(176, 
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176. 2. TERTIAN INTERMITTENTS are 
thoſe Fevers, which return every other Day, 
or which comes once in every three Days, 
reckoning an latermiſſion Day for the firſt 
of any three. 

( 177. The Cauſe of this Species, F 176. 
ſeems to be viſcid Humours, as in the for- 
mer Sort, g 171, 173, only with this Diffe- 
rence, that the Particles of the viſcid Hu- 
mours do not in theſe cohere ſo tenaci- 
ouſly as in thoſe; but are quicker in aſſimi- 
lating Parts of the animal Fluids into their 
own Quality. 

(178. The curative Indication here is the 
fame as in Quartens, g 175. and Methods 
of curing theſe Intermittents I ſhall exem- 
plify in their proper Places among my Hi- 
ſtories of Caſes. 

( 179. 3. QUOTIDIAN INTERMITTENTS 
are thoſe Feyers, which return once in eve- 
ry twenty-four Hours. There is a great Va- 
riety of theſe : Some have two Fever Fits in 
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every twenty-four Hours, and ſome more: 


Some ſhall have the Fever-Fit twelve Hours, 
and the Intermiſſion twelve Hours: Others 
have the Fever-Fits longer, and the Inter- 


miſſions ſhorter, « et Vice versa; and I have 


known 
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known in ſome double, and treble Quoti- 
dians, that there have not been two Hours 
Intermiſſion at a Time, in the Space of a 
natural Day. There is likewiſe a vaſt Va- 
ricty of different Symptoms attending theſe 
Feyers in different Perſons, and in different 
Years. 

F 180. Intermittents of this Tribe are by 
much the moſt dangerous, as they approach 
the neareſt to Continual Fevers, and are 
apt to become ſuch, from rhe Abundance 
of viſcid Humours, wherewith the Blood of 
Perſons under them does abound. 

(181. The CURATIVE INDICATIONS are 
to attenuate the viſcid Humours by ſuitable 
Diſſolvents; and to ſtrengthen the Solids 
by proper Corroborants. 

( 182. Correſpondent to the curative In- 
dication, G 181, Medicines may be given 
to the Patient both during the febrile Pa- 
roxiſm, and in the Time of the Intermiſ- 
ſion : But the Medicines given while the Fe- 
ver is on him, muſt be different from thoſe, 
which may ſafely and properly be exhibited 
in the Intermiſſion. 

(183. Medicines which ſtimulate the So- 
| lids, and quicken the Pulſe, muſt not be 
given 
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given in the Time of the Fever; but tem- 
perate Diſſolvents, which are rather refri- 
gerating, than heating, may properly, and 
beneficially be adminiſtred ; and in the Time 
of the Intermiſſion, thoſe Things may be 
mixed with Diſſolvents, and given, which 
will increaſe the Force of the Action of the 
Heart, and Arteries, and ſtrengthen the 
Pulſe. 

( 184. BLEEDING is by no Means proper: 
becauſe, as there is ſcarcely eyera ſanguine 
Plethora, and not often the due Quantity 
of red Blood in Perſons afflicted with Inter- 
mitting Fevers, fo taking away Blood wea- 
kens the Action of the Heart, and Arterics ; 
and renders the Solids more feeble ; and con- 
ſequently hinders the Attenuation of the 
viſcid Humours, which is the very Thing we 
ought to aim at. | 

(185. PURGING is very improper : 
(vid. Rational Methods of Curing Fevers, 
(498. Corol. 2. 502. Ne 1.4 550. No 3.) be- 
cauſe the Thing wanted is not ſo much 
leſſening the Quantity of the Lymph, as al- 
tering the Quality of the Blood, and render- 
ing it thinner, But the Application of 

termi 
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Bliſtering Plaiſters in the Time of the In- 
termiſſion is often proper, and very ſervice- 
able in this Species of Fevers. 

F186. I will only add, that Quotidian 
Intermittents are generally the moſt fre- 
quent of any Kind of Fevers; and are at- 
tended with the greateſt Variety of Symp- 
toms. 

9187. 4. ANOMOLOUS INTERMITTENTS, 
I call thoſe Fevers, which come by Fits, and 
obſerve no regular Periods, or ſtated Times 
of coming, or going. This Sort often hap- 
pens to cathectic, and hydropic Perſons, 
who for ſome Days together are feveriſh at 
Times; and after a While for ſeveral Days, 
it may be, are free — all ſenſible febrile 
Symptoms. 

( 188. A CATHETIC 6 is 


produced by thoſe viſcid Humours in the 


Blood, which are peculiar to young Fe- 
males under, what are commonly called, 
Obſtructions. In ſuch Patients the Fluids 
are viſcous, the muſcular Fibres, and the 
Veſſels gencrally lax, and the Quantity of 
red Globules too little, and does not bear 
a due Proportion to the ſcrous Part of the 

Blood, 
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Blood. From this State of Things ariſe 
thoſe Symptoms, which occaſion us to ſay - 
of the Perſon under them, ſhe has a Ca- 
chexia; or, to uſe a vulgar Expreſſion, the 
Green Sickneſs. The Quickwtss of the 
Pulſe in ſuch Bodies ſeems to be owing to 
aa flow and languid Motion of the Blood 
thro many capillary Arteries, chiefly in the 
extetnal Superficies of the Body ; (occaſion- 
ed by the viſcid Quality of it) whence it 
happens, that the Motion of it becomes 
quicker in the larger Arteries, and in thoſe 
Capillaties, which are not conſtringed by 
the Preſſure of the circumambient Air. The 
CoLDN Ess of the Fleſb, which is common- 
ly obſerved in ſuch Perſons happens, be- 
"cauſe the red Globules are deficient in 
Quantity, and conſcquently leſs Friction in 
the Blood, and leſs vital Heat, than in Time 
of Health; and becauſe a leſs Quantity of 
nervous Liquid is ſecreted from the depau- 
perated Blood ; and becauſe that Fluid is not 
propell'd thro the ſubcutaneous Arteries 
with due Vigour, or in due Quantity. The 
- PALENEss of the Countenance in ſuch Per- 1 
ſons proceeds from the Want of a due 
Quantity of healthful Blood to be * | 
thro 
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thro the ſubcutancous Arteries. The Dir- 
FICULTY of Breathing, or Shortneſs of 
Breath, which on any Motion ſuch Patients 
are afflicted with, is occaſioned by the viſ- 


cous Quality of a weak Blood, and the Lax- 


ity of the Veſſels ; whence it happens, that, 


when by Means of any Exerciſe, the Blood, 


is impell'd into the ſanguine Veſſels of the 
Lungs faſter than uſual, the Lungs are un- 
able to contract themſelves, as in Time of 
Health; and are conſtrained to more fre- 


quent Dilatations, that ſo the greater Quan- 
tity of Blood impell'd into them, may have 


Room to paſs out of them: For when the 
Lungs are dilated, the paſſing of the Blood 
thro them is moſt caſy. The Loss oF 
APPETITE in ſuch Perſons, is owing to a 
deficient Secretion of that diſſolvent Hu- 
mour by the Glandules ſituated in the Mem- 
branes of the Stomach, which ſhould pro- 
duce the Senſe of Hunger, and contribute 
to the Digeſtion of the Aliment, The IR- 
REGULAR APPETITE, Which happens to 
ſome cochectic Perſons, may be owing to a 
morbid. Quality in the Juices ſecreted by the 
Glandules of the Stomach.

146 Of Intermitting Fevers. 


( 189. When the Viſcidity of the Blood 
in cachectic Bodies increaſes to a certain 
Degree, then a febrile Paroxyſm is the Con- 
ſequence ; and if the viſcid Humours have 
an aſſimilating Quality, than the febrile Pa- 
roxyſms return quicker, or ſlower, accord- 
ing to the Quantity, and Quality of the aſ- 
ſimilating viſcid Humours. 

F 190. The curative Indication very evi- 
dently leads us to endeavour three Things, 
Viz. 1. To diſſolve, and attenuate the viſ- 


cid Humours. 2. To remove the Laxity of 


the Veſſels. And, 3. To ſtrengthen the Ac- 
tion of the Heart, and Arteries. How theſe 
Intentions may be accompliſhed, I ſhall ſhew 
in its proper Place by Example. 

( 191. An HyYpRoPic INTERMITTENT 
happens, when the poor, watery Blood of 
Perſons in Dropſics becomes viſcous to a 
certain Degree, and owes its Riſe to that 


viſcid Quality of the Blood, which is occa- 


ſioned by a Deficiency in the Quantity of 
red Globules, (ſo neceſſary to maintain the 
vital Heat, and Strength) and in that Force 
of the Action of the Heart, and Arteries, 


Which is requiſite for a due Comminution 
of 
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of the component Parts of the animal 
Fluids. 

( 192. If we conſider the productive 
Cauſe of this Fever, and the Laxity of the 
Veſſels, and the State of the Viſcera in hy- 
dropic Patients, we ſhall ſce Reaſon to think, 
that the curative Indications are, 1. By pro- 
per Diſſolvents to deſtroy the viſcid Quality 
of the Blood. 2. By ſuitable Remedies to 
promote the Evacuation of any extravaſated, 
or ſtagnant Lymph. 3. To remove the Lax- 
ity of the Veſlels; and, 4. To recover the 
vital Strength of the Heart, and Arteries to 
its healthy Degree. 

( 193. Here I may obſerve, that nitrovs 
and chalybeate Salts, and the fixed Salts of 
Vegetables mixed with proper Corroborants 
arc in a ſpecial Manner ſuitable. But the 
Propriety of ſuch Medicines I propoſe to 
ſhew by Example in its proper Place. 

$ 194. II. REMITTING FE VERS are to 
be conſidered in the next Place. Theſe are 
ſuch in which the febrile Symptoms of Heat, 
Thirſt, &c. do ſenſibly abate, and increaſe 
by Turns. In ſome Perſons, the Remiſſions 
are greater, and in others lets; and in ſome 
they arc of a longer, in others cf a ſhorter 
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Duration : In ſome they happen periodical- 
ly, every Day about the ſame Hour. 

( 195. It deſerves Obſervation, that near 
the Acceſs of the Remiſſion, ſome ſenſible 
Excretion, or other, is augmented ; com- 
monly, either the Quantity of Urine is in- 
creaſed, or a Sweat happens ; which Eva- 
cuations ſenſibly abate again before the Aug- 
ment of the Fever; but if no ſenfible Eva- 
cuation is increaſed, we may then conclude, 
that inſtead thereof, there is an Increaſe of 
inſenſible Perſpiration. 

(196. The Reaſon of the Remiſſion, I 
take to be this, viz. That, by the Force of 
the animal Organs, the morbid Humours are, 
in ſome Meaſure, attenuated, or the febri- 
fic Particles in ſome conſiderable Meaſure 
comminuted, and evacuated : Whence fol- 
lows an Abatcment of the febrile Symp- 
toms; but that other of the viſcid or fe- 
brific Particles at the ſame Time by attract. 
ing, or being attratted by Particles of the 
animal Fluids do aſſimilate them into their 
own Quality and Bulk, and thereby produce 
an Incrcale of the Fever again. 
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( 197. If any ſhould ask, how it comes 
to paſs, that while ſome of the viſcid, or 


febrific Particles are comminut ing, and 


attenuating, (by Means of the Action 
of the Solids) others ſhould be mi- 
lating, and multiplying their Kind? I 
would anſwer, that the Reaſon hereof is 
pretty caſy to be apprchended, if we con- 
ſider, that the Quantity of the viſcid, or 
febrific Particles is always very great, in this 
Sort of Fevers; and that the morbid Par- 
ticles, while moving along the ſanguine 
and lymphatic Veins, may be af/imilating 
Parts of the animal Fluids into their own 
Quality and Bulk; and that they are only 
diſunited, and comminutcd, while they move 
thro' the Heart, the pulmonary Veſlels, and 
ſanguine Arteries, and the Veſlels compreſſed 
by the frequent Dilatations of theſe; and 
therefore, that altho' by a Diſunion, Commi- 
nution, and Evacuation, of ſome of the 
febrific Patticles, there happens an Abate- 
ment of the Fever, yet if the Nature of the 
viſcid, or febrific Particles be ſuch as quickly 
aſſimilates more Parts of the animal Fluids 
into their own Quality, an Increaſe of the 
Fever muſt ſoon happen again; unleſs, by 
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the Aſſiſtance of proper Remedies, the Tex- 
ture of theſe Particles be altered, and the 
Comminution of them (in thoſe Veſſels, in 
which they can only be comminuted by the 
Action of the animal Organs) be rendered 
faſter than the Aſſimilation, which is per- 
formed in the other Veſſels. 
( 198. Upon the Account of the pecu- 
liar Quality of the viſcid or febrific Particles 
in this Kind of Fevers, (they being quick 
in aſlimilating other Humours) it is that 
Perſons afflicted with them are in Danger 
of Death ; and ſuch is the Cauſe of Dan- 
ger in Continual Fevers; but in them the 
Danger is greater, as the febritic Cauſe is 
ſtronger. 
( 199. From what has been obſerved from 
( 194, ad 198. it is very evident, that the 
curative Indication is by ſuitable Diſſolvents, 
and Attcnuants, to reduce the animal Fluids 
to their natural Thinneſs; to diſunite, and 
comminute the Particles, which ought to be 
excreted, and thus to promote their Eyacu- 
ation; for when theſe Intentions are ob- 
tained, they will ſpontancoully paſs off ei- 
ther by Urine, or by Sweat, or by inſenſible 
Perſpiration, or partly by cach of theſe 
| Os Ways. 
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Ways. Vid. Rational Methods of Curing 
Fevers, d 308, ad 316. and 9 321. 

$ 200. I would obſerve, that in theſe Fe- 
vers, (which partake much of the Quality 
of Intermittents) yery often there is no ex- 
traordinary Rigidity of the Fibres, as there 
is in ardent, and inflammatory Fevers. 

$ 201. I muſt add, that I do not remem- 
ber any Perſons, who had a ſanguinc Ple- 
thora, afflicted with this Sort of Fever; and 
that Bleeding, and Purging, are generally 
very improper. I need not here mention 
the Reaſons, which evince their Improprie- 
ty in Feyers of this Tribe; but refer to Ra- 
tional Methods of curing Fevers, 310,311, 
317, 319. and Chap. XIII.

6 204. 1. ARDENT FEvERs are known 
to be ſuch by the extreme burning Heat of 
the Patient's Fleſh ; a quick, and ſtrong 
Pulſe; great Thirſt, and his Freedom from 
the Symptoms peculiar to inflammatory Fe- 
vers, G 215. : 

( 205. Theſe Fevers, (G 204.) are attend- 
ed with ſome, or other; more, or fewer 
of the following Symptoms, vig. Loath- 
ings, Vomitings, Anxiety, great Laſſitude, 
Reſtleſneſs, Drineſs, Roughneſs, or Black- 
neſs of the Tongue, great Drineſs of the 
Skin, Quickneſs, and Difficulty of Reſpi- 
ration, Cough, Delirium, Watchfulneſs, 
Coma, and ſometimes Convulſions. 


( 206. 
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CE 206. Fevers of this Species ſeem moſt 
frequently to ariſe from a ſudden Inſpiſſa- 
tion of the Blood, and Lymph, occaſioned 
by violent Exerciſe, too much Labour, burn- 


ing Heat of the Sun, exceſſive Heat of the 


Rational Methods, Cc. G 296. 

( 207. I muſt here obſerve, that as the 
Heat of the Blood is exceſſive in theſe Fe- 
vers, ſo the Inſpiſſation of the animal Fluids 
increaſes very faſt. Hence the Danger of 
the Patient is exceeding great. It often puts 
an End to Life the third, or fourth Day ; 
and ſeldom ſuffers the Patient to ſurvive the 
ſeventh unleſs abated and removed by pro- 
per Remedies. 

9208. It muſt likewiſe be remarked, that 
as the Fluids are too thick, ſo the Fibres, 
and Veſſels are too rigid. 

209. From what has been obſerved, 
( 204, ad 208. it is manifeſt, that the Cu- 
RATIVE INDICATIONS are, by proper refri- 
gerating Diſſolvents, to abate the febrile 
Heat, and thin the Fluids ; and by ſuitable E- 
mollients, Relaxants, and Diluents, to take 
off the Rigidity of the Veſſels. Vid. Ra-

(210. What artificial Evacuations are 
improper in theſe Fevers, and the Reaſons 
of their Impropriety may caſily be under- 
ſtood from what I have ſaid in my former 
Book on Fevers. That they may be cured 
without Bleeding, or Purging, or Vomit- 
ing, I ſhall ſhew by ſeveral Facts in their 
proper Place 3 and muſt declare, that I do 
not in my Way of Practice uſe any of thoſe 
Evacuations, except a little Bleeding in ple- 
thoric Bodies; and yet have found, thro 
the Direction, and Bleſſing of God, a Series 
of Succeſſes to my Wiſhes. 

F 211. NITROUS and AciD Medicines have 
been moſt happily effectual in curing theſe 
Fevers; ſuch as Sal Nitri, Sal Prunelle, 
Tartarum Vitriolatum, Cremor Tartar,

( 212. In the Uſe of refrigerating Diſſol- 
vents, and Attenuants, we muſt watchfully

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Patient, and be careful that it ſinks not too 
low ; and I may obſerve, that the mixing 
a ſmall Proportion of ſome warm Ingredi-

Rules as I have laid down in my former 
Book, (vid. Rational Methods of curing 
Fevers, Chap. XX.) may profitably be at- 
tended to, in the Management of thoſe Per- 
ſons, who ſhall be under theſe Fevers. 
( 214. 2. INFLAMMATORY FEVERS are 
in the next Place to be conſidered; and 
theſe may be diſtributed into two Kinds, 
VIS. 
1. GENERAL, in which many Parts of the 
Body, are, in a ſpecial Manner, the Seat of 
the Inflammation; ſuch as the Hall. Pox, 
Meaſles, Scarlet Fever, &c. 
2. PARTICULAR, in which ſome one 
Part only, or chicfly is inflamed ; ſuch is thc 
pluritic Fever, &c. I ſhall conſider, 
(215. 1. The GENERAL INFLAMMA- 
TORY FEVERS: But, in order to form right 
Ideas of theſe Diſcaſes, it is neceſſary, that 
we ſhould have a right Notion of an In- 
flammation : An INFLAMMATION, as I take 
It, 


( 213. I will only add, that ſuch general 
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it, is that Obſtruction of the ſanguine, or 
of the lymphatic Veſſels, or of both, which 
is attended with more than natural Heat, 
with Tumour, and with Pain of the Parts 
affected. 

(216. When viſcid Humours, or Par- 
ticles too bulky move with Difficulty along | 
the capillary Veſſels; and freſh Quantities | 
of Blood arc propell'd from the Heart faſter 
than the preceding Quantities can go into 

the Veins, the capillary Arteries muſt be- 
come obſtructed, and of Neceſſity dilate, | 
and tumify, and the circumjacent Nerves | | 
be compreſſed, or ſtretched to uncaſy, or 
pajnful Senſations. 

(217. When any of the animal Veſſels 
are brought into this State, (F 216.) they may 
be ſaid to be obſtructed, and zflamed; and 
the State, or Quality of the Blood, which 

- occaſions ſuch Obſtructions, (S 215.) may 
be called inflammatory. 

(218. INFLAMMATIONS may indeed be 
produced by various external Cauſes ; e. g. 
Contuſions, Wounds, Burns, c. but theſe 
are not the Subject of our preſent Conſi- 
deration. The Things we are now cmploy- 
ing our Thoughts upon, arc thoſe Inflam- 

| mations, 
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mations, which are the Eſſects of internal 
febrific Cauſes, viz, either a too great 
Thickneſs of the Blood, viſcid Humoure, 
or Particles too bulky mixed with it, 
or a Rigidity, or Conſtriction of ſome 
Veſſels. 

9219. As to the Event of an Inflamma- 
tion, I would obſerve, that it may be very 
different. For, 1. The obſtructing Matter 
may, cither ſpontaneouſly, or by the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of proper Remedies, become diſ- 
ſolved, and attenuated; and partly be diſ- 
charged thro the perſpiratory, or other ex- 
cretory DuQts, and partly be paſſed onwards 
to the ſanguine, and lymphatic Veins, in 
2 common Courſe of Circulation. Or, 

It may ſuppurate ; that is, corrupt, pu- 
3 and turn into that Humour we call 
Pus. Or, 3. if the obſtructing Matter puts 
a total Period to the Circulation of the Flu- 
ids thro' the Veſſels affected, it may termi- 
nate in a Mortification. 

F 220. One or other of theſe 3 
(6 219.) happens in all inflammatory Fevers. 
The Firſt happens to thoſe that recover 
from the Meaſles, Scarlet Fever, &. The 
Second to thoſe that recover from the 
Small- 
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Small. Pax; and the Third to many that 
die under inflammatory Fevers. 

9221. That all inflammatory Fevers re- 
ſult either from a too great Thickneſs, or 
Viſcidity of the Blood, or Particles mixed 
with it too bulky to paſs eaſily thro the ca- 
pillary Veſſels, or from Rigidity, or Con- 
ſtriction of ſome of the animal Veſſels, (as 
obſerved, ( 218.) is evident from this Con- 
ſideration, viz. That without one or other 
of theſe Cauſes, there could not happen 
thoſe Obſtructions, and Dilatations of the 
Veſſels, or thoſe Pains, or Tumour in the 
Parts principally affected, which attend 
theſe Fevers ; that is, in other Words, there 
could be no Inflammation of any Part of 
the Body. 

(222. Here I would obſerye, that if a 
Conſtriction, or Rigidity, or Compreſſion, 
of the Veſſels in any Part, cauſe an Inflam- 
mation of that Part, and a Fever in Con- 
ſequence thereof, that Fever is Symproma- 
tical, and docs not belong to the Species 
of which I am now ſpeaking. For in the 
Claſs of which I am ſpeaking, the Fever is 
_ antecedent, and the Symptoms of its bcing 

| inflammatory 
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inflammatory, are conſequent to its Be- 
ginning. | 

(223 From what has been obſerved, 
(F 221.) we may infer, the Propriety, and 
Neceſlity of preſcribing, for the Cute of 
all inflammatory Fevers, ſuch diſſolvent Me- 
dicines as may thin the Blood, attenuate viſ- 
cid Humours, and comminute any Particles, 
that may be too bulky for an eaſy Circula- 
tion, and Excretion; and ſuch Remedies, 
as may relax the Fibres, and Veſſels, when 
we find Reaſon to think them too rigid. 

C 224. GENERAL INFLAMMATORY FE- 
VERS may be diſtributed into two Sorts, 
VIS. 

1. The Non-eruptive. 
2. The Eruptive. 

(225. 1. The NoxN-ERvUPTIVE. Of this Spe- 
cies are the RHEUMATIC FEveRs. I reckon 
theſe among the Kinds of General Inflam- 
matory Fevers, becauſe they are often at- 
tended with Heat, Tumour, and acute Pains 
in divers Parts of the Body. 

9226. In theſe Fevers the lymphatic Ar- 
teries, and Veins are commonly the Veſlels 
obſtructed, and dilated ; and the Diſtention 
of theſe, moſt frequently, is the Occaſion 

of 
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of the rheumatic Pains; and the more they 
are diſtended, the more violently the cir- 
cumjacent Nerves are ſtretched: and, con- 
ſequently, the more acute are the Pains; and 
where ever the Pains are, whether in, or near 
the Perioſteum, or the Tendons of Muſcles, 
or the Joints of Bones, there we may con- 
clude ſome lymphatic Veſſels to be obſtruct- 
ed, and dilated; and that there is the prin- 
cipal Inflammation. 

( 227. Here I muſt obſerve, that as a viſ- 
cid Lymph ſeems to be the obſtructing Mat- 
ter, which in theſe Diſeaſes principally pro- 
duce the Pains ; and alſo the Swelling of the 
Parts affected; ſo it appears to be the Reaſon 
why the rheumatic Swellings never ſuppu- 
rate: thoſe Tumoursonly ſuppurating, where 
ſome ſanguine Veſſels are obſtructed and in- 
flamed ; or where ſome red Parts of the Blood 


have been impelled into lymphatic Veſſels, 
and ſtagnate in them. 

9228. The Fevers of this Species, (G 225.) 
are attended with a Pulſe quicker, and 
ſtronger than in Time of Health, and with 
greater Hcat of the Fleſh ; and are diſtin- 
guiſhed from other Fevers by their H- 
tomatic Pains, chiefly affecting the Arms, 


M Shoulders, 
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Shoulders, Hips, Thighs, Knees, and Legs; 
but they may alſo affect any other Parts of 
the Body, where there are lymphatic Veſ- 
ſels. For by that Expreflion rheumatic 
Prins, I include all Pains, in any Parts of 
the Body, which reſult from the ſame Cauſe, 
and aſſet Veſſels of the ſame Series; that 
is, thoſe Pains, which are occaſioned by a 
viſcid Lymph obſtructing, and diſtending 
ſome lymphatic Veſſels. "Theſe I call rheu- 
matic, whether they happen in the Limbs, or 
in the Sides of the Abdomen, or in the Back, 
or in any of the Viſcera, &c. and there is 
a manifeſt Difference between Inflammatory 
Fevers of this Tribe, g 225, and others, vir. 
That in theſe the Lymphatics are the Veſſels 
obſtructed, diſtended, and tumefied, and the 
Pains do thence ariſe ; whereas, in the others, 
ſome ſanguine Veſſels are obſtructed, and 
diſtended; or elſe ſome lymphatic Veſſels 
have red Globules of Blood impelled into 
them from the ſanguine Arteries, and the 
Pains commonly arc more acute, and pun- 
gent; and becowe pulſative, and throbbing, 
if the obſtructing Matter ſuppurates : And 
therefore when I meet with a Fever attend- 
ed with ſuch Pains, as ſignify that the lym- 
phatic Veſſels, and not the ſanguine, are the 

5 Veſſels 
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Veſſels obſtructed, and tumefied, then I call 
the Fever rheumatic, tho the Limbs ſhould 
be perfectly caſy. The rheumatic Pains are 
ſometimes in more, and ſometimes in fewer 
Parts of the Body at once ; and ſometimes 
more fixed, and ſometimes more ſhifting 
their Places. | 

9229. Some Fevers reſulting from diſ- 
ſolvent Cauſes may be attended with Pains, 
by Means of acrid, ſtimulating Particles 
mixcd, and circulating with the animal Flu- 
ids; but in thoſe Feyers the Pulſe is ſeldom 
ſtronger, tho' it may be ſomewhat quicker 
than in Time of Health ; and the Heat of 
the Fleſh is temperate ; by which Symptoms 
they may be diſtinguiſhed from the Species 
under our preſent Conſideration. 

( 230. Theſe Fevers ({ 225.) ſeem to re- 
ſult from a poor Blood attended with a pe- 
culiar Viſcidity of the lymphatic Parts of it ; 
which Blood commonly is brought into its 
morbid State thro' an Inſufficiency in the 
Force of the Action of the Heart, and Ar- 
tcries to comminute the nutritious Parts of 
the Chyle into the Nature and Quality of 
the animal Fluids; and to comminute their 
component Parts, and keep the Blood, and 


Lymph in a due State of Fluidity. 
= 3: ( 231. 
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(231. This (< 230.) ſeems to be the moſt 
common introductory Occaſion of ſuch A 
State of the Blood; but ſometimes perhaps 
the animal Fluids become viſcous, and ſizy, 
by Means of exceſſive Diſcharges by inſen- 
ſible Perſpiration. When this is the Caſe, 
it may be known by the Patient's looſing 
Fleſh, and ſinking in Weight, below the 
healthful Standard. 

F 232. From what has been obſerved, 
(F231.) it is very manifeſt, that the cura. 
tive Indications are, 1. To endeavour by 
proper diſſolving, and attenuating Medi- 
cines, and ſuitable diluting Drinks, to re- 
duce the Blood, and Lymph, to their na- 
tural Thinneſs ; and if there has preceeded, 
and ſtill continues a too large Excretion by 
inſcnſible Perſpiration, then to adviſe thoſe 
* Things which may leſſen that Evacuation. 
2. To ſtrengthen the Solids. 

9233. That neither Bleeding, nor Purg- 
ing are proper Remedies in theſe Diſeaſes 
(s 225.) is manifeſt from what has been 
taid in Rational Methods of curing Fe- 
vers, G 310, 311, 317, 319, 449, 450, 451, 
498. Corol. 2. and Chap, XX. 


M 2 9234. 
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9234. It ought to be remembred, 1. That 
Paking away Blood from Perſons, who have 
no ſanguine Plethora, and whoſe Quantity 
of red Globules does not exceed, renders 
the vital Strength leſs than it ought to be; 
and that in rheumatic Patients the vital 
Strength was but too little before their 
Sickneſs; and conſequently that Bleeding 
them tends only to protract their Diſeaſe : 
and 2. That Purging them will evacuate the 


thinner Parts of the Lymph ; and conſe- 


quently render the animal Fluids, which 
were too thick before, ſtill thicker. And 
it is very obſcryable of Perſons, who have 
been treated by thoſe Methods, and reco- 
vered, that their Recovery is commonly 
ſlow, and tedious; whereas thoſe, who 
have'been managed in a more rational Way 
with ſuitable Diſſolvents, and Attenuants, 
and Corroborants, have much ſooner be- 
come free from their Fever, and Pains, and 
regain'd their Strength much faſter. Cor- 
reſpondent to the Principles I have recom- 
ded, has been my Method of Practice; and 
the Succeſs has fully anſwered my Wiſhes, 
and often exceeded my ExpeQations. 
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9235. I muſt here obſerye, that rheuma-- 
tic Pains do ſometimes remain after the Feger 
is gonc, the Reaſon of which may be either, 

1. That the lymphatic Veſſels, which were ob- 
ſtructed, ate not ſufficiently emptied; or 2. 
Becauſe the viſcid Quality of the Lymph is 
not quite deſtroyed ; which ſcems to be the 
Caſe in thoſe Patients, where the Pains arc 
moving, and ſhifting from one Place to an- 
other ; as the former appears to be the Caſe, 
where the Pains are fixed, and the Parts 
ſwell'd. When the Pains thus continue, it 
ſhews, that the Uſe of proper Medicines 
ſhould be continued too. 

( 236. That theſe Fevers (G 225.) may be 
cured without Bleeding, or Purging, and 
by what Mcans, I ſhall ſhew in thcir pro- 
per Place. 

(237. 2. ERUrrWE FEvERs are another 
Species of General Inflammatory Fevers, 
and commonly produce their ſeveral Symp- 
tomatical Inflammations on the exterior 
Superficies of the Body in the Extremi- 
ties, or Endings of the lymphatic Arteries, 
immediately under the Epidermis: Some- 
times indeed Inflammations arc alſo pro- 
duced in the Extremities of the W a] 


ſanguine, 
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ſanguine, or lymphatic Arteries, ſituated in 
the Membranes of the internal Superficies 
of the Body; which is the Caſe in the 
Small. Pox, when variolous Puſtules are 
formed on the Membranes of the Mouth, 
Oeſophagus, Stomach, and Inteſtines, &c. 
9238. In ſome Eruptive Fevers the Mat- 
ter excreted, to the exterior Superficies of 
the Body, ſuppuratcs, as in the Small- Pox, 
c. But in others it does partly evaporate 
thro the Pores of the Epidermis; and part- 
ly, it may be, return into the circulating 
Fluids, leaving the Remainder dry; whence 
no Suppuration enſues; which is the Caſe 
in the Meaſles, Scarlet Fever, &c. 

9239. The ſeveral Species of Eruptive 
Fevers ſeem to be produced by Sorts of 
Particles of Matter ſpecifically diſtin from 
each other. For each Sort of Particles pro- 
duces its own Fever ; e. g. variolous Par- 
ticles produce not the Meaſles, but the 
Small. Pox; and ſo morbillous Particles 
produce not the Small. Pox, but the Meaſles, 
Cc. 

( 240. There are divers Reaſons to think 
the febrific Particles, which produce this, 
or that Eruptive Fever, to be ſpecifically di- 

M 4 ſtint 
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ſtinct from all the other Sorts; and alſo to 
believe, that the febrific Particles in the ſe- 
veral Species of Eruptive Fevers, are ca- 
pable of multiplying their Kind by aſſi mi- 
lating ſome Parts of the Blood into their 
own Nature, and Quality. But to know 
where and how ſuch Particles come to have 
their firſt Exiſtence, and to know their ſe- 
veral ſpecific Bulks, and Figures, are Things 
not likely for us to attain. 

9241. This, however, we know, that 
when they produce Fevers attended with great 
Heat, a quick, and ſtrong Pulſe, they have, 
by attracting, or being attracted by ſome Parts 
of the Blood, formed Particles too bulky for 
an eaſy Circulation, occaſioned a greater Re- 
ſiſtence to the flowing Blood from the capil- 
lary Artcrics; and a greater Attrition of the 
Parts of the Blood againſt the Sides of the 
Veſſels, and of the Veſſels by the Blood im- 
pell'd into them; whence, as the Friction of 
the red Globules, and vital Heat are incrcaſed, 
ſo the Inſpiſſation of the animal Fluids in 
Conſequence thercof is increaſed too. 

9242. It happens indeed in ſome Erup- 
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tive Fevers, that the Pulſe is not much in— 


creaſed either in Force, or Quicknels, nor 
the 
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the vital Heat much augmented ; thus it is 
ſometimes in the Small. Pox. But when 
it is ſo, we may conclude, that acrid, and 
diſſolvent Particles were mixed with the va- 
riolous ; and that the Fever is of the Com- 
plex Kind, which therefore muſt be treated 
accordingly. 

$ 243. From what has been obſerved, 
(F 241.) it is evident, that for Curing Erup- 
tive Feyers, the chief Indication is to pre- 
ſcribe thoſe Medicines, which may render 
the animal Fluids thinner, and comminute 
thoſe too bulky Particles, which were form- 
ed by the febrific Particles. 

8 244. I ſhall ay no more of theſe Claſſes, 
(F 237.) becauſe the proper Methods of ma- 
naging Perſons under Eruptive Fevers, may 
be caſily deduced from what I have ſaid in 
my Treatiſe of the Small-Pox, and Natio- 
nal Methods of Curing Feuers. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XIII. 


Containing Obſervations on ſome of 
the principal Kinds of Particular 
Inflammatory Fevers, as to their 
Mature, Symptoms, and curative 
Indications. 


(245. II. ARTICULAR Inflammatory 
Fevers, (5 214.) in which 
ſome one Part only, or chiefly is infla- 
med, are now to be conſidered. Theſe 
are manifold, and may be as various, as 
there are different Parts in the Body capable 
of ſuffering Inflammation. I ſhall briefly 
deſcribe ſome of the principal of them, 
and then take Notice of their Cauſes, Man- 
ner of Production, and curative Indica- 
tions. 
$ 246. 1. PHRENITIS, or, the phrenſy Fe- 
Ver, is that continual, acute Fever, which 
produces an Inflammation of the Mem- 
branes, or Veſlels of the Brain ; known by 
violent Pains of the Head, the Appearance 
of Rednels in the Face, and Eycs, Ficrce- 
ncſs 
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neſs of the Countenance, Watchfulneſs, 


diſturbed Sleep, Reſpiration large, and not 
frequent, and Pulſe hard; and by theſe 
Symptoms being ſoon followed with a con- 
tinual Delirium, or a Depravation of the 
Senſes with Outragiouſneſs. 


9247. 2. The QuiNnsyY is that Fever, 


which produces an Inflammation, and Tu- 
mour of the internal Parts of the Throat ; 
as the Pharynx, the Larynx, the Muſcles 
at the Root of the Tongue, &c. known by 
Pain in the Parts affected, and a Difficulty 
of Swallowing ; which ſometimes increaſes 
to a total Incapacity of getting any Thing 
down into the Stomach. 
$ 248. 3. A PERIPNEUMONY Is that Fe- 
ver, which produces an Inflammation of the 
ſanguine, and lymphatic Arteries of one, 
or both the Lobes of the Lungs; known 
by an heavy Pain in the Parts affected, a dry 
Cough in the Beginning, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, hot Breath, great Anxicty, and a ſmall, 
ſofr, unequal Pulſe. 
$ 249. 4. PLEURITIS VERA, or what is 
called a genuine Plenriſy is that Fever, which 
produces an Inflammation of one Part, or 
other of the Membrane (which covers that 
Side 
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Side of the Ribs next the Cavity of the 750. 
rax) called the Pleura; known by an ex- 
tremely pungent,or ſtitching Pain in the Part 
affected, Which moſt frequently is in the 
right, or left Side, but may be next the 
Back; and alſo by a full, ſtrong, hard, and 
quick Pulſe, a Cough, and the Spitting of 
a Sort of bloody Matter. Here let me ob- 
ſerve, that in, what ſome call, Pleuritis na- 
tha, or the Baſtard Pleuriſy, there is an 
Inflammation of the Pleura, as well as in 
the Sort now deſcribed; which we may in- 
fer both from the Pain, and the Quality of 
the Humour diſcharged by Spitting: But 
that Kind reſults partly from diſſoluent 
Cauſes, as we may conclude from the Mo- 
derateneſs of the febrile Heat, and from the 
Weakneis of the Pulſe; and may be called 
a true Pleuriſy, as well as this; and there- 
fore I do not diſtinguiſh Pleuriſies into vera, 
and notha ; which Terms convey to me no 
poſſitive, determinate Ideas of the State of 
the Fluids, or Solids of Patients under this, 
or the other Sort. I hope, therefore, that I 
may be indulged the Liberty of calling that 
(what has been denominated the Pleuritis 
vera) the femplex Pleuriſy ; becauſe it re- 

ſults 
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ſults only, or principally from one Sort of 
Cauſes, vig. The inſpiſlating : and the other, 
the Complex Pleuriſy, as being produced 
partly by inſpiſſating, and partly by difſol- 
vent Cauſes; which Names, or Characters 
may be uſeful to preſerve in our Thoughts 
the peculiar Nature and Quality of the two 
Kinds of Pleuriſies, and to keep us from 
running into a wrong Way for curing 
them. | 
( 250. 5. PARAPHRENITIS is that Fe- 
ver, which produces an Inflammation of the 
Diaphragm ; known by a moſt extreme Pain 
in the Part affected; which is greatly in- 
creaſed by the Inſpiration of Air in Breathing ; 
likewiſe by Coughing, Sneezing, Vomiting, 
Squeezing in the Belly,when going to Stool, 
or making Water; alſo by a ſhort, quick, 
and ſuffocative Reſpiration, performed only 
by the Thorax, the Abdomen, being in a 
Manner inactive; and by the drawing in of 
the Hypochondres, or Sides adjacent to the 
Diaphragm ; and by the coming on of a 
continual Delirium. 
$ 551. The INFLAMMATION of any other 
Part of the Body is known by conſidering 
the Scat of the Pain; if we find out that, 
we 
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we know the Part inflamed : But Skill in 
Anatomy, or a Knowledge of the Structure 
of human Bodies, it is neceſſary to the judg- 
ing, rightly, what Part of the Body is the 
Seat of the Pain. 
( 252. Here it muſt be obſerved, that if 
the Fever preceded the Pains, it may be 
called Eſſential, or the primary Diſeaſe ; 
but if it followed the Pains, and is the Ef- 
fet of them, and of the Obſtructions, 
which occaſioned them, then it may pro- 
perly be denominated Sympromatical. 
9253. It is the firſt Sort of theſe (F 252.) 
that I have under my preſent Conſideration ; 
and as the moſt common Cauſes of all other 
Inflammatory Fevers are either viſcid Hu- 
mours, a too great Thickneſs of the Blood, 
or its having Particles mixed with it too 
bulky for an eaſy Circulation, ſo theſe 
(F 245.) are produced by the ſame; and it 
is caſy to apprehend, that the Parts affected 
become inflamed by an Obſtruction of the 
Courſe of the Fluids thro' their Veſlels, oc- 
caſioned by thoſe Cauſes : But it is not ſo 
eaſy to aſſign with Certainty the Reaſon 
why, in the ſeveral Sorts of particular In- 


flammatory Fevers, ſuch particular Parts are 
affected, 
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affected, and not others. E. g. Why in a 
Pleuriſy, the Pleura and not other Mem- 
branes are inflamed? And ſo the Queſtion 
may be put in other Caſes. If the febrific 
Cauſe exiſted only in the Fluids, we might 
reaſonably expect, that more Parts of the Bo- 
dy ſhould become inflamed ; and indeed the 
Inflammation would then be more general. 
It ſeems therefore rational to conclude, that 
in particlular Inflammatory Fevers, there is 
not only one, or other of the Cauſes al- 
ready mentioned exiſting in the Blood; but 
alſo ſome Diſorder, or Diſtemperature in 
thoſe Veſſels themſelves, which become 
more than the others obſtructed ; and, in 
Conſequence thereof, inflamed. And as 
for the State of thoſe Veſſels, we have Rea- 
ſon to think it is ſuch, in which the Diame- 
ter of their Cavities is leſs, than it ought 

to be. 
$ 254. This (C2 53.) therefore leads us to 
enquire, what Cauſes might procure a Di- 
minution of the Diameter of the Cavity of 
the Veſſels, which become inflamed ; and a 
little Conſideration will convince us, that 
this may be done cither, 1. By too great an 
Influx of neryous Liquid into thoſe Nerves, 
| which 
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which are Part of the Contexture of the 
Veſſels, which become inflamed. For ſuch 
augmented Influxes of Liquid into thoſe 
Nerves muſt neceſſarily dilate the Sides of 
them, and ſhorten their Length, and con- 
ſequently introduce a ſpaſmodic Conſtric- 
tion of thoſe Veſſels of which they arc a 
Part. Or, 2. By too great Diſcharges of hu- 
mid Particles from thoſe Veſlels, by Means 
whereof they become rigid, and their Dia- 
meter lels. 

(255. It is not neceſſary for us to know 
the antecedent, or remote Cauſes, either of 
ſuch augmented Influxes of nervous Liquid, 
or of ſuch Diſcharges of humid Particles ; 
it may be ſufficient for us to know, (when 
in this Claſs of Fevers any particular Part 
of the Body becomes inflamed) that the 
Diameter of the Veſlels in the Part affected, 
is leſs than it ought to be; and that it is 
incumbent on us to endeavour, by proper 
Remedies, to cnlarge the Diameter of the 
obſtructed Veſlels. 

(256. From what has been obſerved, 
(253, exc.) it is very plain that the curative 
Indications arc, 1. By proper Diſſolvents, 


and Attenuants to reduce the animal Fluids 
= 
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to their natural Thinneſs, and comminute 
any Particles in them, that may be too bul- 
ky. 2. By ſuitable Relaxants, and Emol- 
lients, to render the Courſe of the Fluids 
caſy thro' the obſtructed Veſſels. 

$ 257. In the Management of Perſons 


under Inflammatory Fevers, the Medicines 


and Methods muſt be varied according to the 
different Symptoms of the different Fevers; 
and according to the Age, Sex, and Conſti- 
tutions of the Patients; and according to 
the Time of their Diſtemper. 

(258. It is generally improper to take 
away BLOOD from Perſons, who have no 
ſanguine Plethora ; nevertheleſs, as a leſſer 
Evil to prevent a greater, it may be requi- 
ſite in the Beginning of ſome particular In- 
flammatory Fevers. E. g. a Phrenetis, 
Quinſey, Peripneumony, Plcuriſy, Para- 
phrenitis; and in Fevers producing Inflamma- 
tions in the Stomach, Bowels, c. for the 
Sake of making Revulſion from the Part 
inflamed, (when ſuch Revulſion is wanted) 
and to mitigate the Pain for a while, and 


thereby to gain a better Opportunity of gi- 


ving ſuitable Diſſolvents, and Attenuants : 
But if the Patient is not plcthoric, we 


N ſhould 
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ſhould remember, that by Bleeding him, we 
have made the Quantity of his Blood leſs 
than it ought to be; and, therefore, that 
we ought to guard againſt thoſe ill Effects, 
which naturally follow ſuch a Diminution 
of that important Fluid; and carefully to 
keep the Pulſe in a due State of Strength 
by proper Remedies; and to adviſe that Ali- 
ment, which may help to repair that Loſs 
of Blood. 

6 259. Pn d Medicines in the Be- 
ginning of theſe Fevers, (C 245.) are im- 
proper, not only becauſe they contribute 
nothing to the End we ſhould aim at, bur 
alſo becauſe their Effects arc contrary to the 
curative Indications; for, by haſtily dimi- 
niſhing the Quantity of the Lymph, they 
render the viſcid Blood ſtill more viſcid. 
Therefore the rational Method of Cure, 
very manifeſtly is by proper Diſolvents, 
and Attenuants to render the animal 
Fluids thinner, and the Particles, which 
ought to be excreted, minute enough to 
paſs eaſily thro' the excretory Ducts; and 
to remove any Rigidity that may happen 
to be in the Veſſels; and when theſe Things 
are accompliſhed, the Feyer will ceaſe; and 


the ſuperfluous, excrementitious, and mor- 
bid 
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bid Humours will, by the Action and Force 
of the animal Organs, be evacuatc4 one 
Way, or other; either by Urinc, or Stool, 
or Sweat, or inſenſible Perſpiration ; or part- 
Iy by them all, without exhibiting any Ca- 
thartic : But if in the Declination, or at the 
Period of the Diſtcmper, a gentle Purge be 
given, it will not only be more ſafe, but 
in all probability more beneficial, than if 
adminiſtred ſooner. 

( 260. As to Inflammatory Feyers in ge- 
neral, it may juſtly be affirmed, that moſt 
of them, in Bodies not plethoric, may be 
cured without Bleeding, or Purging; and 
that Perſons freed from them without thoſe 


Evacuations, do ſooner recover their 
Strength, and are in leſs Danger either of 


relapſing into the ſame, or of falling into 
fome other Diſeaſe. Thus I have found it 
in the Courſe of many Ycars Practice; and 
my Notion is grounded on a long Experi- 
ence, and manitold Obſervations. I will not 
queſtion whether many Perſons having been 
recovered from Inflammatory Fevers, who 
have been blooded, and purged ; but I bclieve 
it has been in a ſlower Manner, beſides other 
Inconyenicnces; and there is Reaton to think, 

N 2 that 
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that theſe Evacuations have deſtroyed many, 
who otherwiſe might have recovered from 
their Sickneſs. 

(267. If there are Medicines, and Me- 
thods proper, and effectual for the Cure of 
Inflammatory Fevers, without Bleeding, or 
Purging, Which do greatly weaken Perſons, 
that are not plethoric, the Diſcovery of 
them muſt be very happy for Mankind: 
And that there are ſuch, I hope will appear 
to Conviction from thoſe Examples of 
Cures in ſome of the moſt frequent Sorts 
of Inflammatory Feyers, which I ſhall, in 
their proper Places, offer to Conſideration.

. HE next Claſs of Fevers

$ 263. Theſe diflolvent Cauſes ( 262.) 
are cithcr aqueous Particles diffuſed in a 
moilt Air, (vid. Rational Methods of Cu- 
ring Fevers, ( 263, ad 269, 294.) or acrid 
Particles mixed with the animal Fluids, whe- 
ther thoſe Particles pre- exiſted in the Air, 
and were received into the Body from it; 
(Lid. Book ibid. S 297.) or were Effluuia 
N from 
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from Bodies under thoſe Fevers, in which the 
Blood abounded with diſſolvent Particles. 
Lid. Book. ibid. & 298. 

\ 264. In theſe acute Diſtempers the fe- 
brific Particles do more, or leſs make a 
Diſimion of the component Parts of the 
animal Fluids, and brcak their Globules 3 
and often occaſion onc, or other of the 
animal Excrctions to be larger than in Time 
of Health. Vid. Rational Methods of Cu- 
ring Fevers, ( 301. Nt z, 4. 

( 265. Theſe Fevers I call PuTRID, be- 
cauſe they are attended with that Diſſolu- 
tion of the Parts both of the Fluids, and 
$5111, Which tends to their Putrefaction, 
and will end in Death, and Rottenneſs, if it 
be not ſtopped, and cured. Vid. Rational 
Methods of Curing Fevers, ( 268. 

266. There is a great Variety of Symp- 
toms, and Dcgrces of Danger in Fevers of 
this Tribe, according as the febrific Particles 
are more, or leſs in Quantity ; and more, 
or leſs acrid, and diſſolving in their Qua- 
lity. 

9267. Theſe Fevers may be known by 
the following Symptoms, vig. 1. By the 
Pulſe not being ſtronger, or much quicker 

than

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than in Time of Health; or if quicker, yet 
weaker. Vid. Rational Methods of Curing 
Fevers, F 294, 295. N* 1. 2. By the 
Heat of the Body being rather leſs than in 
Time of Health. Vid. Rational Methods 
of Curing Fevers, S ibid. Ne 2. 3. By 
a ſudden Loſs of Strength. 4. A great De- 
jection of the Spirits with Sighing. 5. A 
black, or dry Tongue. 6. Petechiz. 7. Sen- 
ible Evacuations colliquative: Or, 8. A 
ſcnſible Waſting of the Fleſh without them; 
from which we may conclude, that the Excre- 
tion by inſenſible Perſpiration is exceſſive. By 
ſome, or other; more, or fewer of theſe 
Symptoms, when we meet with them in 
Perſons under Fevers, we may know their 
Fever to be of the putrid Kind, and to re- 
ſult from diſſolvent Cauſes.

Kind, or other; and, therefore, from the 
Abſence of ſuch Symptoms, we may infer 
the Non-Exiſtence of ſuch Cauſes.

$ 270. Fevers from diſſolvent Cauſes 


may be diſtributed into two Claſles, vg. 


I. The milder Putrid. 
2. The malignant Putrid. 
$ 271. 1. The MiLDER PuTRID, I call 
thoſc, which have no colliquative Evacua- 
tions. In theſe Fevers the diſſolvent Cau- 
ſes are generally the weakeſt ; and the Dan- 
ger of the Patient tho' very great, yet leſs 
than the other Sort. 
$ 272. 2. The MALIGNANT PUTRID are 
thoſe, which are attended with ſome colli- 
quative Evacuation, or Excretion. I call 
theſe malignant, becauſe their Symptoms 
are more terrible, and their Nature more 
deſtructive, and deadly to the Patient. 
$ 273. Some Gentlemen, it may be, 
would ſubdivide this Claſs, (F 272.) and 
call thoſe Fevers colliquative, which have 
colliquative Evacuations attending them; 
and thoſe perechzal, ſpotted, or purple Fe- 
vers, in which happen to appear the Pe- 
techiæ; and thoſe bleeding Fevers in which 
a Dyſentery, or any other Hzmorrhage oc- 
curs. But I chooſe to comprehend all theſe 
under 
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nnder the Character of malignant Putrid, 
to avoid a needleſs multiplying Diſtinctions, 
and becauſe the Symptoms mentioned, may 
happen together in the ſame Perſons, and 
under one and the ſame Sickneſs. 

$274. There is no great Difficulty to 
undcrſtand how the fatal Symptoms of theſe 
Fevers, (F 272.) are produced. 1. We may 
caſily apprchend, that if the component 
Parts of the Blood, the nutritious, and thc 
natural Globules of Lymph arc ſufficiently 


broken by acrid, diſſolvent Particles, they 


may, with the excrementitions Humours, 
paſs off in great Quantitics thro' the inteſti- 
nal Glandules, and ſo make colliquative 


| Looſeneſs; or thro' the Kidnies, and ſo 


form colliquative Urines ; or thro' the ſub- 
cutancous Veſſels, and ſo conſtitute coll;- 
guative Sweats ; or thro the ſalival Glands, 
and ſo become a coll;quative Spitting; or 
elſe thro' the perſpiratory Ducts, and ſo aug- 
ment the inſenſible Perſpiration, and waſte 
the Body without an Increaſe of the ſenſible 
Evacuations. It mutt alſo be obſerved, that 
there is commonly a Laxity of the Veſſels 
in theſe Fevers, which contributes to render 
the Evacuations more copious, than in Time

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of Health. 2. We may as readily conceive, 
that if red Globulcs of the Blood, cither 
whole, or in ſome Mcaſurc broken, be pro- 
propcll'd into the Iymphatic ſubcutancous 
Arterics, and ſtagnate in them, Spots red, 
or purple, or black, called Petechiæ, may 
be the Conſcquence. 3. We may with as 
much Facility comprchend, that if any of 
the ſanguine Veſſels are corroded, or eaten 
thro' by acrid Particles, an Hemorrhage muſt 
enſue. 
$ 275. From what has been obſerved, it 
is very evident, that in Fevers from difſol- 
vent Cauſes, and attended with a Laxity of 
the Veſſels, the curative Indications are, 
1. To alter the Figure, and Quality of the 
diſuniting Particles; which, if they are 
acrid, only can be accompliſhed, either by 
comminuting them into leſſer of a different 
Form, and breaking off their Spicula; or 
by the Addition of ſuch other Particles to 
them, as will render their Points incapable 
of penctrating, and dividing the natural 
component Parts of the animal Fluids. 2. 
To inſpiſſate the animal Fluids, and recover 
them to their natural Conſiſtence and Den- 
ſity. 3. To take off the Laxity of the 
Veſſels, 
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Veſlels, leſſen their Diameter, and ce 
them to the healthful State.

9276. That theſe Fevers ($ 262. ) may be 
cured without Bleeding, Vomiting, or Purg- 
ing, I ſhall ſhew by Facts in their proper 
Places. 

9278. III. CourLEX FEVERS ( 157.) 
come now under our Conſideration. Theſe, 
as has been obſerved, reſult partly from in- 
ſpiſſating, and partly from diſſolvent Cau- 
ſes ; and may be known by their having a 
Complication of Symptoms peculiar to the 
two foregoing general Claſſes; and by the 
Knowledge of thoſe Sorts of Feyers, we may 
attain an Underſtanding of theſe. Here 1 
deſire to remark a few Particulars, viz. 

1. That theſe Fevers may ſometimes pro- 
cccd from the two Sorts of Cauſes, men- 
tioned, in an equal Proportion of one to 
the other. 

2. That ſometimes the inſpiſſating Cau- 


ſes may, in the Production of theſe Diſtem- 


pers, exceed the Proportion of the arſſol- 
vent Cauſes ; and that they may do ſo in 
a great Varicty of Degrees; and that the

more they do ſo, the more will the Feyer 
reſemble thoſe, which reſult purely from in- 
ſpiſſating Cauſes.

(280. 1. The Complex Intermitting. 
All Intermitting Feyers deduce their Origi-

ſion us to declare, that the Intermittent is 


of the complex Kind. 


( 281. From ſuch a Complication of 
Cauſes, Quartans, Tertians, and Quotid:- 
ans, come to be of a complex Sort ; and 
of the Quotidian the moſt frequent and re- 
markable are the HECTIC FE VERS; which 
evidently depend partly on viſcid Humours, 
partly on ſaline, acrid, and diſſolvent Par- 
ticles in the animal Fluids, and partly on 
a Laxity and Weaknels of the Veſſels. 

( 282. 2. Complex Remittents are dif- 
ferent from each othcr, as the Symptoms 
complicated happen to be different. 


$ 283. 3. Complex continual Fevers 
likewiſe are diverſifyed by the Difference of 


the incidental Symptoms. Here I will on- 


ly mention one Sort, viz. the Pleuritis 
not ha, ſive ſpuria, a Baſtard Pleuriſy 3 which 
I ſhall call the Complex Pleuriſy for Reaſons 
aſlign'd, 5 249. 

( 284. The Complex Pleuriſy, I call that 
Fever, which is attended with a violent 
Pain of one Side, or the other, Congh, 
uneaſy Reſpiration, the Spitting of a bleody 
Matter, a dry Tongue, great Thirſt, a quick 

and 
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and weak Pulſe, and moderate Heat of the 
Fleſh; by ſome or other of which Symp- 
toms this Sort of Feyers may be known. 

9285. In this Fever, (( 284.) the Pain, 
the uncaſy Reſpiration, the Matter diſ- 
charged by Spitting, ſhew that this Fever is 
in part produced by inſpiſſating Cauſes, and 
is attended with a Sort of Inflammation: 
But then the Weakneſs of the Pulſe, the 
Moderateneſs of the Heat of the Fleſh, in- 
dicate the Exiſtence of diſlolycnt Particles 
in the Blood; and therefore may fitly be 
called a Complex Fever, as I have already 
obſerved, 9 249. 

$ 286. Here it muſt be remarked, that 


Bleeding in this Diſtemper d 284.) renders 


the Pulſe weaker, which was too weak be- 
fore, haſtcns the Feyer to a fatal Period, 
rendering the Recovery of the Patient in a 
Manner hopcleſs, and his Dcath incvitable. 

$ 287. J have no Occalion lere to diſ- 
courſe on the curative Indications, or the 


proper Methods of managing Perſons under 


Complex Feuers; theſe Things being eaſily 
deducible from what has been ſaid con- 
ccrning Fevers of the two firſt general Claſſes 
in the forcgoing Sections of this Book, and 

in 
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in my Book of Rational Methods of Cu- 
ring Fevers; to which I muſt refer my 
Reader. 

$ 288. I muſt obſetve, that drinking 
plentifully of proper Liquors is of great 
Importance not only in Fevers reſulting 
from inſpiſſating Cauſes, but alſo in thoſe 
which are produced by diſſolvent Cauſes, 
and where the Blood is too thin; becauſe 
it may contribute to dilute the acrid Hu- 
mours, and ſet the diſſolvent Particles at a 
greater Diſtance from each other ; and there- 
by abate their Influence, and Agency ; as 
much diluting Agua Fortis with Water, 
will deſtroy its diſſolvent Quality. 2. Be- 


cauſe it may waſh off, and carry away thro' 


the excretory Ducts many of the acrid, diſ- 
ſolvent Particles. For theſe Reaſons, even 
under putrid Fevers, ſick Perſons ought to 
be directed to agrecable, pleaſant, and pro- 
per Drinks, and adviſed to drink freely of 


them. I ſhall now conclude this Chapter 


with ſome Tables, which may very much 
ſubſerve the important Deſign of theſe Pa- 
pers; and then proceed to ſome proper Hi- 
ſtories of febrile Caſes,

Morning, 
about Eight of the Clock, he was taken with 
the cold Part of the Fit, which continued till 
two ; when the hot Part of the Fit came 
on with a Pain in his Side, but did not go 
off as the preceding Fits, but continued all 
the Night. 

(344. Lord's-Day, Fane 25. about Ten 
o'Clock in the Forenoon, eight or nine Oun- 
ces of Blood were taken from a Vein in his 
Arm; and in the Afternoon he tried to ride 
from Maden, where he was an Apprentice, to 
his Mother's, at a Place about four Miles 
diſtant, but could not bcar riding half a 
Mile, and therefore return'd back. The 
Fever was ſtrong all the Lords-Day Night. 

( 345. Monday Morning, June 26. he had 
a Stool, and in the Forenoon he made a Shift,

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with great Difficulty, to ride Home; but was 
three Hours on the Road. He was very ill 
with his Fever all that Day, and the Night 
following, and was ſo this Tucſday, when I 
firſt ſaw him ; at which time, I found his Fleſh 
hot, his Pulſc quick, but not a great deal ſtron- 
ger than in Health. His Tongue was very 
red, and very dry on the upper Superficies, the 
whole Length of it; and had a white, and 
yellowiſh Furr on cach Side of it, almoſt 
its whole Length. He had till a Coygh, but 
without Spitting any Thing. His Urine, 
which at firſt was high-colour'd, and dropt 
a large Sediment, now was very deeply co- 
loured, and dropt no Sedimeut. He was 
extremely propenſe to Jeep, and had been 
ſo ever ſince the Day before; and was of- 
ten taken with Tremblings, eſpecially when 
aſleep ; and his Noſe had bled a little before 
I came to him. I preſcribed as follows:

I order'd the Ju- 
lep to be repeated; in the Uſe of theſe 
Things ſhe grew better, and became frec 
from her Fever, Swelling and Pain of

In both 
Iineſſes ſhe drank freely of Cyder-Whey, 
and took now, and then, ſeven or cight 
Drops of Spiritus Nitri dulcis in a Diſh of 
Green Tea; and Tweſday, June 4. her Men-

She alſo acquainted me, that for ſome 
Weeks paſt, ſhe had been troubled with an 
Intermitting Fever, the Fever-Fits coming 
every Day; but that of late, ſhe had the 
Fever every Night; that her Watcr was 
high-colour'd, and that ſhe had very little 
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Appetite to Food at any Time. She like- 
wiſe complained, that on Thurſday in the 
laſt Weck, ſhe was taken with a great Pain 
in her Stomach, and ' Bowels, which has 
continued ever ſince, more or leſs, and 
ſometimes was very violent: That ſhe had 
by the Advice of ſome Perſons of her Ac- 
quaintance tried ſome ſtrong Waters, and 
other hot Things, but was not relieved by 
them.

She allo ſaid, 
that ſhe had nothing of her Fever ſince the 


laſt Saturday Night ; but ſhe complained of 


a Senſe of Weakneſs at her Stomach, and 


of a Want of Appetite. I therefore pre-

He 
had had an habitual Thirſt upon him the 
laſt ten Years, and drank Small Beer abun- 
dantly for quenching it; aud had been af- 
flicted with an Oypreſſion of his Breaſt, as 
he cxpreſs'd it; and a Shortneſs of Breath, 
more or leſs, for many Months; and com- 

plaincd 
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plained of a Loſs of Appetite for above a 
Twelve-Month. 

$ 368. He was taken ill this Day ſev'n- 
night, viz. May 31. about Six o'Clock in 
the Evening with a CHillineſs, and Coldneſs, 
ſucceeded with Heat, and Thirſt. The Fe. 
ver proved a Quo'idian Intermittent ; at- 
tended with a great Difficulty of Breathing, 


and a ſtitching Pain at Times, ſhooting 


from under his left Shoulder forwards, to- 
wards his left Breaſt, He went to Stool 
pretty well ; his Sleep commonly unquiet, 
and broken. Yeſterday he was blooded, and 
ſeven Ounces of Blood were taken from 
him, which was very ſizy. I was alſo told, 
that he had ſlept all the laſt Night, and this 
Day ti!l near Noon; and that in the Time 
of his Sleeping he was #ww:ch'd, or had con- 
vulſrve Motions in divers Parts of his Bo- 
dy; and when at any Time he awaked, he 
talk d deliriouſly; and that he was hot, and 


thirſty in the Morning, but more mode- 


ratc this Afternoon ; and that he has had 
no Stool this Day. His PULSE was quicker, 
and ſomewhat ſtronger than in Time of 
Health; and did beat in ſuch a Manner, as 
if there was ſomewhat of an Emptineſs be- 
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tween Pulſe, and Pulſe. His Tongue was 
moiſt, but foul : His Urine was of a Canary 
Colour, with a white light Sediment, riſing 
much more towards one Side of the Glaſs- 
Tumbler, than the other. He had not 
much of a Cough, but was very ſhort 
breath'd, and was, at Times, fick at Stomach, 
and had Urgings to vomit : I preſcribed for 
him as follows :

Mr. B----'s Child, then at Totham, about 
four Miles from W;tham in Eſſex, aged be- 
tween two and three Years. She had been 
taken ill about a Week before with an In- 
termitting Fever, and Cough ; the Feyer re- 


turning eyery Afternoon, and continuing 


moſt Part of the Night ; and two Days ago, 
it became Continual, and increaſed much 
upon her: She was very hot, and thirſty ; 


and this Afternoon, about One o'Clock,

Way of Evacuation ; elpecially, if it ap- 
pears that the red Globules do not bear a 
due Proportion to the ſerous Part of the 
Blood. And this I can ſay from long Expe- 
rience, that there are Mcdicincs that will ef- 
fectually take away the S7zz2e/5 of the ani- 
mal Fluids without Bleeding, and in a ſhor- 
ter Time without it, if the Patients have no 
ſanguine Pet hora.

{ 609. JN this concluding Chapter, I 
ſhall do three Things, v7z. 

I. Give a SUMMARY of what has becn 
deliver'd concerning Fevers. 

II. Lay down a few general Obſervations 
concerning the Nature of ſome /izple Mx- 
DICINES, and the Qualities reſulting from 
the different Manners of compounding 
them; which may be of Service to thoſe, 
who are ſtudying how to preſcribe proper 
Remedies for Patients under Fevers. 

III. Add ſome ArnoRisMs, which are 


'- 5 proved, 
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proved, and ſupported by the Facts related 
in the hiſtorical Part of theſe Papers. 

(610. I. I ſhall give a brief SUMMary 
of what has becn deliver'd concerning Fe- 
vers; and from what has been ſaid in my 
former Book on theſe acute Diſtempers, 
vis. Rational Methods of curing Fevers, 
Sc. And in the former Part of this Book, 
I think I may ſay, that the following Par- 
ticulars appear pretty evident, vis. 

1. That FEVvERs, and their Symptoms, re- 
ſult either from inſpiſſating, or from diſ 
ſolvent Cauſes, or partly from the one, 
and partly from the other. | 

2. That in Fevers the ANIMAL Fru1ps 
are cither, 1. Too thick; ſo they are in 
Fevers produced by inſpiſſating Cauſes : Or, 
2. Too thin; ſo they are in thoſe Feyers, 
which are the Effects of diflolvent Cauſes : 
Or, 3. That they are partly too thick, and 
partly too thin; ſo they are in Fevers pro- 
duced, partly by inſpiſſating, and partly by 
diſſolvent Cauſes: That the animal Fluids 
may be partly too thick, and partly too 
thin at the ſame Time, will appear from 


what has been ſaid in Rational Methods of 


curing Fevers, 9350, 351. 
3. That 
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3. That the animal Solide, or VESSELS 
under Fevers, are either, 1. Too rigid; ſo 
they commonly are in Fevers reſulting from 
inſpiſſating Cauſes: Or, 2. Too lax; ſo 
they are in Fevers produced by diſſolvent 
Cauſes: Or, 3. Partly too rigid, and partly 
too lax; ſo they often are in Fevers, which 
reſult partly from inſpiſſating, and partly 
from diſſolvent Cauſes; that is, in complex 
Fevers. 

( 611. From F 610. it is very manifeſt, 
that for curing Fevers, ſome Quality in the 
Fluids, and Solids muſt be altered. A prin- 
| Cipal Buſineſs, therefore, of thoſe, who de- 
ſign to be Adviſers for febrile Patients, is to 
learn what arc the morbid Qualities of the 
Fluids, and Solids under this, or that Spe- 
cies of Fevers; and what arc the proper 
Medicines to alter, or remove thcm. 

$ 612. Indeed in ſome Fevers, beſides the 
morbid Quality of the animal Fluids, and 
Solids, there is to be conſidered, that the 
animal EXCRETIONS are % little, as in 
Fevers from inſpiſſating Cauſes; and there- 
fore, that beſides altering ſome Qualitics, 
there is need of Evacuation ; but then the 


rational Way of obtaining the wanted Eva- 
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cuation, is to preſcribe thoſe Alteratiues, 
which may remove that too great Thickneſs 
of the animal Fluids, and Rigidity of the 
Veſſels, which rendred the Excretions leſs 
than they ought to be. 


F 613. In ſome other Fevers, beſides the 


morbid Qualitics, it muſt be remembred, 
that the animal EXCRETIONS are 700 large, 
as in Fevers from diſſolvent Cauſes ; and 
more eſpecially when they arc attended with 
colliquative Evacuations; and that therefore 
beſides altering the morbid Qualities, we 
muſt intend to reſtrain the exceeding Excre- 
tions; but then the rational Mcthods for 
accompliſhing this, is by ſuitable Medicines 
to alter the diſſolvent Quality in the Fluids, 
and remove that Laxity of the Veſſels, which 
made the Evacuations to be colliquativve, 
or too COPIOUS. 

$ 614. From what has been obſerved, 
F 610, ad( 613. we may infer, that in or- 
der to the preſctibing proper Remedics for 
Perſons under Fevers, we muſt know the 
following Particulars, vig. 

I. When the ANIMAL FLrvuips are 760 
thick. This may be known by the Symp- 
roms mcntion'd in Table A. which ſheyy, 

NY that 
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that the Fevers attended by them, refult 
from inſpiſſating Cauſes. Vid. alſo Ratio- 
nal Methods of curing Fevers, G 571, 572, 
573. 

2. When the ANIMAL FLU1Ds are oo 
thin : Which may be concluded from the 
Symptoms mentioned in Table B. which 
diſcover to us, that ſuch Feyers were pro- 
duced by diſſolvent Cauſes. Vid. alſo Ra- 
tional Methods of curing Fevers, ( 576, 
577. 

3. When the ELuips are partly too thick, 
and partly too thin: Which may be known 
by the Symptoms of complex Fevers, ſpe- 
cified in Table C. and by finding in a Pa- 
tient ſome of the Symptoms mentioned in 
Table A. conjun& with ſome of thoſe men- 
tioned in Table B. | 

4. When the animal VESSELS are too ri- 
gid: Which may be known by exceſlive 
Heat of the Body, great Drineſs of the 
Fleſh; Quickneſs, and Strength of the 
Pulſe. 

z. When the animal VESSELS are too lax: 
Which may be concluded to be the Caſe, 
when in Fevers the Pulſe is quick, and 

weak ; the Heat of the Body temperate; 
ee” 0 and 
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and the Fleſh feels not dry; and eſpecially 
if cold clammy Sweats, or any colliquative 
Evacuations happen to the Patient. 

9615. It is likewiſe of great Importance 
to obſerve the Degree of Force in the fe- 
brific Cauſes, that we may be better able 
to accommodate our Remedies to the Caſe 
of the Patient : Becauſe it would be a great 
Imprudence to preſcribe the moſt forcible 
Medicines, when the febrific Cauſes are 
very weak; or to order the mildeſt, when 
they are moſt violent. It is no leſs a Mat- 
ter of Moment to ſearch out critically all 
the Symptoms attending the Diſeaſe, and to 
adapt the Remedies to the ſeveral Occaſions 
of preſcribing them: And to this Purpoſe, 
there is neceſſary a competent Knowledge 
of the Materia Medica. 1 proceed there- 
{ore to the next Thing propoſed, vir. 

$ 616. II. To lay down a few general 
Obſervations concerning the Nature of 
ſome ſimple Medicines, and the Qualities 


_ reſulting from the different Ways of com- 


pounding them: But let me firſt take No- 
tice of a few Things, vs. 
1. That for curing FEEVERS produced by 


inſpiſſating Cauſes, the following Claſſes of 


Medicines 
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Medicines afford us the proper and needful 
Remedies, viz. 1. MEDICINES diſſofuent, 
which may attenuate, and reduce the ani- 
mal Fluids to their natural Thinneſs. 2. 
MEp1ciNEs refrigerant, which may abate 
the febrile Heat, and ſo prevent that Inſpiſ- 
fation of the Blood, which would naturally 
follow the Increaſc of it. 3. MEDpicinegs 
relaxant ; which may reduce the muſcular 
Fibres, and animal Veſlels to their natural 
caſy DiſtraQtibility. | 
2. That for curing FeveRs reſulting from 
diſſolvent Cauſes, the following Claſſes of 
Medicines yield us a ſufficient Variety of 
ſuitable Remedies, vg. I. MEDICI NES al- 
terative; which change the Figure of the 
acrid, diſſolvent Particles. 2. MEpicints 
zncraſſating, which may contribute to re- 
cover the animal Fluids to their natural 
Conſiſtence, and Denſity. 3. MEDpicines 
corroborant, which may bring the Action of 
the Heart and Arterics to a juſt Degree of 
Force, and the animal Veſlels to their na- 
tural Tenſeneſs; and ſo remove their 

Laxity. 
3. That coMPLEX FEVERS require Me- 
dicines compounded of Ingredicnts taken 
out 
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out of the Claſſes proper for Fevers of the 
two foregoing general Kinds. I proceed 
now to my Obſervations. 

8 617. Obſerv. 1. The Mixture of refr;- 
gerating and heating DISSOLVENTS in a cer- 
tain Degree, or Proportion of one to the 
other, makes the Quality of the Medicine 
compounded to be temperate ; that is, nei- 
ther cooling, nor heating ; and conſequent- 
ly the moſt proper in ſome Fevers, and at 
ſome Times in Fevers, which before or after, 
require either heating, or refrigcrating Re- 
medics. Medicines compounded in ſuch 
Proportions are moſt ſuitable, when the 
Pulſe muſt neither be raiſed, nor depreſſed. 

Obſerv. 2. If there is more of the refri- 
gerating Diſſolvents in the Compoſition 
than is neceſſary to produce the temperate 
Quality, the Medicine compounded will be 
more or leſs refrigerating, as the exceeding 
Proportion of refrigerating Diſſolvents is 
more or leis, Medicincs therefore of this 
Sort are proper in ardent and inflammatory 
Fevers ; and whenever the Pulſe is both too 
ſtrong, and too quick, and the vital Hcat 
too great; and the more intenſe the febrile 
Hcat is, the more refrigerating ſhould the 

Medicines 
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Medicines be made, and the more largely 
ſhould they be given. 

Obſerv. 3. If there is more of the Heat- 
ing Ingredients in the Compoſition than is 
neceſſary to make the temperate Quality, 
the Medicine compounded becomes heat- 
ing ; and is more or leſs ſo, as the exceed- 
ing Proportion of heating Ingredients is 
more or leſs. Medicines of this Kind are 
ncedful, when the vital Heat is leſs than it 
ought to be, and when the Pulſe is too 
weak, and languid. 

Obſerv. 4. REFRIGERATING MEDICINES 
given to a Patient, the leſs they are diluted 
with aqueous Drinks, the leſs they refrige- 
rate : Becauſe diluting with ſuitable Liquors 
contributes to the Refrigeration of the ani- 
mal Fluids, tho' no refrigerating Medicine 
be given. Therefore refrigerating Medi- 
cines the more they are diluted, the more 
they refrigerate. 

Obſerv. 5. HEATING MEDICIxES given 
to a Patient, the leſs they are diluted with 
aqueous Liquors e. g. Barley, Ptiſans, exc. the 
more they increaſe the vital Heat: Becauſe 
they do more ſtimulate the Solids, quicken 
and itrengthen the Pulſe, and augment the 

Attrition 
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Attrition both of the Fluids, and Solids; 
et fic vice Vers. 

Obſerv. 6. Acip and Nirxous Medi- 
cines, tho they have a refrigerating, and 
diſſolvent Quality, (and on this Account are 
in a ſpecial Manner proper, and needful in 
all Fevers, where the animal Fluids are too 
thick, and the vital Heat too great) yet 
may profitably be given in Fevers, where 
the Fluids are too thin, and the vital Heat 
is rather too little ; provided they are mix- 
ed with corrobating and incraſlating Ingre- 
dients in ſuch a Proportion, that the Medi- 
cine compounded ſhall ſtrengthen the Ac- 
tion of the Heart, and Arterics ; and con- 
duce to recover the Veſſels to their natural 
Tenſeneſs. The Truth of this Obſervation 
may eaſily be apprehended, if it be con- 
fider'd, that acid and nitrous Medicines 
contribute much to alter the Figure of the 
alcaline, acrid, and diſſolvent Particles, 
which produce and maintain ſuch Fevers; 
and thus they directly promote the Reco- 
vering the Blood to its natural Conſiſtence, 
and Denſity. So that altho' the giving acid 
and nitrous Medicines alone, could not ob- 
tain all that is wanted for the Cure of pu- 


trid 
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trid Feuers; yet mixed with other ſuitable 
Ingredients, no Medicines are more effectual. 

$ 618. In Fevers, and in all other Diſ- 
eaſes, where there is an Acrimony in the 
animal Fluids, the Nature of that Acrimony 
muſt be found out as much as poſſible; 
and ſuch Medicines preſcribed, as are adap- 
ted to deſtroy it. 

$ 619. Any AcrR1MONY may be deſtroy'd 
by a contrary Acrimony. 

$ 620. AC1DSs, e. g. Vinegar, Sorrel, 
Apples, Summer Fruits, Spirit of Vitriol, 
Spirit of Sulphur, Tartar vitriolated, 
Cream of Tartar, &c. may deſtroy an al- 
caline Acrimony in the Contents of the Sto- 
mach, and Inteſtines, and in the animal 
Fluids, which is commonly more, or leſs 
the Sort of Acrimony, that is found in 
adult Perſons, and eſpecially in old Bodies, 
and in Bodies under Fevers from diſſolvent 
Cauſes : But it is probable, that ſometimes 
there are Sorts of Acrimony in the animal 
Fluids, which, properly ſpeaking, are neither 
acid, nor alcaline. 

( 621. ALCALIES, e. g. Sal Kali, Sal 
Abſmthii, Sal Cornu Cervi volatilis, Spi- 
ritus Cornu Cervi, c. may deſtroy an 

acid 
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acid Acrimony in the Contents of the Sto: 


mach, and Inteſtines, and in the anima! 


Fluids: But this Sort of Acrimony is ſel- 
dom met with, except in young Bodies that 
live on aceſcent Food. 

( 622. I ſhall now lay down ſome Ob- 
ſeryations concerning the different Mixtures 
of Acids, and Alcalies, viz. 

Ob ſerv. 1. The mixing of acid, and al- 
caline Ingredicnts in a certain Degree, or 
Proportion of one to the other, makes the 
Quality of the Medicines ſo compounded 
to be neutral; that is, neither acid, nor al- 
caline ; but which Medicines by long Ex- 
perience have been found effectual to alter, 
and deſtroy thoſe Acrimonies, which fre- 
quently happen in the Stomachs of Perſons 
under Fevers, and occaſion Vomitings, or 
ſick Fits: And as there is Reaſon to think, 
that in Feyers attended with theſe Symp- 
toms, the ſame acrimonious Quality exiſts 
in the Blood, and is the Source of them ; 
ſo there is Reaſon ro hope, that Medicines 
of the neutral Kind, which deſtroy that 
Quality in the Contents of the Stomach, 
may likewiſe deſtroy it in the Blood, if 
given in ſufficient Quantity; and that there- 
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by they may contribute very much to the 
Cure of ſuch Fevers. 

Obſervy. 2. If there is more of the acid 
Ingredients mixed with the alcaline, than is 
neceſſary to make the Quality of the Com- 
Poſition neutral, or a Medium between acid, 
and alcaline, then the Quality of the Medicine 
ſo compounded will be /ab acid, more or 
leſs, as the exceeding Proportion of the 
acid Ingredients is more, or leſs. Medicines 
of this Sort are proper in many complex 
Fevers, where the Phyſician muſt nor only 
. endeavour to alter the Figure of acrid Par- 
ticles, but likewiſe to attenuate viſcid Hu- 
mours ; and the more ſuch Humours a- 
bound, the more of the acid may fitly be 
put into the Compoſitions. 

Obſerv. 3. If there is more of the alca- 
line Ingredients mixed with the acid than is 
neceſlary to produce the Mean, or ncutral 
Quality, then the Quality of the Compoſition 
will be ſub-alcalize, more or leſs, as the ex- 
ceeding Proportion of the alcalinc Ingredi- 
ents is more cr leſs. Medicines of this 
Kind may be proper in Fevers, and other 
Diſtempers brought on by the cxccfiive

Let me add, that as there is a great 
Variety of Caſes, ſome requiring only neu- 
tral Medicincs, others acid, and others ſub- 
acid; and again, ſome wanting alcaline 
Remedies, and others ſub-alcaline ; ſo it is 
a Point of great Moment, and requires 
much Skill and Conſideration to find out, 
which of theſe are the moſt proper, and 
ſuitable Remedies. 

9624. III. I ſhall in the next Place lay

of Fevers; which are proved, and ſupport- 
cd by Facts related in the hiftorical Part of 
the foregoing Papers, vir.

REMITTING FEveRs may be 
happily cured without Bleeding, Vomiting, 
or Purging.

Aphor. 7. PuUTRID FEveRs, both the 
milder, and the malignant Sorts, may be 
happily cured without Bleeding, Vomiting, 
or Purging. Lid. the Caſes of ſuch Fe- 
vers. 

Aphor. 8. COMPLEx INTERMITTENTS, 
and even HECKTI1Cs the worſt Sort of them, 


may be happily cured without Bleeding, 


Vomiting, or Purging. Lid. the Caſcs of 
ſuch Fevers. 

Aphor. 9. ULctxs in the Lungs, and the 
Phthifis concomitant, are curable with the 
Bleſſing of God; and may be well cured 
without Bleeding, Vomiting, or Purging. 
Vid. Caſes 64, 65. There is Reaſon to 
think the ſame of Ulcers in the Liver, 
Splecn, Pancreas, Miſentery, Kidnies, Womb, 
and Bladder, with a concomitant Phthiſis. 

Aphor. 10. CoMPLEx CONTINUAL Er- 
VERS, of no particular Denomination, may 
be happily cured without Bleeding, Vomit- 
ing, or Purging. Vid. the Caſes of ſuch 
Fevers. 

Aphor. 11. Courrkx PLEURISIES may 

be 
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be happily cured without Bleeding, Lomit- 
ing, or Purging. Vid. the Caſes of ſuch 


Aphor. 12. Therefore BLEEDING, Vo- 
MITING, and PURGING arc not neceſlary 
for the Cure of Fcvers. Some few parti- 
cular Caſes I will allow there poſſibly may 
be as Exceptions from this general Propo- 
ſition. Now ſince it is very evident by 
manifold Reaſons, which have been men- 
tioned, that in moſt acute Diſtempers, 
where there is no ſanguine, nor lympha- 
tic Plethora, theſe Evacuations are con- 
trary to the true curative Indications : 
and ſince it is manifeſt from the Caſes re- 
lated in the afore- going Sections, that 
there are Medicines, and Methods of Ma- 
nagement without them, happily effectual 
for the Cure of Fevers, furcly unprcju- 
diced Perſons may be convinced, that they 
ought rarely to be uſed in theſe Diſeaſcs; 
and ſhould not be adviſed, when the cura- 
tive Indications do not require, but forbid 
them.
